A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
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to establish an education accountability team in Mobile County; to 
provide for the levy of an additional ad valorem tax to finance schools; 
and to provide penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Consti- 
tution when all requirements of this act are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“Section 1. There is established in Mobile County an account- 
ability team to assess efforts to improve education and progress in 
achieving the goals of the Mobile County and progress in achieving the 
goals of the Mobile County Public School System’s Strategic Plan. 


"The Mobile County Education Accountability Team shall consist 
of seven members, one appointed by the Mobile City Council, one 
appointed by the Mobile County Commission, two appointed by the 
delegation representing Mobile County in the Alabama House of Repre- 
sentatives, two appointed by the delegation representing Mobile County 
in the Alabama Senate, and one appointed by the Board of School Com- 
missioners of Mobile County. The membership shall reflect the local 
demographics of the population of Mobile County. 


"The accountability team shall do both of the following: 


(1) Monitor all expenditures authorized by this act and report to 
the respective appointing authorities and to the public. 


(2) Monitor status of implementation of the Mobile Public School 
Systems Strategic Plan. 


(3) Oversee the work of any similar committees established at 
individual schools. 


"There shall be an executive director of the accountability team 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the team. The executive director shall 
be a volunteer who shall either serve without pay, be a loaned executive 
paid by business, or be paid by community contributions. 


"In connection with its function, the accountability team shall have 
access to all files, records, audits, minutes, or other documents of the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County. 
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"Each school in the Mobile County School System shall have an 
accountability committee. The chair of a school committee shall be a 
parent, but at least one teacher and the principal shall serve on the 
committee along with two or more other parents chosen by the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association of the school. The principal shall appoint the 
chair and the teacher or teachers and may appoint a member from the 
community who has expertise in accounting, construction management, 
or another field that will benefit a particular school. 


"The school committees shall validate efforts in the individual 
school to achieve the goals established by the county accountability team. 
They shall report on the condition of the physical plant and oversee and 
update all facets of any needs assessment study. They shall report 
annually to the county team, to the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County, and to the Parent-Teacher Association and patrons of 
their individual school. 


"Section 2. The Mobile County Commission shall levy, in addi- 
tion to any other tax, ad valorem taxes in an amount up to 31 mills on 
each dollar of taxable property in the county for five years. The revenue 
from the additional taxes shall be deposited in a trust fund in the county 
treasury with one-half to be expended for schools inside the City of Mo- 
bile and one-half to be expended for schools outside the city limits of 
Mobile. No funds shall be used to retire bond indebtedness. It is the 
intent of the Legislature that, except for the use of funds to retire current 
loans of the school system as provided in Proposition 9, all funds shall 
be expended for pay-as-you-go programs. Any person who spends funds 
in violation of this amendment shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


"The increase in the rate of the tax is subject to the approval of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the county who vote on the proposed 
increase at the next general, primary, constitutional, or special election 
for that purpose. Each proposition shall be separate on the ballot and 
the passage or defeat of any proposition or propositions shall not affect 
the passage or defeat of any other proposition or propositions. 


"The electors shall indicate their choice or choices by checking 
any of the following ten propositions on the ballot: 


"Shall Mobile County Commission levy additional ad valorem tax 
for five years in the following millage amounts and for the following 
purposes: 


sis Five mills to purchase, install, renovate, upgrade, and 
repair plumbing, heating, air conditioning, and fire alarm systems, and 
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make various improvements and related repairs to school buildings? 


__2. Seven mills to alleviate student overcrowding by con- 
structing classrooms to replace portable classrooms? 


a Seven mills to construct, furnish, and equip additional 
classrooms? 


_4. One mill to purchase library books to supplement or 
replace existing books at school libraries? 


Ss Three mills to purchase and install computers, including 
the hardware, network, software, wiring, and furnishings necessary to 
provide computers? 


__ 6. Two mills to purchase, construct, install and equip 
science laboratories and related facilities? 


ae £ One mill to improve student safety at all schools, 
generally as follows: installing and repairing site lights; installing a 
locking system for exterior and interior doors; installing a security alarm 
system; and installing perimeter fencing? 


8. Three mills to construct, improve, renovate, and upgrade 
athletic facilities, including, but not limited to: dressing rooms; lights; 
public address systems; security fences; parking areas; playing fields; 
concession areas; press boxes; and site work? 


9. One mill to retire current loans of the system? 


__10. One mill to purchase new school buses? 


"If at the election held under and according to this amendment, a 
majority of the qualified electors of Mobile County vote in favor of any 
proposition or propositions, the Mobile County Commission shall levy 
the additional ad valorem tax at the rate and for the purposes approved 
by a majority of the electors for five years. After five years, the taxes 
authorized by this act shall terminate unless continued by an affirmative 
vote of the qualified electors of the county.” 


Section 2. This amendment shall have no force and effect unless 
it shall first be approved by at least three-fifths vote of the elected 
members of each house and unanimously approved by the local 
constitutional amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend- 
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ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla- 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified 
to run legal notices in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be 
held at the next general, special, constitutional, or county election in 
Mobile County. The election shall be held in accordance with Amend- 
ment 425 to the Constitution of 1901, and the general election laws of 
this state.

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
to establish an education accountability team in Mobile County; to 
provide for the levy of an additional ad valorem tax to finance schools; 
and to provide penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when all requirements of this act are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


"Section 1. There is established in Mobile County an account- 
ability team to assess efforts to improve education and progress in 
achieving the goals of the Mobile County Public School System’s 
Strategic Plan. 


"The Mobile County Education Accountability Team shall consist 
of seven members, one appointed by the Mobile City Council, one 
appointed by the Mobile County Commission, two appointed by the 
delegation representing Mobile County in the Alabama House of 
Representatives, two appointed by the delegation representing Mobile 
County in the Alabama Senate, and one appointed by the Board of 
School Commissioners of Mobile County. The membership shall reflect 
the local demographics of the population of Mobile County. 


"The accountability team shall do both of the following: 


(1) Monitor all expenditures authorized by this act and report to 
the respective appointing authorities and to the public. 


(2) Monitor status of implementation of the Mobile Public 
School Systems Strategic Plan. 
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(3) Oversee the work of any similar committees established at 
individual schools. 


"There shall be an executive director of the accountability team 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the team. The executive director shall 
be a volunteer who shall either serve without pay, be a loaned executive 
paid by business, or be paid by community contributions. 


"In connection with its function, the accountability team shall have 
access to all files, records, audits, minutes, or other documents of the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County. 


"Each school in the Mobile County School System shall have an 
accountability committee. The chair of a school committee shall be a 
parent, but at least one teacher and the principal shall serve on the 
committee along with two or more other parents chosen by the 
Parent-Teacher Association of the school. The principal shall appoint 
the chair and the teacher or teachers and may appoint a member from 
the community who has expertise in accounting, construction 
management, or another field that will benefit a particular school. 


"The school committees shall validate efforts in the individual 
school to achieve the goals established by the county accountability team. 
They shall report on the condition of the physical plant and oversee and 
update all facets of any needs assessment study. They shall report 
annually to the county team, to the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County, and to the Parent-Teacher Association and patrons of 
their individual school. 


"Section 2. The Mobile County Commission shall levy, in addi- 
tion to any other tax, ad valorem taxes in an amount up to 31 mills on 
each dollar of taxable property in the county for seven years. The 
revenue from the additional taxes shall be deposited in a trust fund in the 
county treasury with not less than one-half to be expended for schools 
outside the city limits of Mobile. Any person who spends funds in 
violation of this amendment shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


"The increase in the rate of the tax is subject to the approval of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the county who vote on the proposed 
increase at the next general, primary, constitutional, or special election 
for that purpose. Each proposition shall be separate on the ballot and 
the passage or defeat of any proposition or propositions shall not affect 
the passage or defeat of any other proposition or propositions. 


"The electors shall indicate their choice or choices by checking 
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any of the following ten propositions on the ballot: 


"Shall Mobile County Commission levy additional ad valorem tax 
for seven years in the following millage amounts and for the following 


purposes: 


1, Seven mills to purchase, install, renovate, upgrade, and 
repair “plumbing, heating, air conditioning, and fire alarm systems, and 
make various improvements and related repairs to school buildings? 


= * Five mills to alleviate student overcrowding by 
constructing classrooms to replace portable classrooms? 


3: Seven mills to construct, furnish, and equip additional 
classrooms? 


_A. One mill to purchase library books to supplement or 
replace existing books at school libraries? 


5. Three mills to purchase and install computers, including 
the hardware, network, software, wiring, and furnishings necessary to 
provide computers? 


__ 6. Two mills to purchase, construct, install and equip 
science laboratories and related facilities? 


nts One mill to improve student safety at all schools, 
generally as follows: installing and repairing site lights; installing a 
locking system for exterior and interior doors; installing a security alarm 
system; and installing perimeter fencing? 


_ 8. One mill to retire current loans of the system? 
9. One mill to purchase new school buses? 


"If at the election held under and according to this amendment, a 
majority of the qualified electors of Mobile County vote in favor of any 
proposition or propositions, the Mobile County Commission shall levy 
the additional ad valorem tax at the rate and for the purposes approved 
by a majority of the electors for five years. After five years, the taxes 
authorized by this act shall terminate unless continued by an affirmative 
vote of the qualified electors of the county.” 


Section 2. This amendment shall have no force and effect unless 
it shall first be approved by at least three-fifths vote of the elected mem- 
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bers of each house and unanimously approved by the local constitutional 
amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend- 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which procla- 
mation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified 
to run legal notices in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be 
held at the next general, special, constitutional, or county election in 
Mobile County. The election shall be held in accordance with Amend- 
ment 425 to the Constitution of 1901, and the general election laws of 
this state.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Definitions. 


For the purposes of this act, the following words shall have the 
following meanings unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 


(1) DEAD BODY. A human body or parts of the human body 
from the condition of which it reasonably may be concluded that death 
occurred. 


_(2) FETAL DEATH. Death prior to the complete expulsion or 
extraction from the mother of a product of human conception, 
irrespective of the duration of pregnancy and which is not an induced 
termination of pregnancy. The death is indicated by the fact that after 
the expulsion or extraction the fetus does not breathe or show any other 
evidence of life, such as beating of the heart, pulsation of the umbilical 
cord, or definite movement of voluntary muscles. Heartbeats are to be 
distinguished from transient cardiac contractions; respirations are to be 
distinguished from fleeting respiratory efforts or gasps. 


(3) FILE. The presentation of a vital record provided for in this 
act for registration by the Office of Vital Statistics. 
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(4) FINAL DISPOSITION. The burial, interment, cremation, 
removal from the state, or other authorized disposition of a dead body or 
fetus. 


(5) INDUCED TERMINATION OF PREGNANCY. The pur- 
poseful interruption of an intrauterine pregnancy with the intention other 
than to produce a live-born infant and which does not result in a live 
birth. This definition excludes management of prolonged retention of 
products of conception following fetal death. 


(6) INSTITUTION. Any establishment, public or private, which 
provides inpatient or outpatient medical, surgical, or diagnostic care or 
treatment, mental treatment, or nursing, custodial, or domiciliary care. 


(7) LIVE BIRTH. The complete expulsion or extraction from 
the mother of a product of human conception, irrespective of the 
duration of pregnancy, which, after such expulsion or extraction, 
breathes, or shows any other evidence of life such as beating of the 
heart, pulsation of the umbilical cord, or definite movement of voluntary 
muscles, whether or not the umbilical cord has been cut or the placenta 
is attached. Heartbeats are to be distinguished from transient cardiac 
contractions; respirations are to be distinguished from fleeting respiratory 
efforts or gasps. 


(8) PHYSICIAN. A person authorized or licensed to practice 
medicine or osteopathy pursuant to the laws of this state. 


(9) REGISTRATION. The acceptance by the Office of Vital Sta- 
tistics and the incorporation of vital records as provided for in this act 
into its official records. 


(10) SYSTEM OF VITAL STATISTICS. The registration, col- 
lection, preservation, amendment, and certification of vital records; the 
collection of other reports required by this act; and activities related 
thereto, including, but not limited to, the tabulation, analysis, publica- 
tion, and dissemination of vital statistics. 


(11) VITAL RECORD. Certificates of birth, death, marriage, di- 
vorce, and related data. 


(12) VITAL STATISTICS. The data derived from certificates 
and reports of birth, death, fetal death, induced terminations of pregnan- 
cy, marriage, divorce, and related reports. 


Section 2. Office of Vital Statistics and statewide system of vital 
Statistics.

The State Board of Health shall have charge of an Office of Vital 
Statistics. The Office of Vital Statistics shall install, maintain, and 
operate the only system of vital statistics and the only system of health 
Statistics throughout this state. The Office of Vital Statistics shall be 
provided with sufficient staff, suitable offices, and other resources for the 
proper administration of the system of vital statistics and for the 
preservation and adequate security of its official records. The State 
Board of Health, hereinafter referred to as "the board,” may adopt, 
amend, and repeal rules for the purpose of carrying out this act. 


Section 3. Appointment of State Registrar of Vital Statistics; du- 
ties of State Registrar. 


(a) The board shall appoint the State Registrar of Vital Statistics, 
hereinafter referred to as "State Registrar,” in accordance with proce- 
dures and practices of the State Personnel Board. 


(b) The State Registrar shall perform each of the following func- 
tions: 


(1) Administer and enforce this act and the rules issued here- 
under, and issue instructions for the efficient administration of the sys- 
tem of vital statistics. 


(2) Direct and supervise the system of vital statistics and the Of- 
fice of Vital Statistics and be custodian of its records. 


(3) Direct, supervise, and control the activities of all persons 
when they are engaged in activities pertaining to the operation of the sys- 
tem of vital statistics. 


(4) Conduct training programs to promote uniformity of policy 
and procedures throughout the state in matters pertaining to the system 
of vital statistics. 


(5) With the approval of the board, prescribe, furnish, and distri- 
bute forms as are required by this act and the rules issued hereunder, or 
prescribe other means for transmission of data as will accomplish the 
purpose of complete and accurate reporting and registration. 


(6) Prepare and publish reports of vital statistics of this state and 
other reports as may be required by the board. 


(7) Provide to local health departments copies of or data derived 
from certificates and reports required under this act, as he or she shall 
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determine are necessary for local health department planning and 
program activities. The State Registrar shall establish a schedule with 
each local health department for transmittal of the copies or data. The 
copies or data shall remain the property of the Office of Vital Statistics, 
and the uses which may be made of the copies or data shall be governed 
by the State Registrar. 


(c) The State Registrar may delegate functions and duties vested 
in him or her to employees of the Office of Vital Statistics and to em- 
ployees of any office established or designated under Section 4. 


Section 4. _ Registration districts. 


The board may designate vital records registration districts within 
the state. The board may from time to time, as conditions justify, 
consolidate or subdivide the districts to facilitate registration. Each 
county in the state shall be a registration district unless and until 
changed by the board. 


Section 5. Local registrars and deputy registrars of vital statis- 
tics. 


(a) In each registration district, as defined in Section 4 or as 
designated by the board, a local registrar and deputy registrars shall be 
appointed by the State Registrar upon the recommendation of the county 
health officer or his or her designee. All local registrars and deputy 
registrars shall be employees of the county health department. The local 
registrars and deputy registrars shall be subject to the control of the State 
Registrar when they are performing functions relating to the system of 
vital statistics. 


(b) Any local registrar or deputy registrar of vital statistics who 
fails or neglects to discharge efficiently the duties of his or her office, as 
set forth in this act, or by the rules of the board, shall be removed as 
local or deputy registrar by the State Registrar, and penalties may be 
imposed as are provided. 


(c) The local registrars and their deputies shall comply with all 
instructions of the State Registrar and monitor compliance of others with 
this act and with the rules of the board. 

Section 6. Content of certificates and reports. 


(a) The board shall by rule determine the items or information to 
be contained on certificates of birth, death, marriage, and divorce and on 
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reports of fetal death and induced termination of pregnancy. Each 
certificate, report, and other document required by this act shall be in a 
format prescribed by the State Registrar. 


(b) Information required in certificates or reports authorized by 
this act may be filed and registered by photographic, electronic, or other 
means as prescribed by the State Registrar. 


Section 7. _ Registration of births. 


(a) A certificate of birth for each live birth which occurs in this 
state shall be filed with the Office of Vital Statistics, or as otherwise 
directed by the State Registrar, within five days after the birth and shall 
be registered if it has been completed and filed in accordance with this 
section. 


(b) (1) When a birth occurs in an institution or en route to the 
institution, the person in charge of the institution or his or her 
designated representative shall obtain the personal data, prepare the 
certificate, secure the signatures required, and file the certificate as 
directed in subsection (a) or as directed by the State Registrar within the 
required five days. The physician or other person in attendance shall 
provide the medical information required by the certificate and certify to 
the facts of birth within 72 hours after the birth. If the physician, or 
other person in attendance, does not certify to the facts of birth within 
the 72-hour period, the person in charge of the institution or his or her 
designee shall complete and sign the certificate. 


(2) In all cases where a birth occurs in an institution, the person 
in charge of the institution shall provide a procedure for collection of the 
normal fee for a certified copy of the birth certificate from the mother or 
father. The fee shall be forwarded to the State Registrar when a 
complete record of the birth is obtained, and the State Registrar shall 
issue a certified copy of the birth certificate to the mother or father of 
the child. The issuance of a certified copy of the birth certificate by the 
State Registrar shall not apply to births where the death of the infant 
occurred a short time following the birth, unless the certificate is 
requested by the father or mother, or where adoption is indicated. 


(c) When a birth occurs outside an institution, the certificate 
shall be prepared and filed by one of the following in the indicated order 
of priority: 


(1) The physician in attendance at the birth or who sees the child 
within three days after the birth. 
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(2) Any other person in attendance at or immediately after the 
birth. 


(3) The father, the mother, or in the absence of the father and 
the inability of the mother, the person in charge of the premises where 
the birth occurred. 


(d) When a birth occurs in a moving conveyance within the 
United States and the child is first removed from the conveyance in this 
state, the birth shall be registered in this state and the place where it is 
first removed shall be considered the place of birth. When a birth 
occurs on a moving conveyance while in international waters or air space 
or in a foreign country or its air space and the child is first removed 
from the conveyance in this state, the birth shall be registered in this 
State, but the certificate shall show the actual place of birth as can be 
determined. 


(e) For the purposes of birth registration, the mother is deemed 
to be the woman who gives birth to the child, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by law. 


(f) (1) If the mother was married at the time of either conception 
or birth, or between conception and birth, the name of the husband shall 
be entered on the certificate as the father of the child, unless it is 
established by law that he is not the father of the child. 


(2) If the mother was not married at the time of either conception 
or birth or between conception and birth, the name of the father shall 
not be entered on the certificate unless paternity has been determined by 
a court of competent jurisdiction or unless the legitimation process 
specified in Sections 26-11-1 to 26-11-3, inclusive, Code of Alabama 
1975, or otherwise provided by law has been completed. 


(3) If the father is not named on the certificate of birth, no other 
information about the father shall be entered on the certificate. 


(g) The birth certificate of a child born to a married woman as a 
result of artificial insemination, with consent of her husband, shall be 
completed in accordance with subdivision (1) of subsection (f). 


(h) Either of the parents of the child shall attest to the accuracy of 
the personal data entered on the certificate in time to permit the filing of 
the certificate within the five days prescribed in subsection (a). 


Section 8. Registration of infants of unknown parentage. 
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(a) Whoever assumes the custody of a live-born infant of 
unknown parentage shall report on a form and in a manner prescribed 
by the State Registrar within five days to the Office of Vital Statistics all 
of the following information: 


(1) The date and place of finding. 
(2) Sex, race, and approximate birth date of the child. 


(3) Name and address of the person or institution with whom the 
child has been placed for care. 


(4) Name given to the child by the custodian of the child. 
(5) Other data required by rules of the board. 


(b) The place where the child was found shall be entered as the 
place of birth. 


(c) A report registered under this section shall constitute the 
certificate of birth for the child. 


(d) If the child is identified and a certificate of birth is found or 
obtained, the report registered under this section shall be placed in a 
special file and shall not be subject to inspection except upon an order of 
a court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 9. Delayed registration of birth. 


Any person born in the state whose birth has not been filed may 
have his or her birth registered by the State Registrar after complying 
with the requirements set forth below: 


(1) Certificates of birth filed after the time specified in Section 7 
but within one year from the date of birth shall be registered on the 
standard form of live-birth certificate in the manner prescribed in Section 
7. The certificate shall not be marked "DELAYED REGISTRATION.” 
In any case where the certificate is signed by someone other than the 
attendant or person in charge of the institution where birth occurred, a 
notarized statement stating the reason why the certificate cannot be 
signed by the attendant shall be attached to the certificate. When the 
State Registrar has reasonable cause to question the adequacy of the 
registration, he or she may require additional evidence in support of the 
facts of birth. 


(2) Certificates of birth filed after one year but within five years 
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of the date of birth shall be registered on the form of live birth in use at 
the time of birth and the certificate shall be plainly marked "DELAYED 
REGISTRATION.” To be acceptable for filing, the certificate shall be 
signed by the physician or other person who attended the birth; or if the 
birth occurred in an institution, the person in charge of the institution 
may sign the certificate. If the physician or other person who attended 
the birth is not available, and the birth did not occur in an institution, 
the certificate may be signed by one of the parents, if a notarized 
statement is attached to the certificate giving the reason why the 
certificate cannot be signed by the attendant. Additional requirements 
for filing certificates of birth after one year but within five years shall be 
set by rules of the board. 


(3) Certificates of birth filed five years or more after the date of 
birth may be filed for living persons and shall be made on a delayed 
certificate of birth form prescribed by the State Registrar and shall show 
on their face the date of the delayed registration. A summary statement 
of the evidence submitted in support of the delayed registration shall be 
endorsed on the certificate. 


a. Any living person born in this state whose birth is not recorded 
in this state, or his or her parent, guardian, next of kin, or older person 
acting for the registrant and having personal knowledge of the facts of 
birth may request the registration of a delayed certificate of birth, subject 
to this section and instructions issued by the State Registrar. 


b. Each delayed certificate of birth shall be signed and sworn to 
before an official authorized to administer oaths by the person whose 
birth is to be registered, if the person is 18 years of age or over and is 
competent to sign and swear to the accuracy of the facts stated in the 
certificate; otherwise, the certificate shall be signed and sworn to by one 
of the following in the indicated order of priority: 


1. One of the parents of the registrant. 
2. The guardian of the registrant. 
3. The next of kin of the registrant. 


4. Any older person having personal knowledge of the facts of 
birth. 


c. The minimum facts that shall be established by documentary 
evidence shall be each of the following: 


1. The full name of the person at the time of birth. 
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2. The date of birth and place of birth. 
3. The full maiden name of the mother. 


4. The full name of the father, except that if the mother was not 
married either at the time of conception or birth, the name of the father 
shall not be entered on the delayed certificate. 


d. To be acceptable for filing, the name of the registrant and the 
date and place of birth entered on a delayed certificate of birth shall be 
supported by at least three pieces of documentary evidence, only one of 
which may be an affidavit of personal knowledge. Facts of parentage 
shall be supported by at least one document which may be one of the 
documents described above other than an affidavit of personal 
knowledge. All documents submitted in support of the delayed birth 
registration shall be returned to the applicant. 


e. Documents presented shall be from independent sources and 
shall be in the form of the original record or a duly certified copy or 
excerpt thereof from the custodian of the records or documents. All 
documents submitted in evidence, other than an affidavit of personal 
knowledge, shall have been established at least five years prior to the 
date of application or have been established prior to the tenth birthday of 
the applicant. An affidavit of personal knowledge, to be acceptable, shall 
be prepared by one of the parents, other relative, or any older person, 
and shall be signed before an official authorized to administer oaths. In 
all cases, the affiant shall be at least 10 years older than the applicant 
and have personal knowledge of the facts of birth. 


(4) When an applicant does not submit the minimum docu- 
mentation required in this section for delayed registration or when the 
State Registrar has reasonable cause to question the validity or adequacy 
of the sworn statement or the documentary evidence of the applicant, the 
State Registrar shall not register the delayed certificate of birth. 


(5) Applications for delayed certificates which have not been 
completed within one year from the date of application may be dismissed 
at the discretion of the State Registrar. Upon dismissal, the State 
Registrar shall advise the applicant and all documents submitted in 
support of the registration shall be returned to the applicant. 


Section 10. Judicial procedure to establish facts of birth. 


(a) If a delayed certificate of birth is rejected under Section 9, a 
petition signed and sworn to by the petitioner may be filed with a circuit 
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court of any county in this state in which he or she resides or was born, 
for an order establishing a birth record. 


(b) The petition shall allege each of the following: 


(1) The person for whom a delayed certificate of birth is sought 
was born in this state. 


(2) No certificate of birth can be found in the Office of Vital 
Statistics. 


(3) Diligent efforts by the petitioner have failed to obtain the 
evidence required in accordance with Section 9 of this act. 


(4) The State Registrar has refused to register a delayed certificate 
of birth. 


(5) Other allegations as may be required. 


(c) The petition shall be accompanied by a statement of the State 
Registrar made in accordance with Section 9 and all documentary 
evidence which was submitted to the State Registrar in support of the 
registration. 


(d) The court shall fix a time and place for hearing the petition 
and shall give the State Registrar 10 days notice of the hearing. The 
State Registrar or the authorized representative of the State Registrar may 
appear and testify in the proceedings, or evidence may be received by 
affidavit. 


(e) If the court finds, from the evidence presented, that the 
person for whom a delayed certificate of birth is sought was born in this 
state, it shall make findings as to the place and date of birth, parentage, 
and other findings as may be required and shall issue an order to 
establish a certificate of birth. The court order shall include each of the 
following: 


(1) The full name and sex of the person for whom the birth 
certificate is sought. 


(2) A Statement that person was born in this state. 
(3) The date of birth and county of birth. 


(4) The full maiden name of the mother. 
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(5) The full name of the father, if legally established. 
(6) A description of the evidence presented. 
(7) The date of the action of the court. 


(f) The clerk of the court shall forward each order to the State 
Registrar not later than the 10th day of the calendar month following the 
month in which the order was entered. The order shall be registered by 
the State Registrar and shall constitute the authority for placing a delayed 
certificate of birth on file. 


Section 11. Court reports of adoption. 


(a) For each adoption decreed by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in this state, the court shall require the preparation of a report of 
adoption on a form prescribed and furnished by the State Registrar. The 
report shall indicate those facts necessary to locate and identify the 
certificate of birth of the person adopted or in the case of a person who 
was born in a foreign country, evidence from sources determined to be 
reliable by the court as to the date and place of birth of the person. The 
report shall provide information necessary to establish a new certificate 
of birth of the person adopted, identify the order of adoption, and be 
certified by the clerk of the court. 


(b) Information necessary to prepare the report of adoption shall 
be furnished by each petitioner for adoption or his or her attorney. The 
child-placing agency or any person having knowledge of the facts shall 
supply the court with additional information as may be necessary to 
complete the report. The provision of the information shall be prerequi- 
site to the issuance of a final decree in the matter by the court. 


(c) Within 10 days of the entry of the final order of adoption, the 
judge or the clerk of the court shall send to the State Registrar reports of 
decrees of adoption, annulment of adoption, and amendments of decrees 
of adoption together with related reports as the State Registrar may re- 
quire. 


(d) When the State Registrar receives a report of adoption, annul- 
ment of adoption, or amendment of a decree of adoption for a person 
born outside this state, he or she shall forward the report to the State 
Registrar in the state of birth, the District of Columbia, or the territory 
of the United States, or if the child was born in Canada, to the 
appropriate registration authority in that country. If the birth occurred 
in a foreign country, and the child was not a citizen of the United States 
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at the time of birth, the State Registrar shall prepare a "CERTIFICATE 
OF FOREIGN BIRTH” as provided in Section 12. 


Section 12. New certificates of birth following adoption, legiti- 
mation, and paternity determination. 


(a) The State Registrar shall establish a new certificate of birth 
for a person born in this state upon receipt of any of the following: 


(1) A report of adoption as provided in Section 11 or a report of 
adoption prepared and filed in accordance with the laws of another state, 
the District of Columbia, a territory of the United States, or a foreign 
country, or a certified copy of the decree of adoption, together with the 
information necessary to identify the original certificate of birth and to 
establish a new certificate of birth. A new certificate of birth shall not 
be established if so requested by the court decreeing the adoption. 


(2) A request that a new certificate be established upon 
completion of the legitimation procedure specified in Sections 26-11-2 
and 26-17-6, Code of Alabama 1975. If the name of another man is 
shown as the father of the child on the original certificate, a new 
certificate may be prepared only when a determination of paternity is 
made by a court of competent jurisdiction or following adoption. 


(3) A certified copy of a valid court determination of paternity 
that establishes the name of the father and decrees the name the child is 
to bear together with the information necessary to identify the original 
certificate of birth. 


(b) The new certificate of birth prepared as a result of subsection 
(a) shall be on the form in use at the time of its preparation and shall 
include all of the following items and other information necessary to 
complete the certificate: 

(1) The name of the child. 


(2) The actual place and date of birth as shown on the original 
certificate. 


(3) The names and personal particulars of the adoptive parents or 
of the natural parents, whichever is appropriate. 


(4) The name of the attendant. 


(5) The birth number assigned to the original birth certificate. 
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(6) The original filing date. 


(c) The new certificate shall be substituted for the original 
certificate of birth in the files, and the original certificate of birth and the 
evidence of adoption, legitimation, or paternity determination shall not be 
subject to inspection except upon order of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 


(d) Upon receipt of a report of an amended decree of adoption, 
the certificate of birth shall be amended as provided in Section 19. 


(e) Upon receipt of a report or decree of annulment of adoption, 
the original certificate of birth shall be restored to its place in the files 
and the new certificate and evidence shall not be subject to inspection 
except upon order of a court of competent jurisdiction or as specified by 
the board. 


(f) If no certificate of birth is on file for the person for whom a 
new birth certificate is to be established under this section, and the date 
and place of birth have been determined in the adoption or paternity 
proceedings, a delayed certificate of birth shall be filed with the State 
Registrar as provided in Section 9 or Section 10 before a new certificate 
of birth is established. The new birth certificate shall be prepared on 
the appropriate delayed birth certificate form. 


(g) When a new certificate of birth is established by the State 
Registrar, all copies of the original certificate of birth in the custody of 
any other party shall be forwarded to the State Registrar upon receipt of 
his or her request. 


(h) (1) The State Registrar shall, upon request, prepare and reg- 
ister a certificate in this state for a person born in a foreign country who 
is not a citizen of the United States and who was adopted through a court 
in this state. The certificate shall be established upon receipt of a report 
of adoption from the court decreeing the adoption, proof of the date and 
place of birth of the child, and a request from the court, the adopting 
parents, or the adopted person if 18 years of age or over that a certificate 
be prepared. The certificate shall be labeled "CERTIFICATE OF 
FOREIGN BIRTH” and shall show the actual country of birth. A 
statement shall also be included on the certificate indicating that it is not 
evidence of United States citizenship for the child for whom it is issued. 
After registration of the birth certificate in the new name of the adopted 
person, the State Registrar shall seal and file the report of adoption 
which shall not be subject to inspection except upon order of a court of 
competent jurisdiction or as provided by statute. 
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(2) If the child was born in a foreign country but was a citizen of 
the United States at the time of birth, the State Registrar shall not 
prepare a "CERTIFICATE OF FOREIGN BIRTH” and shall notify the 
adoptive parents of the procedures for obtaining a revised birth certificate 
for their child through the U.S. Department of State. 


Section 13. Reports of fetal death; reports of induced termina- 
tion of pregnancy. 


(a) A report of fetal death shall be filed with the Office of Vital 
Statistics, or as otherwise directed by the State Registrar, within five days 
after the occurrence is known if the fetus has advanced to, or beyond, 
the 20th week of uterogestation. 


(1) When a fetal death occurs in an institution, the person in 
charge of the institution or his or her designated representative shall 
prepare and file the report. 


(2) When a fetal death occurs outside an institution, the physician 
in attendance shall prepare and file the report. 


(3) When a fetal death occurs without medical attendance, the 
county medical examiner, the state medical examiner, or the coroner 
shall determine the cause of fetal death and shall prepare and file the 
report. 


(4) When a fetal death occurs in a moving conveyance and the 
fetus is first removed from the conveyance in this state or when a dead 
fetus is found in this state and the place of fetal death is unknown, the 
fetal death shall be reported in this state. The county where the fetus 
was first removed from the conveyance or the dead fetus was found shall 
be considered the county of fetal death. 


(b) A report of induced termination of pregnancy for each 
induced termination of pregnancy which occurs in this state shall be filed 
with the Office of Vital Statistics, or as otherwise directed by the State 
Registrar, no later than 10 days after the last day of the month during 
which the procedure was performed. 


(1) When the induced termination of pregnancy is performed in 
an institution, the person in charge of the institution or his or her desig- 
ated representative shall prepare and file the report. 


(2) When the induced termination of pregnancy is performed 
outside an institution, the physician in attendance shall prepare and file 
the report. 
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(3) Reports of induced termination of pregnancy shall not contain 
the name or the address of the patient whose pregnancy was terminated, 
nor shall the report contain any other information identifying the patient. 


(4) Individual induced termination of pregnancy reports shall be 
maintained in strict confidence by the Office of Vital Statistics, shall not 
be available for public inspection, shall not be available in court for any 
purpose, and shall not be subject to discovery in any civil action except 
as provided in subdivision (5) of subsection (b) of Section 13. 


(5) The Office of Vital Statistics shall periodically make available 
aggregate data about the induced terminations of pregnancy performed in 
this state, but the Office of Vital Statistics shall not release the names of 
individual physicians or other staff members employed by institutions 
performing induced terminations of pregnancy. The Office of Vital 
Statistics shall not release the number of procedures performed by any 
particular institution or physician, except at the request of the board or 
its attorney pursuant to an investigation of civil or criminal legal action 
related to licensure or the need for licensure of health facilities or 
similar investigation or legal action for failure to file reports required by 
this section. 


(6) The State Registrar may authorize the use of other aggregate 
statistical data for official government use. 


(c) The reports required under this section are statistical reports 
only and are not to be incorporated into the official records of the Office 
of Vital Statistics. Certified copies of these records shall not be issued 
by the Office of Vital Statistics. The State Registrar may dispose of the 
reports as authorized by the State Record Commission. 


(d) Subsection (c) shall also apply to all records of fetal death and 
induced termination of pregnancy filed in the Office of Vital Statistics 
prior to adoption of this act. 


Section 14. Death registration. 


(a) A certificate of death for each death which occurs in this state 
shall be filed with the Office of Vital Statistics, or as otherwise directed 
by the State Registrar, within five days of the death and shall be 
Tegistered if it has been completed and filed in accordance with this 
section. 


(1) If the place of death is not known, but the dead body is found 
in this state, the certificate of death shall be completed and filed in ac- 
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cordance with this section. The county where the body is found shall be 
shown on the certificate as the county of death. If the date of death is 
unknown, the date the dead body was found shall be shown on the 
certificate as the date of death. 


(2) When death occurs in a moving conveyance in the United 
States and the body is first removed from the conveyance in this state, 
the death shall be registered in this state and the county where it is first 
removed shall be considered as the county of death. When a death 
occurs on a moving conveyance while in international waters or air space 
or in a foreign country and the body is first removed from the 
conveyance in this state, the death shall be registered in this state but the 
certificate shall show the actual place of death if it can be determined. 


(b) The funeral director or person acting as the funeral director 
who first assumes custody of the dead body shall file the certificate of 
death. He or she shall obtain the personal and statistical data from the 
next of kin or the best qualified person or source available and shall 
forward the certificate to the person responsible for completion of the 
medical certification. 


(c) The physician in charge of the care of the patient for the 
illness or condition that resulted in death shall complete and sign the 
medical certification and transmit the certificate to the Office of Vital 
Statistics in the manner directed by the State Registrar, within 48 hours 
after receipt of the certificate. In the absence of the physician, the 
certificate may be completed and signed by another physician designated 
by the physician, or the certificate may be completed and signed by the 
chief medical officer of the institution in which death occurred or by the 
physician who performed an autopsy upon the decedent. Deaths 
required to be reported to the county medical examiner or coroner shall 
be reported whether the cause is known or suspected, primary or contri- 
butory, or recent, delayed, or remote. 


(d) When the death occurs with no physician in charge of the 
care of the patient for the illness or condition that resulted in death, the 
county medical examiner, if one has been appointed, the state medical 
examiner, if he or she examines the body, or if neither occurs, the 
coroner shall determine the cause of death. In all cases, the medical 
certification shall be completed and signed and the certificate forwarded 
to the Office of Vital Statistics, or as otherwise directed by the State 
Registrar, within 48 hours after receipt of the certificate. This section 
shall not diminish the duty of the coroner to hold inquests. 


(e) If the cause of death cannot be determined within 48 hours 
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after receipt of the certificate, the physician, county medical examiner, 
state medical examiner, or coroner shall indicate the medical certification 
as "PENDING” and shall sign the certificate. Immediately after the 
medical or other data necessary for determining the cause of death have 
been made known, the physician, county medical examiner, state 
medical examiner, or coroner shall, over his or her signature, forward 
the cause of death to the State Registrar. If the physician has reason to 
believe that the case is within the jurisdiction of the county medical 
examiner or coroner, he or she shall immediately report the case to the 
county medical examiner or coroner and shall advise the funeral director 
of this fact. If the county medical examiner or coroner does not assume 
jurisdiction, the physician shall sign the medical certification. 


(f) When a death occurs in an institution and the death is not 
under the jurisdiction of the county medical examiner or coroner, the 
person in charge of the institution or his or her designated represen- 
tative, shall initiate the preparation of the death certificate within 24 
hours of death as follows: 


(1) The full name of the decedent and the date of death shall be 
placed on the death certificate in the designated spot. 


(2) The medical certification of death and the signature of the 
physician shall be obtained from the attending physician. 


(3) The partially completed death certificate shall be presented to 
the funeral director or the person acting as the funeral director within 72 
hours of death. 


(g) When a death is presumed to have occurred in this state but 
the body cannot be located, a death certificate may be prepared by the 
State Registrar upon receipt of an order of a court of competent 
jurisdiction, that shall include the finding of facts required to complete 
the death certificate. The death certificate shall be marked "PRESUMP- 
TIVE” and shall show on its face the date of registration and shall 
identify the court and date of decree. 


Section 15. Delayed registration of death. 

(a) When a death occurring in this state has not been registered 
within the time period prescribed by subsection (a) of Section 14, a 
certificate of death may be registered on a regular certificate of death as 
follows: 


(1) If the attending physician, county medical examiner, state 
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medical examiner, or coroner at the time of death and the attending 
funeral director or person who acted as the funeral director are available 
to complete and sign the certificate of death, it may be completed without 
additional evidence and filed with the State Registrar. For those 
certificates filed one year or more after the date of death, the physician, 
county medical examiner, state medical examiner, coroner, or the 
funeral director shall state in accompanying affidavits that the 
information on the certificate is based on records kept in their files. 


(2) In the absence of the attending physician, county medical 
examiner, state medical examiner, coroner, or the funeral director or 
person who acted as the funeral director, the certificate may be filed by 
the next of kin of the deceased and shall be accompanied by both of the 
following: 


a. An affidavit of the person filing the certificate swearing to the 
accuracy of the information on the certificate. 


b. Two documents which identify the decedent and his or her date 
and place of death. 


(3) In all cases, the State Registrar may require additional 
documentary evidence to prove the facts of death. 


(4) A summary statement of the evidence submitted in support of 
the delayed registration shall be endorsed on the certificate. 


(b) Certificates of death registered one year or more after the date 
of death shall be marked "DELAYED REGISTRATION” and shall show 
on their face the date of the delayed registration. 


Section 16. | Authorization for final disposition. 


(a) The funeral director or person acting as the funeral director 
who first assumes custody of a dead body shall, prior to final disposition 
of the body, or prior to removal of the dead body from the state, obtain 
authorization for final disposition of the body or removal of the body 
from the state. The completion of the medical certification of cause of 
death on the death certificate by the physician, county medical examiner, 
State medical examiner, or coroner shall constitute authorization. If the 
body is to be cremated or buried at sea, additional authorization shall be 
obtained from the county medical examiner, state medical examiner, or 
coroner. 


(ob) With the consent of the physician, county medical examiner, 
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state medical examiner, or coroner who is to certify the cause of death, a 
dead body may be moved from the place of death for the purpose of 
being prepared for final disposition. Prior to removing a dead body 
from the place of death, the funeral director shall do either of the 
following: 


(1) Obtain assurance from the attending physician that death is 
from natural causes and that the physician will assume responsibility for 
certifying to the cause of death and receive permission to remove the 
body from the place of death. 


(2) Notify the county medical examiner or coroner and obtain 
authorization to remove the body. 


(c) Prior to final disposition of a dead fetus, the funeral director, 
the person in charge of the institution, or other person assuming 
responsibility for final disposition of the fetus shall obtain from the 
parents authorization for final disposition. In the event the parents are 
incompetent, unable, or unwilling to sign the documents authorizing 
final disposition, the institution where the fetal death occurred, or if the 
fetal death occurred outside an institution, any licensed hospital in 
reasonable proximity, shall establish a mechanism to determine the final 
disposition. 


(d) A written authorization for final disposition issued under the 
law of another state or the District of Columbia which accompanies a 
dead body or fetus brought into this state shall be authority for final 
disposition of the body or fetus in this state. 


(ec) When a dead body is released or disposed of by an institution, 
the person in charge of the institution shall keep a record showing the 
name of the deceased, date of death, name and address of the person to 
whom the body was released, date of removal from the institution, or if 
finally disposed of by the institution, the date, place, and manner of 
disposition. 


(f) A funeral director, embalmer, or other person who removes 
from the place of death or transports or finally disposes of a dead body 
or fetus, in addition to filing any certificate or other report required by 
this act or rules promulgated pursuant to this act, shall keep a record 
which shall identify the name of the deceased, the date and place of 
death, and the date, place, and manner of disposition. 


(g) Authorization for disinterment and reinterment shall be 
required prior to disinterment of a dead body or fetus as prescribed by 
rules of the board. 
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Section 17. Marriage registration. 


(a) A record of each marriage performed in this state shall be 
filed with the Office of Vital Statistics and shall be registered if it has 
been completed and filed in accordance with this section. 


(b) The judge of probate who issues the marriage license shall 
prepare the record on the form or in a format prescribed and furnished 
by the State Registrar upon the basis of information obtained from the 
parties to be married. 


(c) Each person who performs a marriage shall certify the fact of 
marriage and return the record to the judge of probate who issued the 
license within 30 days after the ceremony. 


(d) Every judge of probate issuing marriage licenses shall 
complete and forward to the Office of Vital Statistics on or before the 
fifth day of each calendar month the records of marriage returned to the 
judge of probate during the preceding calendar month. 


Section 18. Divorce registration. 


(a) A record of each divorce or annulment granted by any court 
in this state shall be filed by the clerk, register, or clerk and register of 
each court with the Office of Vital Statistics and shall be registered if it 
has been completed and filed in accordance with this section. The 
record shall be prepared by the petitioner or his or her representative on 
a form or in a format prescribed and furnished by the State Registrar 
and shall be presented to the clerk or register with the petition. In all 
cases, the completed record shall be prerequisite to the granting of the 
final decree. 


(b) The clerk, register, or clerk and register shall complete and 
forward to the Office of Vital Statistics on or before the fifth day of each 
calendar month the records of each divorce or annulment decree granted 
during the preceding calendar month. 


Section 19. | Amendment of vital records. 

(a) A certificate registered under this act may be amended only in 
accordance with this act and rules adopted by the board to protect the 
integrity and accuracy of vital records. 


(b) A certificate that is amended under this section shall be 
marked “AMENDED” except as otherwise provided in this section. The 
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date of amendment and a summary description of the evidence submitted 
in support of the amendment shall be made a part of the record. 
Additions or minor corrections may be made to certificates within one 
year after the date of the event without the certificate being marked 
"AMENDED." The board shall prescribe by rules the conditions under 
which additions or minor corrections may be made. 


(c) Amendment of names on a birth certificate. 


(1) Until the fifth birthday of the registrant, given names for a 
child whose birth was recorded without given names may be added to the 
certificate upon affidavit of both parents, or the mother in the case of a 
child born out of wedlock, or the father in the case of the death or 
incapacity of the mother, or the mother in the case of the death or 
incapacity of the father, or the guardian or agency having legal custody 
of the registrant. The certificate shall not be marked "AMENDED." 


(2) Until the first birthday of the child, given names may be 
amended upon affidavit of both parents, or the mother in the case of a 
child born out of wedlock, or the father in the case of the death or 
incapacity of the mother, or the mother in the case of the death or 
incapacity of the father, or the guardian or agency having legal custody 
of the registrant. The certificate shall be marked "AMENDED.” After 
one year from the date of birth, the provisions of subdivision (3) shall be 
followed. 


(3) Upon receipt of a certified copy of an order from a court with 
competent jurisdiction changing the name of a person born in this state, 
the State Registrar shall amend the certificate of birth to show the new 
name. 


(d) Upon receipt of a certified copy of an order of a court of 
competent jurisdiction indicating that the sex of an individual born in this 
state has been changed by surgical procedure and that the name of the 
individual has been changed, the certificate of birth of the individual 
shall be amended as prescribed by rules to reflect the changes. 


(ec) If an applicant does not submit the minimum documentation 
required in the rules for amending a vital record, or if the State 
Registrar has reasonable cause to question the validity or adequacy of the 
sworn statements or the documentary evidence of the applicant, the State 
Registrar shall not amend the vital record, unless the deficiencies are 
corrected. 


(f) Once an amendment of an item is made on a vital record, that 
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item shall not be amended again except upon receipt of an order from a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 20. Reproduction of vital records. 


The State Registrar, to preserve vital records, may prepare 
typewritten, photographic, microfilm, digital, electronic, or other 
reproductions of certificates or reports in the Office of Vital Statistics. 
The reproductions, when certified by the State Registrar, shall be 
accepted for all legal purposes as the original records. The documents 
from which permanent reproductions have been made and verified may 
be disposed of as provided by the State Records Commission. 


Section 21. Disclosure of information from vital records. 


(a) To protect the integrity of vital records, to insure their proper 
use, and to insure the efficient and proper administration of the system 
of vital statistics, it shall be unlawful for any person to permit inspection 
of, or to disclose information contained in vital records, or to copy or 
issue a copy of all or part of any record, except as authorized by this act 
and by rules of the board or by order of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 


(b) The State Registrar or other custodians of vital records shall 
not permit inspection of, or disclose information contained in vital 
records, or copy or issue a copy of all or part of any records unless he 
or she is satisfied that the applicant is authorized to obtain a copy of the 
record. 


(1) The registrant, a member of his or her immediate family, his 
or her guardian, and their respective legal representatives, when acting 
on their behalf and for their benefit, may, in any event, obtain copies. 


(2) The term “legal representative” shall include an attorney at 
law, attorney in fact, physician, funeral director, or other designated 
agent acting on behalf and for the benefit of the registrant or his or her 
family. The State Registrar may require written authorization that the 
legal representative is acting on behalf and for the benefit of the princi- 
pal. 


(3) Information from or copies of records shall not be provided to 
the natural parents of adopted children, when neither has custody, or 
commercial firms or agencies requesting listings of names and addresses 
or copies of certificates. 


(4) Others may obtain information from or copies of a vital rec- 
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ord, if they demonstrate that the information or copy is needed for the 
determination or protection of his or her personal or property right. The 
board may adopt rules to define further those who may obtain 
information from or copies of vital records filed under this act. 


(c) The State Registrar may permit the use of data from vital rec- 
ords for statistical or legitimate research purposes, subject to conditions 
he or she may impose. No data shall be furnished from records for 
legitimate research purposes until the State Registrar has received in 
writing an agreement signed by a responsible agent of the research 
organization agreeing to conform to the conditions. Legitimate research 
for the purposes of this section shall mean a systematic statistical study, 
conforming to or in accordance with generally accepted scientific 
standards or principles, designed to develop or contribute to scientific 
knowledge, and that does not identify the persons in the study. Prior to 
release of data identifying any specific institution, the institution shall be 
notified in writing by the State Registrar that the data will be released. 


(d) The State Registrar may disclose data from vital records to 
federal, state, county, or municipal agencies of government that request 
the data in the conduct of their official duties, upon proper request. 
Conditions for disclosure may be imposed by the State Registrar and the 
State Registrar may require a responsible agent of the governmental 
agency to sign a written agreement conforming to those conditions. 


(e) Marriage and divorce certificates in the custody of the State 
Registrar shall be considered nonrestricted public records and any 
person may obtain copies of the records for any purpose upon 
submission of an application containing sufficient information to locate 
the record and payment of the required fee. 


(f) When 125 years have elapsed after the date of birth or 25 
years have elapsed after the date of death, the records of these events in 
the custody of the State Registrar shall become nonrestricted public 
records and any person may obtain copies of the records upon 
submission of an application containing sufficient information to locate 
the record and payment of the required fee. The records may be made 
available for viewing in photographic, digital, electronic, or other 
suitable format as provided for by rules of the board. 


(g) The board is authorized to provide for a system for death 
reviews using vital records and information from vital records and other 
medical records deemed necessary for these reviews. All information 
relating to individuals and physicians obtained for these reviews and all 
results of these reviews relating to individuals and physicians shall be 
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deemed confidential, shall not be admissible in court for any purpose, 
and shall not be subject to discovery in any civil action. Nothing in this 
section shall limit the admissibility or discoverability of patient medical 
records, regularly and ordinarily kept in the course of treatment of a 
patient, that otherwise would be admissible or discoverable. 


Section 22. Copies or data from the system of vital statistics. 


(a) In accordance with Section 21 and any rules adopted pursuant 
to that section: 


(1) The State Registrar and other custodians of vital records 
authorized by the State Registrar to issue certified copies shall upon 
receipt of an application issue a certified copy of vital records in his or 
her custody or a part of the record. The vital records may be in the 
form of originals, photographic, microfilm, digital, electronic, or other 
reproductions, or data filed by digital or electronic means. Each copy 
issued shall show the date of registration and copies issued from records 
marked "DELAYED REGISTRATION” or “AMENDED” shall be 
similarly marked and show the effective date. All forms and procedures 
used in the issuance of certified copies of vital records in this state shall 
be provided or approved by the State Registrar. 


(2) A certified copy of a vital record or any part of the record, 
issued in accordance with this section, shall be considered for all 
purposes the same as the original and shall be prima facie evidence of 
the facts stated in the copy, provided that the evidentiary value of a 
certificate or record filed more than one year after the event, or a record 
which has been amended, shall be determined by the judicial or 
administrative body or official before whom the certificate is offered as 
evidence. 


(3) The federal agency responsible for national vital statistics may 
be furnished copies of records or data from the system of vital statistics 
as it may require for national statistics, if the federal agency shares in 
the cost of collecting, processing, and transmitting the records or data, 
and the records or data are used only for purposes provided for in the 
agreement between the federal agency and the State Registrar. Any 
additional uses of the records or data shall be approved by the State 
Registrar. 


(4) Federal, state, local, and other public or private agencies in 
the conduct of their official duties may, upon request and payment of a 
reasonable fee, be furnished copies of records or other data from the 
system of vital statistics for statistical or administrative purposes, if the 
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copies of records or data are used only for purposes for which they were 
obtained, unless specific approval for the additional use is authorized by 
the State Registrar. 


(5) The State Registrar may, by agreement, transmit copies of 
records and other reports required by this act to offices of vital statistics 
outside this state, when the records or other reports relate to residents of 
those jurisdictions or persons born in those jurisdictions. The agree- 
ment shall specify the statistical and administrative purposes for which 
the records may be used, and the agreement shall provide further in- 
structions for the proper retention and disposition of the copies. 


(b) To protect the integrity of vital records and to prevent the 
fraudulent use of birth certificates of deceased persons, the State 
Registrar may match birth and death certificates, in accordance with 
rules of the board, and to post the facts of death to the appropriate birth 
certificate. Certified copies issued from birth certificates marked ”DE- 
CEASED,” shall be similarly marked. 


(c) When the State Registrar receives information that a vital 
record was registered through misrepresentation or fraud, he or she may 
withhold the issuance of certified copies of the vital record until a 
determination of the facts has been made. If after investigation, the State 
Registrar determines that the vital record was registered through 
misrepresentation or fraud, he or she shall place the vital record and the 
evidence which supports the finding of misrepresentation or fraud in a 
special file. This file shall not be subject to inspection, except by order 
of a court of competent jurisdiction or by the State Registrar for purposes 
of properly administering the Office of Vital Statistics. 


(d) No person shall prepare or issue any certificate which pur- 
ports to be an original, certified copy, or copy of a vital record except as 
authorized in this act or rules adopted pursuant to this act. 


Section 23. Fees. 


(a) Fees to be paid to the Office of Vital Statistics are as follows: 


(1) The fee for making any search of the records and reporting 
the findings or for making one certified copy of the record if found shall 
be twelve dollars ($12). If the search is made in a local registration 
district, the local office shall be entitled to retain the portion of this fee 
as prescribed by the board. 


(2) The fee for each additional copy of the same record ordered 
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at the same time shall be four dollars ($4). If these copies are made in 
a local registration district, the local office shall retain the portion of 
these fees as prescribed by the board. 


(3) The fee for issuing an authenticated or exemplified copy shall 
be twenty dollars ($20), the amount to include the certification fee of the 
Secretary of State. 


(4) The fee for the preparation of an amendment to an original 
vital record and issuing a certified copy at the time it is amended shall be 
fifteen dollars ($15). 


(5S) The fee for preparation of a new birth certificate after a 
legitimation or adoption and issuing a certified copy at the time it is pre- 
pared shall be twenty dollars ($20). 


(6) The fee for preparation of a delayed certificate and issuing a 
certified copy at the time it is prepared shall be twenty dollars ($20). 


(7) The fee for forwarding the legal documents for an adoption 
granted in this state for a person born in another state, the District of 
Columbia, or a territory of the United States, shall be ten dollars ($10). 


(8) An additional fee of ten dollars ($10) shall be added to the 
regular fee for non-routine, same day expedited service, and all special 
delivery mail that requires special attention. 


(9) The State Registrar may prepare a special certificate of birth 
which shall be in a format that is suitable for framing or display. The 
fee for this special certificate of birth shall be forty dollars ($40), of 
which fifteen dollars ($15) shall be forwarded to the Children’s Trust 
Fund. 


(10) The State Registrar shall determine the cost, including, but 
not limited to, staff time, computer time, copying cost, and supplies, for 
processing any non-routine statistical or research project or any other 
non-routine service other than those described above. 


(b) Applications for searches, copies, authentications, and reports 
shall be accompanied by the prescribed fee. Payments for special or 
presumptive searches, reports, and contract services may be postponed 
until the amount to be paid is determined. 


(c) Fees collected under this section, except as provided for local 
registration offices and the Children’s Trust Fund, shall be paid into the

State Treasury to the credit of the State Board of Health and are 
appropriated to the board to carry out the purposes of this act; however, 
the expenditure of the sums so appropriated shall be budgeted and 
allotted pursuant to the Budget Management Act and Article 4 of Chapter 
4 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


(d) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, the board 
shall not charge a fee to any hospital in connection with this act. 


Section 24. Persons required to keep records and to furnish in- 
formation. 


(a) (1) Every person in charge of an institution shall keep a rec- 
ord of personal data concerning each person admitted or confined to the 
institution. This record shall include information as required for the 
certificates of birth and death and the reports of fetal death required by 
this act. The record shall be made at the time of admission from 
information provided by the person being admitted or confined, but when 
it cannot be obtained, the information shall be obtained from relatives or 
other persons acquainted with the facts. The name and address of the 
person providing the information shall be part of the record. 


(2) When a dead body or dead fetus is released or disposed of by 
an institution, the person in charge of the institution shall keep a record 
as provided for in subsection (e) of Section 16. 


(3) Not later than the fifth day of the month following the month 
of occurrence, the person in charge of each institution shall send to the 
Office of Vital Statistics a list showing all births, deaths, and fetal deaths 
occurring in that institution during the preceding month. The lists shall 
be on forms or in a format prescribed by the State Registrar. 


(b) (1) A funeral director who removes from the place of death, 
transports, or makes final disposition of a dead body or fetus shall keep a 
record as provided for in subsection (f) of Section 16. 


(2) Not later than the fifth day of the month following the month 
of occurrence, each funeral director shall send to the Office of Vital 
Statistics a list showing all dead bodies embalmed or otherwise prepared 
for final disposition or dead bodies finally disposed of by the funeral 
director during the preceding month. The list shall be on forms or in a 
format provided by the State Registrar. 


(c) Not later than the fifth day of the month following the month 
of occurrence, each county medical examiner, state medical examiner, or 
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coroner who investigates a death or takes charge of a dead body or is 
responsible for certifying the cause of death shall send to the Office of 
Vital Statistics a list showing all of these deaths. The list shall contain 
the name of the deceased and the date and place of death and shall be on 
forms or in a format prescribed by the State Registrar. 


(d) Records maintained under this section shall be made available 
for inspection by the State Registrar or his or her representative upon 
demand. 


Section 25. Enforcement. 


Each local and deputy registrar is charged with the strict and 
thorough enforcement of the provisions of this act in his or her registra- 
tion district, under the supervision and direction of the State Registrar. 
He or she shall make an immediate report to the State Registrar of any 
violation of this section coming to his or her knowledge by observation, 
upon complaint of any person, or otherwise. The State Registrar shall 
thoroughly and efficiently execute the provisions of this act and rules of 
the board in every part of the state and shall possess supervisory power 
over local registrars and deputy registrars, to ensure the compliance with 
all requirements of this act. The State Registrar, either personally or by 
an accredited representative, may investigate cases of irregularity or 
violation of this act and rules of the board, and all registrars shall aid 
him or her, upon request, in the investigations. If the State Registrar 
deems it necessary, he or she shall report cases of violation of any 
provision of this act to the proper district attorney and grand jury with a 
statement of the facts and circumstances. The district attorney, upon 
receipt of the report, shall initiate and promptly pursue the necessary 
court proceedings against the person or corporation responsible for the 
violation. The Attorney General, upon request of the State Registrar, 
shall assist in the enforcement of this act and the rules of the board. 


Section 26. Penalty for violation of act or rules of the State 
Board of Health. 


(a) Any person who does any of the following shall be guilty of a 
Class C felony: 


(1) Willfully and knowingly makes any false statement in a 
certificate, record, or report required by this act or rules of the board, 
or in an application for an amendment to a certificate, record, or report,

(4) As an employee of the Office of Vital Statistics or any district

(5) Without lawful authority possesses any certificate, record, or 
report, required by this act or rules of the board, or copy or certified 
copy or the certificate, record, or report knowing same to have been 
stolen or otherwise unlawfully obtained. 


(b) Any person who does any of the following shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) per 
violation: 


(1) Willfully and knowingly fails or refuses to provide informa- 
tion required by this act or rules of the board adopted pursuant to this 
act. 


(2) Willfully and knowingly finally disposes of a dead body with- 
out authorization as specified in Section 16. 


(3) Willfully and knowingly neglects or violates any of the 
provisions of this act or rules of the board, or refuses to perform any of 
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the duties imposed upon him or her by this act or rules of the board. 
Section 27. Continuation of rules and forms. 


All rules, forms, and procedures promulgated by the board prior 
to the effective date of this act shall continue in force and effect until the 
forms, rules, or procedures are repealed, amended, replaced, or 
rescinded by action of the board through the Alabama Administrative 
Procedure Act, Sections 41-22-1 to 41-22-27, inclusive, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. 


Section 28. Applicability. 

The provisions of this act also apply to all certificates of birth, 
death, marriage, divorce, or annulment, and reports of fetal death and 
induced termination of pregnancy previously received by the Office of 
Vital Statistics and in the custody of the State Registrar or any other 
custodian of vital records. 

Section 29. Severability. 

The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 

Section 30. Repeal. 


All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are repealed, 
and Sections 22-9-1 to 22-9-79, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
specifically repealed. 


Section 31. __ Effective date. 


This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

"(b) The special marks or badges of distinction shall include 
distinctive commemorative tags, assigned by the department of revenue 
for each of those public and private four year colleges or universities and

for the Vietnam Veteran Tag Program and the Environmental Commem- 
orative Tag Program. The commemorative tags shall be issued, printed, 


and processed in the same manner as other personalized tags are in this 
chapter. The fee for such commemorative tags shall be the amount 


provided in subsection (a) herein, except for the Vietnam Veteran 


commemorative tag which shall be an annual additional fee of three 
dollars ($3). Such commemorative tags shall be valid for five years and 


shall be replaced at the end of the period with conventional tags or other 
personalized tags. Payment of the required motor vehicle license fees 
and taxes for the years during which a new vehicle license plate is not 
issued shall be evidenced as provided for in section 32-6-63. The board 
of trustees of the respective colleges and universities shall design, or 
have designed, the commemorative tag subject to approval by the 
commissioner of revenue and compliance with all laws and regulations.

To amend Sections 40-7-25.1, 40-7-25.2, 40-7-25.3, 40-8-1, 
40-9-1, and 40-11-1, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to current use 
valuation, the assessment of property, the rate of state ad valorem tax, 
exemptions from ad valorem taxation, and the subjects of taxation, and to 
repeal Sections 40-8-4, 40-8-5, 40-9-1.1, to 40-9-28, inclusive, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 40-7-25.1, 40-7-25.2, 40-7-25.3, 40-8-1, 
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40-9-1, and 40-11-1, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended to read as 
follows: 


"Section 40-7-25.1. 


(a) For ad valorem tax years beginning on and after October 1, 
1978, with respect to taxable property defined in section 40-8-1, as 
amended, as Class III property and upon request by the owner of such 
property as hereinafter provided, the assessor shall base his appraisal of 
the value of such property on its current use on October 1 in any taxable 
year and not on its fair and reasonable market value. Failure of an 
owner of Class III property to request appraisal at current use value shall 
mean that the property shall be valued on its fair and reasonable market 
value as otherwise provided in this title until such time as the owner 
thereof shall request valuation on the basis of current use value. As used 
in this chapter, ’current use value’ shall be deemed to be the value of 
eligible taxable property based on the use being made of that property on 
October 1 of any taxable year; provided, that no consideration shall be 
taken of the prospective value such property might have if it were put to 
some other possible use. It is not the intent of the legislature to establish 
in this section any presumption as to the fair and reasonable market 
value of any property, or any minimum such value. This section shall 
govern only determination of the current use value of eligible property 
with respect to which a timely request for appraisal at current use value 
shall have been made. 


(b) In determining the current use value, on and after October 1, 
1981, of eligible taxable property the owner of which shall elect current 
use valuation of such property hereunder, the assessor shall utilize the 
standard value method of current use valuation outlined herein. (No new 
application form need be filed under section 40-7-25.2 in order for this 
method to be utilized with respect to property the owner of which, prior 
to October 1, 1981, shall have elected to have had assessed at the ratio 
of its assessed value to its current use value, and which property was in 
fact so assessed; however, the tax assessor of the county in which the 
property is located may request of the owner such additional information 
as may be required to compute current use value hereunder.) To utilize 
the standard value method of current use valuation, the tax assessor shall 
first determine the character of the property with respect to which 
current use valuation is elected as agricultural (which characterization 
shall cover all of the types of real property described in section 
40-8-1(b)(31) with the exception of real property used for the growing 
and sale of timber and forest products), forest (meaning real property 
used for the growing and sale of timber and forest products), residential 
(as defined in section 40-8-1(b)(25)), or historic building and site (as 
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defined in section 40-8-1(b)(62)). With respect to Class III property 
consisting of parcels of twenty-five acres or less, the owners of which 
shall have elected current use valuation respecting those parcels, the tax 
assessor may shall require the submission of additional data as may be 
necessary to establish that the use being made of the parcels of property 
in question is agricultural, forest, or residential or historic building and 
site, as the case may be; such data may include site management plans 
from the Alabama forestry commission, photographs and surveys, or 
verification of use from the county farm agent or the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service. 


(c) With respect to agricultural and forest property, the tax 
assessor shall determine, utilizing the soil groups defined herein, the 
productivity rating or ratings applicable to such property based on the 
following schedule:

The soil groups of agricultural and forest property shall be determined 
using the following general definitions (to fall within a particular soil 
group property need not exhibit all the general characteristics described 
herein for that group, but must generally be describable by a 
preponderance of those characteristics; the department of revenue prior 
to issuing any regulations further defining soil groups hereunder shall 
consult with the U.S. Soil Conservation Service and the Alabama 
cooperative extension service): 


(1) SOIL GROUP #1. Nearly level soils on uplands; mostly 
deep and well drained (zero to two percent slopes). Soils in this group 
have no limitations that significantly restrict their use for agriculture. 
They are well suited to a wide range of plants and may be used for 
cultivated crops, small grains, hay crops, pasture, or woodland. They 
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have moderate to high available water capacity and are responsive to 
fertilization. 


(2) SOIL GROUP #2. Nearly level soils on uplands; mostly 
deep, imperfectly drained (zero to two percent slopes). Soils in this 
group have a wetness limitation that restricts their use for agriculture. 
The choice of plants may be restricted on some soils but as a group they 
are suited for cultivated crops, small grains, hay crops, pasture, or 
woodland. The wetness limitation can be partially overcome by drain- 
age. The soils have high available water capacity and are responsive to 
fertilization. 


(3) SOIL GROUP #3. Nearly level soils on uplands; mostly 
deep, well drained with thick sandy surface layers (zero to five percent 
slopes). Soils in this group have a low available water capacity that re- 
stricts their use for agriculture. The choice of plants is restricted and 
the soils require special considerations when used for cultivated crops 
and small grains. Most soils in this group are well suited for hay crops, 
pasture, and woodland. Special practices must be used to prevent 
deterioration of soils and to maintain yields if used for cultivated crops. 
Most soils in this group have low fertility levels that are not easily 
corrected by fertilization. 


(4) SOIL GROUP #4. Gently sloping to sloping soils on uplands 
(two to six percent slopes). Soils in this group have moderate limitations 
that restrict their use for agriculture. The choice of plants may be 
restricted on some soils but as a group they are well suited for cultivated 
crops, small grains, hay crops, pasture, or woodland. Limitations can be 
overcome by conventional practices but the soils require careful 
management to prevent deterioration and maintain maximum crop yields. 
Limitations include one or more of the following: slopes of about two to 
six percent, a somewhat restricted rooting zone, very slow permeability 
of the subsoil, and low available water capacity. Most soils in this group 
are responsive to fertilization. 


(5) SOIL GROUP #5. Sloping to strongly sloping soils on up- 
lands (six to 10 percent slopes). Soils in this group have severe 
limitations that restrict their use for agriculture. The choice of plants is 
restricted and the soils require special considerations when used for 
cultivated crops and small grains. Most soils in this group are well 
suited for hay crops, pasture, and woodland. Special practices must be 
used to prevent deterioration of the soils and to maintain yields if used 
for cultivated crops. Limitations include one or more of the following: 
slopes of about six to 10 percent, very slow permeability of the subsoil, 
shallow rooting zone, and low available water capacity. Some sandy 
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soils in this group have low fertility levels that are not easily corrected by 
fertilization. 


(6) SOIL GROUP #6. Moderately steep soils on uplands (10 to 
15 percent slopes). Soils in this group have very severe limitations that 
restrict their use for agriculture. The choice of plants is restricted and 
very careful management is required to prevent soil deterioration, protect 
crops and to maintain crop yields. Soils in this group are generally 
poorly suited for row crops and small grains. They are suited to pasture 
and woodland but steep slopes restrict their use for hay crops. 
Limitations include one or more of the following: slopes of about 10 to 
15 percent, shallow rooting depth, low available water capacity and 
surface stoniness that interferes with tillage. Some sandy soils in this 
group have low fertility levels that are not easily corrected by fertili- 
zation. 


(7) SOIL GROUP #7. Steep soils on uplands (15+ percent 
slopes). Soils in this group have very severe limitations that make them 
unsuited for cultivated crops, small grains, or hay crops. They are 
suited for pasture only to a limited extent and are used mainly for 
woodland. Limitations include one or more of the following: slopes 
greater than 15 percent, shallow rooting depth, low available water 
capacity, and surface stoniness that seriously interferes with or prohibits 
tillage. 


(8) SOIL GROUP #8. Bottomland soils that are well suited for 
cultivated crops, hay crops and pasture. Subject to occasional water 
overflow with only slight damage to crops. Soil wetness is normally 
correctable by surface drainage. Soils in this group are well suited for 
woodland. 


(9) SOIL GROUP #9. Bottomland soils subject to frequent 
overflow with severe crop damage. Excessive wetness that persists after 
drainage restricts the use of these soils to mainly pasture and woodland. 
Woodland growth potential is excellent but equipment limitations and 
seedling mortality limit intensive forest management. 


(10) SOIL GROUP #10. Soils in this group have such severe 
limitations that they are capable of only limited production of vegetative 
growth. It includes soils that are normally covered with water, soils that 
are saline, soils that are severely gullied, and have extensive rock 
outcrops. 


(d) The tax assessor shall then use, on and after October 1, 
1981, the following formulas and methods to determine the assessed 
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value of each type of Class III property, with respect to which a current 
use valuation election has been made: 


(1) AGRICULTURAL PROPERTY. The current use standard 
value for agricultural property in the state shall be determined in the 
following manner. The owner of agricultural property desiring to elect 
current use valuation shall submit to the assessor satisfactory evidence 
indicating the soil group or groups, as defined herein, applicable to the 
property in question. Such evidence may, with respect to property 
located in counties for which county-wide soil survey maps are not 
available from the U.S. Soil Conservation Service, include a soi! survey 
map describing the soils of the property in question prepared by the U.S. 
Soil Conservation Service or other governmental or private soil mapping 
agency. The department of revenue, utilizing statistics from the Alabama 
crop and livestock reporting service, the Alabama cooperative extension 
service and the Alabama agricultural experiment station, shall determine 
annually not later than November 15 (except that, for the tax year 
beginning October 1, 1981, the determination shall be made 30 days 
after April 20, 1982), for use in assessing property for taxation as of the 
immediately preceding October 1, the current use standard value for 
agricultural property as follows: 


a. The state’s top three crops in terms of acreage harvested (not 
including hay of all types) for the most recent calendar year for which 
Statistics are available shall be determined; 


b. Total crop production in the state of the three crops shall be 
multiplied by the seasonal average price received for these crops in each 
of the 10 most recent calendar years since 1973 for which statistics are 
available, and divided by the acreage harvested for each crop for each 
year, giving the gross return per year per crop (provided, that if corn is 
determined to be one of the three crops for which such calculation is 
made, the same formula shall be followed, but utilizing southeastern 
United States statistics in determining average yields per acre); 


c. From the gross return figures thus obtained, costs of 
production for each crop (determined for each crop using U.S. 
Department of Agriculture cost of production data [excluding land costs 
and general farm overhead costs] or such similar data as may be 
available to the department) shall be subtracted, giving the net return to 
land per year per crop; 


d. The net return per year to land per crop shall be totalled, the 
total being weighted to give effect to the average number of acres of each 
crop being harvested in the state in the 10 most recent calendar years

since 1973 for which statistics are available, such total yielding income 
flow per acre; and 


e. Income flow per acre shall be capitalized by dividing it by the 
average of the annual effective interest rates on new federalland—bank 
agricultural long-term real estate loans (determined in the same manner 
as the effective interest rates utilized under section 2032A(e)(7)(A)(i) of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 1986, as presently determined 
pursuant to regulation section 20.2032A-4(e) issued by the U.S. 
Department of the Treasury) charged 

land-baak in the farm credit district in which Alabama is located for the 
10 most recent calendar years since 1973 for which figures are available 
as of October 1 of each tax year, such rate to be reduced by four and 
one-half percent for determinations made for the first tax year to which 
the provisions of this chapter shall apply; with respect to tax years 
thereafter, the income flow per acre shall be divided by the average of 
said annual effective interest rates determined for the 10 most recent 
calendar years since 1973 for which figures are available, such rate to 
be reduced by the lesser of four and one-half percent or the difference 
between such rate and two percent. The figure obtained using this 
formula, increased by 20 percent with respect to property having a 
productivity rating of good, decreased by 30 percent with respect to 
property having a productivity rating of poor and by 75 percent with

interest rates available for the calendar year 1981, and all calculations 
hereunder for the tax year beginning October 1, 1981, shall be made as 
if such 1981 statistics and interest rates were not available; and provided 
further that for each tax year following the first tax year for which values 
are computed pursuant to the standard value method provided herein, 
with respect to property of each productivity rating, the current use 
standard values per acre shall be adjusted so that such standard values 
shall not be less than 100 percent of such standard values as computed 
for the first tax year for which values are computed hereunder, and shall 
not be more than 100 percent of such standard values as computed for 
the first tax year for which values are computed hereunder plus, with 
respect to each such value, amounts equal to three percent of such 
values multiplied by the number of tax years elapsed since the tax year 
beginning October 1, 1981. Utilizing the department’s determination of 
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standard values, the tax assessor shall enter the standard value or values 
per acre determined hereunder, multiplied by the number of acres of 
agricultural property of each productivity rating included in the property 
with respect to which a current use valuation election is in effect, on his 
records and proceed to assess the property at that value for ad valorem 
tax purposes utilizing the assessment ratio or ratios then applicable to 
Class III property. In making the annual determination provided for in 
this subparagraph (1), the statistics utilized by the department of revenue 
shall be (except as otherwise provided herein) those most current 
Statistics available to the department (including preliminary statistics) at 
the time such determinations are made as required herein; the 
determinations so made by the department shall not be subject to change 
solely because such statistics are later revised, corrected or otherwise 
altered by the Alabama crop and livestock reporting service, the Alabama 
cooperative extension service, the Alabama agricultural experiment 
station, the U.S. Department of Agriculture or the New-Orleans—district 


federaltaad farm credit bank having jurisdiction over the state of Ala- 
bama. 


(2) FOREST PROPERTY. The current use standard value for 
forest property in the state shall be determined in the following manner. 
The owner of timberland desiring to elect current use valuation shall 
submit to the assessor satisfactory evidence indicating the soil group or 
groups, as defined herein, applicable to the property in question. Such 
evidence may, with respect to property located in counties for which 
county-wide soil survey maps are not available from the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service, include a soil survey map describing the soils of 
the property in question prepared by the U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
or other governmental or private soil mapping agency. For each 
calendar year immediately preceding October 1 in each year the Alabama 
forestry commission shall determine the average pulpwood price per cord 
received by timber growers in the state by estimating the average pine 
pulpwood price per cord and the average hardwood pulpwood price per 
cord received in the state during such year and determining the weighted 
average of those two average prices, weighing those prices on the basis 
of the ratio that the approximate number of cords of each of those two 
types of pulpwood harvested in Alabama bears to the total cords of both 
of such types of pulpwood harvested in Alabama, and provide that 
information to the department of revenue. The department of revenue 
Shall utilize timber yields of 1.38 cords per acre per year, 1.05 cords 
per acre per year, .75 cords per acre per year and .6 cords per acre per 
year for land having good, average, poor and nonproductive productivity 
ratings respectively to establish annual yields per acre in cords and 
multiply the yield per acre of timber property of each rating by the 
average pulpwood price per cord as provided by the Alabama forestry

commission. From the products thus obtained, 15 percent thereof shall 
be subtracted therefrom for expenses of ownership and management, and 
the result of that subtraction shall equal imputed timberland net income 
per acre for property of each productivity rating. The imputed net 
income per acre figures for property of each productivity rating shall 
then be divided by the average of the annual effective interest rates 
charged on new agricultural long-term real estate federal tand-bank loans 
(determined as in subsection (d)(1) ¢. of this section) by in the New 
Orleans farm credit district federaltand—bank in which Alabama _ is 
located for the 10 most recent calendar years since 1973 for which 
figures are available as of October 1 of each tax year, such rate to be 
reduced by four and one-half percent for determinations made for the 
first tax year to which the provisions of this act shall apply; with respect 
to tax years thereafter, the imputed net income per acre figures shall be 
divided by the average of said annual effective interest rates for the 10 
most recent calendar years since 1973 for which figures are available, 
such rate to be reduced by the lesser of four and one-half percent or the 
difference between such rate and two percent. The results thus obtained 
shall be the current use standard values per acre for property of each of 
the timber productivity ratings with respect to which current use valu- 
ation is elected by the owner thereof; provided, however, that for each 
tax year following the first tax year for which values are computed 
hereunder, with respect to property of each productivity rating, the 
current use standard values per acre shall (a) be adjusted so that such 
standard values shall not be less than 100 percent of such standard 
values as computed for the first tax year for which values are computed 
hereunder, and (b) not be more than 100 percent of such standard 
values as computed for the first tax year for which values are computed 
hereunder plus, with respect to each such value, amounts equal to three 
percent of such values multiplied by the number of tax years elapsed 
since the tax year beginning October 1, 1981. Utilizing the 
department’s determination of standard values, the tax assessor shall 
enter such standard values per acre, multiplied by the number of acres 
of forest property of each productivity rating with respect to which a 
current use valuation election is in effect, on his records and proceed to 
assess the property at that value for ad valorem tax purposes utilizing the 
assessment ratio or ratios then applicable to Class III property. In 
making the annual determinations provided for in this subparagraph (2), 
the statistics utilized by the Alabama forestry commission and the 
department of revenue shall be (except as otherwise provided herein) 
those most current statistics available to the commission and the depart- 
ment (including preliminary statistics) at the time such determinations 
are made as required herein; the determinations so made by the 
commission and the department shall not be subject to change solely 
because such statistics are later revised, corrected or otherwise altered by 
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the sources thereof, including the commission and the New—Orleans 
district-federaltand farm credit bank having jurisdiction over the state of 
Alabama. 


(3) RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY AND HISTORIC BUILDINGS 
AND SITES. The current use standard values for individual parcels of 
residential property and historic buildings and sites in each county in the 
state shall be determined by each county tax assessor annually utilizing 
comparative fair and reasonable market values of comparable residential 
or historic building and site property located in the county, which 
property cannot ordinarily be used other than as residential property or 
as an historic building or site, the tax assessor to presume that there is 
no possibility of the property being used for any other purpose than as 
residential property or an historic building and site, as if there were a 
legal prohibition against its use for any other purpose. The department 
of revenue shall promulgate appropriate regulations and orders for use 
by tax assessors in determining such comparable values. The tax 
assessor shall enter the standard values so determined on his records 
concerning property with respect to which a current use valuation 
election is in effect and proceed to assess the property at that value for ad 
valorem tax purposes utilizing the assessment ratio or ratios then 
applicable to Class III property. 


(e) Following notice to the owners of Class III property who shall 
request appraisal of such property at its current use value of the current 
use values thereof computed using the current use standard values 
provided for herein, those owners may, within thirty days after receipt of 
such notice, submit to the assessor a statement outlining any errors 
asserted by the owner to have been made in such appraisal. The 
assessor shall review such statement and determine whether the value 
contained in the appraisal as submitted satisfactorily represents the 
current use value of the property with respect to which it is submitted, 
and he shall promptly forward the statement to the county board of 
equalization with his written determination and recommendation with 
respect thereto, for use by the board in carrying out its duties under 
section 40-3-16 and hearing any properly filed objection to the current 
use valuation of any parcel of property computed using the standard 
current use value formulas provided in this section. Such objections 
shall be filed and heard, and final determinations of the board respecting 
such objections and assessments based on current use value appealed 
from, in the same manner as that provided in section 40-3-19 regarding 
assessments, and objections filed with respect thereto, based on fair and 
reasonable market value.” 


"Section 40-7-25.2. 
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(a) Any owner of eligible taxable property described in section 
40-7-25.1 may apply to have such property assessed for purposes of ad 
valorem taxation at the appropriate ratio of assessed value to the current 
use value of such property by filing a written application, in form as 
prescribed by the department of revenue, with the tax assessor of the 
county in which such property is located, on and after October 1 but not 
later than January 1 in any taxable year; provided, however, that with 
respect to assessments of eligible taxable property respecting the taxable 
year that began on October 1, 1981, such applications may be filed with 
said tax assessor not later than June 30, 1982. 


(b) The application form for qualification of real property as 
agricultural property shall set forth a description of the real property, a 
general description of the use to which it is being put and such other 
information as the tax assessor may require to aid him in determining 
whether the real property qualifies for assessment based on its current 
use value. 


(c) The application form for qualification of real property as 
forest property shall include a description of the real property, a general 
description of the uses to which it is being put, aerial photographs, if 
available, and such other information as the tax assessor may require to 
aid him in determining whether the land qualifies for assessment based 
on its current use value. 


(d) Any person aggrieved by the denial of any application for the 
qualification of eligible taxable property for assessment based on its 
current use value shall have the same rights and remedies for appeal and 
relief as are provided by law for taxpayers claiming to be aggrieved by 
the actions of tax assessors or boards of equalization. 


(e) Beginning with applications for assessment of pro at the 
current use value thereof filed on or after October 1, 1992, such 


application shall contain an affirmative statement, to be signed by the 
person making such application, to the effect that the property for which 


such application is made will be used only for purposes qualifying such 
property for assessment at the current use value thereof as provided in 
this chapter for a period of not less than five years from the October 1 
immediately preceding the date of such application. I With respect to 
any application for assessment of any taxable property based on its 
current use value is granted by the a tax assessor in taxable years 
beginning with the year commencing October 1, 1992, the owner of 
such property shall not be required to repeat the application for 


subsequent taxable years. For purposes of the first sentence of this 
subsection, the year during which current _use_assessment_is granted

If such converted property 
constitutes only a portion of a parcel so qualified on the assessment lists, 
the tax assessor shall apportion the assessment of such parcel on the first 
assessment lists prepared subsequent_to the conversion and enter_the 
apportioned amount attributable to the portion converted as a separately 


assessed parcel on the assessment lists. Such apportionment shall be 
made for each of the years to which such additional taxes apply.” 


"Section 40-8-1. 


(a) On and after October 1, 1978 1992, with respect to ad 
valorem taxes levied by the state, and, unless otherwise provided, with 
respect to ad valorem taxes levied by a county, municipality or other 
taxing authority other than the state, all taxable property shall be divided 
into the following classes and no other and shall be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes at the following ratios of assessed value to the fair 
and reasonable market value of such property, or, as may be provided by 
law, to the current use value of such property: 
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Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of such 
utilities, 30 percent. 


Class II. All property not otherwise classified, 20 percent. 


Class III. All agricultural, forest and residential property, and 
historic buildings and sites, 10 percent. 


Class IV. All private passenger automobiles and motor trucks of 
the type commonly known as "pickups” or “pickup trucks” owned and 
operated by an individual for personal or private use and not for hire, 
rent or compensation, 15 percent. 


(b) As used herein, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 


(1) AGRICULTURAL AND FOREST PROPERTY. All real 
property used for raising, harvesting and selling crops or for the feeding, 
breeding, management, raising, sale of or the production of livestock, 
including beef cattle, sheep, swine, horses, ponies, mules, poultry, 
fur-bearing animals, honeybees and fish, or for dairying and the sale of 
dairy products, or for the growing and sale of timber and forest 
products, or any other agricultural or horticultural use or animal 
husbandry and any combination thereof. 


(2) HISTORIC BUILDINGS AND SITES. Regardless of the use 
to which such property is put, all buildings or structures (i) determined 
eligible by the state historic preservation officer for listing on the 
National Register of Historic Places; or (ii) located in a registered 
historic district and certified by the United States secretary of the interior 
as being of historic significance to the district. 


(3) PRIVATE PASSENGER AUTOMOBILES AND MOTOR 
TRUCKS OF THE TYPE COMMONLY KNOWN AS PICKUPS OR 
PICKUP TRUCKS OWNED AND OPERATED BY AN INDIVIDUAL 
FOR PERSONAL OR PRIVATE USE AND NOT FOR HIRE, RENT 
OR COMPENSATION. All private passenger automobiles, as that term 
is defined in sections 40-12-240, subdivision (12), and 40-12-241; and 
all motor trucks of the type commonly known as pickups or pickup 
trucks, weighing not exceeding 8,000 pounds gross weight. 


(4) PROPERTY NOT OTHERWISE CLASSIFIED. All real and 
personal property which does not fall within any one or more of Classes 
I, III and IV. 


(5) PROPERTY OF UTILITIES. All property assessed for taxa- 
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tion by the department of revenue pursuant to the provisions of chapter 
21 of this title; provided, that after September 30, 1979, and only to the 
extent required by Title III, §306 of Pub. L. 94-210 (the Railroad 
Revitalization and Regulatory Reform Act of 1976, codified as 49 U.S.C. 
§ 26c) "transportation property,” as that term is defined in the aforesaid 
Statute, as heretofore or hereafter amended, or in any subsequent statute 
of similar import, shall not be assessed as Class I property. 


(6) RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY. Only real property, used by 
the owner thereof exclusively as the owner’s single family dwelling. 


(c) Wherever any statute provides for, limits or measures the 
power or authority of any county, municipality or other taxing authority 
to levy taxes, borrow money or incur indebtedness in relation to the 
assessment of property therein for state taxes or for state and county 
taxes, such provision shall mean as assessed for county or municipal 
taxes.

d. Money (other than coins of intrinsic value). 
e. Patents, copyrights, franchises. 


f. Options, futures contracts, commodities contracts, certificates 
of interest in gold and other precious metals or gems, and similar finan-

g._All other classes and kinds of intangible property not otherwise 
enumerated. "Intangible property” does not include any rights with 
respect to real property such as mineral royalties or leaseholds. 


(4) Personal property owned by individuals for personal use in

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tion, libraries, musical instruments, electrical appliances, electronic 
entertainment devices and computers, works of art and other collectibles, 
kitchen utensils and silverware, jewelry, sporting goods, bicycles, fire- 
arms, telephone equipment, furniture, pets, and lawn and gardening 
equipment.

3} (9) All material materials, including without limitation, coke, 
natural and man-made fibers, and ag agricultural and forest products, to be 
compounded, processed, manufactured or further processed or manufac- 
tured, when stocked at any plant, mill, or furnace or other facility for 
manufacturing or processing purposes in Alabama.; 


4} (10) All articles manufactured in Alabama, including pig 
iron, in the hands of the producer or manufacturer thereof, for 12 
months after its production or manufacture.;

on October 1. In addition, heavy duty equipment brought into the state 
after October 1 and after the tax official has completed his assessment, 
shall be subject to taxation the same as if it had been held or owned in 
the state on October_1; except that such tax shall be prorated with respect 
to the number of months remaining in the year. As used herein, the 
term "construction purposes” shall have its normal and ordinary mean-

BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby 
created the Joint Interim Legislative Task Force on the Development of 
Alabama’s Cultural Resources. The task force shall be composed of five 
members of each house, to be appointed by the presiding officer of each 
house. The directors of the Alabama Historical Commission, Alabama 
Museum Association, Department of Archives and History, Alabama 
Public Television, Alabama Public Library Service, the Alabama Indian 
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Affairs Commission, Alabama State Council on the Arts, and the 
Alabama Humanities Foundation shall serve as ex officio members of the 
task force. The chair and vice chair of the committee shall be elected at 
the first meeting by the members of the task force. The task force shall 
study all facets of cultural resources in the state, including, but not 
limited to: (1) the appropriate level of state support for the development 
of cultural resources, (2) the level of public interest in the development 
of Alabama’s cultural resources, (3) methods to promote increased 
public support of our cultural resources, and (4) the place of cultural 
resources in education.

Notwithstanding the foregoing, no member shall receive additional 
legislative compensation or per diem when the Legislature is in session 
or if a member is being paid any other payments on the same dates for 
attendance of other state business. The total expenditures of the task 
force shall not exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000).

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Upon the approval by the qualified electors of the 
state of the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 that was 
proposed by the Act that was introduced as House Bill 252 of the 1992 
Regular Session of the Legislature, there is hereby levied, commencing 
with the ad valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1992, and continuing 
for each ad valorem tax year thereafter, in addition to the taxes levied 
pursuant to §40-8-2, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, a special ad 
valorem property tax at the rate of twenty-five one-hundredths of one 
percentum per annum, or $.25 on each $100 of the assessed value of the 
taxable property within this state. 


Section 2. The proceeds arising from the imposition of the 
special tax levied pursuant to Section 1 of this act shall be distributed on 
a percentage basis as follows: 


(1) For the use of volunteer fire departments and the paid fire 
departments and fire districts in the state, 20.025 percent of said pro- 
ceeds, to be distributed equally among the volunteer fire departments and 
the paid fire departments and fire districts in the state by the State 
Forestry Commission. 


(2) For the funding of a revolving loan fund for volunteer fire de- 
partments, 4.204 percent of said proceeds, to be paid into the State 
Treasury for use by the State Treasurer in administering the revolving 
loan fund. 


(3) For the use of the Alabama Forestry Commission in its pro- 
grams and activities, 10.212 percent of said proceeds. 


(4) For the use of volunteer rescue squads, 2.353 percent of said 
proceeds, to be paid to the Alabama Department of Economic and Com- 
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munity Affairs for distribution to rescue squads for payment of the costs 
of their operation and for the purchase of equipment. 


(5) For the use of the Alabama Agricultural and Conservation 
Development Commission, 13.079 percent of said proceeds. 


(6) For the use of the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs to assist counties, municipalities, public corporations 
and authorities in the implementation and operation of programs for the 
collection and disposal of solid waste in the state, 8.426 percent of said 
proceeds. 


(7) For the implementation and operation of programs to provide 
rural health services and medical education programs in rural areas, 
8.426 percent of said proceeds, to be administered by the Alabama 
Family Practice Rural Health Board. 


(8) For the establishment and operation of public water systems 
in the rural areas, 2.353 percent of said proceeds, through appropriation 
to the Rural Water Systems Assistance Authority. 


(9) For use in implementing the boll weevil eradication program 
authorized in Article 6 (commencing with Section 2-19-120) of Chapter 
19 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 4.204 percent 
of said proceeds. 


(10) For the development of a program to dispose of hazardous 
materials containers and waste pesticides on farms and ranches, 2.353 
percent of said proceeds, to be administered by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Industries, which program and the appropriation made 
hereby therefor shall terminate December 31, 1997; and after the termi- 
nation of said program, 1.549 percent of said proceeds shall be 
distributed to State Department of Agriculture and Industries for James’ 
market programs and 0.804 percent of said proceeds shall be distributed 
to Auburn University for use in lean meats research and other nutrition- 
al research. 


(11) For implementing programs to facilitate long-range economic 
growth and development in the state, 7.726 percent of said proceeds, 
such programs (a) to include, but not be limited to, acquisition and 
development of industrial parks, financing of public and private infra- 
structure improvements, establishment of revolving loan funds to provide 
fixed rate loans to private businesses, the provision of start-up funding to 
promote the development of new products and technologies, funding for 
programs to assist new businesses during early years, providing interim 
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financing for temporarily distressed businesses, the promotion of 
exporting of Alabama-manufactured products and raw materials in inter- 
State and international trade and commerce, including the establishment 
of a trading company to facilitate the sale of Alabama products abroad 
and the funding of technical assistance for product development, the 
creation of private sector jobs for all citizens of Alabama, with special 
emphasis on areas of high unemployment and learning craft centers, and 
the creation of business opportunities for minorities, and (b) to be 
administrated, further disbursed, and distributed by the Alabama Eco- 
nomic Development Commission established in Section 3 of this Act. 


(12) For the development of horticultural research, 1.176 percent 
of the said proceeds, to be administered by Auburn University. 


(13) For the development of agricultural research, 1.176 percent 
of the said proceeds, to be administered by the Alabama Agricultural and 
Mechanical University. 


(14) For the use of the Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, Parks Division, 3.482 percent of the said proceeds. 


(15) For the use of Tannehill State Park, 0.235 percent of the 
said proceeds. 


(16) For the use of Historic Blakely Park, 0.235 percent of the 
said proceeds. 


(17) For use in prevention of drug-related crimes and gang 
violence, 2.679 percent of said proceeds to be distributed by the 
Alabama Law Enforcement Planning Agency through one-year grants to 
law enforcement agencies in the state for the prevention of drug-related 
crimes and gang violence. 


(18) For use in a community corrections program, 1.339 percent 
of said proceeds, to be administered by the Department of Corrections 
through a matching grant program with the County Commissions in the 
state, such grants to provide 1 dollar of funds for every 2 dollars of 
matching funds provided by the County Commissions. 


(19) For use in the programs and activities of the State Fire 
College at Shelton State Community College, 2.300 percent of said 
proceeds. 


(20) For use by the Alabama State Committee of Public Health 
through the Emergency Medical Services Division of the Department of 
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Public Health in establishing and maintaining a comprehensive emergen- 
cy medical services system for the state, 4.017 percent of said proceeds. 


Section 3. The Alabama Economic Development Commission is 
hereby established as an agency of the State and shall consist of three 
members, one of whom shall be the Director of the Alabama Develop- 
ment Office, one of whom shall be the President of the Business Council 
of Alabama, and one of whom shall be a person who is an officer of one 
of the four largest bank holding companies headquartered in Alabama, 
who shall be appointed by the Governor. The director of the Alabama 
Development Office and the President of the Business Council of 
Alabama shall be members of said commission ex officio; the member of 
said Commission appointed by the Governor as hereinabove provided 
shall hold office for four years commencing with the effective date of his 
appointment, or until he shall cease to be an officer of a bank holding 
company as aforesaid.

On motion of Senator deGraffenried, the Senate non-concurred in 
the following House amendment to the Bill, SB 122, the title of which is 
set out in the foregoing Message from the House, to-wit: 

SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 122 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To revise the Alabama Workmen’s Compensation Law; to amend 
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Articles 1, 3, and 4 of Chapter 5 of Title 25, Code of Alabama 1975; to 
establish a Workers’ Compensation Ombudsman Program, benefit re- 
view conferences; to create the Workers’ Compensation Trust Fund and 
provide for assessments on insurers, self-insured employers, and groups 
of insurers, and to repeal Sections 25-5-16, 25-5-70 to 25-5-75, 
inclusive, and Sections 25-5-140 to 25-5-180, inclusive, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. It is the intent of the Legislature that the Department 
of Industrial Relations and the Alabama judicial system shall administer 
the Alabama Workers’ Compensation Act to provide a workers’ benefit 
system to insure the quick and efficient payment of compensation and 
medical benefits to injured and disabled workers at a reasonable cost to 
the employers who are subject to the Alabama Workers’ Compensation 
Act. It is the specific intent of the Legislature that workers’ compensa- 
tion benefit claim cases be decided on their merits. The Alabama 
Workers’ Compensation Act is remedial in nature and should be liberal- 
ly construed to effectuate the intended beneficial purposes. However, 
even a liberality of construction does not abrogate the measure of proof 
or sufficiency of evidence. 


It is also the intent of the Legislature in adopting this workers’ 
compensation scheme to address difficulties in the current scheme that 
are producing a debilitating and adverse effect on the state’s ability to 
retain existing industry and attract new industry. The Legislature finds 
that the current Workmen’s Compensation Law of Alabama and other 
means of compensation or remedy for injury in the workplace has undu- 
ly increased cost to employers in the state, driven away jobs, and 
produced no concomitant benefit. There is a total absence of any reli- 
able evidence that the current act has resulted in fewer injuries on the 
job, and a considerable body of evidence that any added benefit to the 
worker is significantly offset by the resulting reduction in job oppor- 
tunities. 


The Legislature has reviewed substantial evidence related to vari- 
ous types of cumulative physical stress disorders, cumulative trauma 
disorders and certain "natural aging” disorders, including carpal tunnel 
syndrome, repetitive motion syndrome, and even back and neck 
infirmities that result from gradual deterioration or the natural process of 
aging. The Legislature has concluded that it is extremely difficult for 
the adjudicator of fact to determine whether these disorders are related to 
work or whether they result from some congenital defect, aging 
processes, or simply the routine activities of daily living. 
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These claims also account for a substantial percentage of the 
workers’ compensation claims in this state and are one of the 
contributing causes of the current workers’ compensation crisis facing 
this state. 


It is the finding and expressed intent of the Legislature that the 
existence of a fair and affordable workers’ compensation system within 
the State of Alabama materially contributes to the economic growth and 
prosperity of the state and all its citizens. It is the further finding of the 
Legislature that the provision of quality medical services to employees 
injured in the workplace at a reasonable and fair cost to employers is an 
important part of a workers’ compensation system. The establishment of 
a Workers’ Compensation Medical Services Board as constituted in this 
act is considered by the Legislature to be the most appropriate mecha- 
nism for insuring that high quality medical services are provided in a 
cost-effective manner to employees injured in the workplace.

"(22) OMBUDSMAN. An individual who assists injured or dis- 
abled employees, persons claiming death benefits, employers, and other 
persons in protecting their rights and obtaining information available 
under the workers’ compensation law.”

This com- 
pensation shall be paid during the period of such the disability, but not, 
however, beyond 300 weeks. Payments shall be made at the intervals 
when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be, unless the parties 
otherwise agree, and shall be subject to the same maximum weekly 
compensation as stated in Section 25-5-68. 


"b. Effect of Change in Employment. If the injured employee 
who is receiving such compensation for temporary partial disability 
should_leave leaves the employment of the employer by whom he or she 
was employed at the time of the accident for which such the compensa- 
tion is being paid, he or she shall, upon securing employment 
elsewhere, give to such the former employer an affidavit in writing 
containing the name of his or her new employer, the place of 
employment, and the amount of wages being received at such the new 
employment, and until he or she gives such the affidavit, the compensa- 
tion for temporary partial disability shall cease.

"5. For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called the little 
finger, 16 weeks.

"7. The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the 
loss of the entire finger or thumb, but in no case shall the amount 
received for more than one finger exceed the amount provided in this 
schedule for the loss of a hand. 


"8. For the loss of a great toe, 32 weeks. 


"9. For the loss of any of the toes other than the great toe, 11 
weeks. 


"10. The loss of the first phalange of any toe shall be considered 
to be equal to the loss of one half of such the toe, and compensation 
shall be paid at the prescribed rate during one half the time prescribed 
above for such the toe. 
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"11. The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as 
the loss of an entire toe. 


"12. For the loss of a hand, 170 weeks. 

"13. For the loss of an arm, 222 weeks. 

"14. For the loss of a foot, 139 weeks. 

"15. Amputation between the elbow and wrist shall be considered 
as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and amputation between the knee 
and ankle shall be considered as the equivalent of the loss of a foot. 

"16. For the loss of a leg, 200 weeks. 

"17. For the loss of an eye, 124 weeks. 


"18. For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in both 
ears, 163 weeks. 


"19, For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in one ear, 
53 weeks. 


"20. For the loss of an eye and a leg, 350 weeks. 
"21. For the loss of an eye and one arm, 350 weeks. 
"22. For the loss of an eye and a hand, 325 weeks. 
"23. For the loss of an eye and a foot, 300 weeks. 


"24. For the loss of two arms, other than at the shoulder, 400 
weeks. 


"25. For the loss of two hands, 400 weeks. 

"26. For the loss of two legs, 400 weeks. 

"27. For the loss of two feet, 400 weeks. 

"28. For the loss of one arm and the other hand, 400 weeks. 
"29. For the loss of one hand and one foot, 400 weeks. 


"30. For the loss of one leg and the other foot, 400 weeks. 
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"31. For the loss of one hand and one leg, 400 weeks. 
"32. For the loss of one arm and one foot, 400 weeks. 
"33. For the loss of one arm and one leg, 400 weeks. 


"34. For serious disfigurement, not resulting from the loss of a 
member or other injury specifically compensated, materially affecting the 
employability of the injured person in the employment in which he or 
she was injured or other employment for which he or she is then 
qualified, 66 2/3 percent of the average weekly earnings for such the 
period as the court may determine, but not exceeding 100 weeks. 


"b. Successive or Concurrent Temporary Total and Permanent 
Partial Disabilities Resulting from Same Injury. When a permanent 
partial disability, the number of weeks compensation for which is 
scheduled in subdivision (a)(3) of this section, follows or accompanies a 
period of temporary total disability resulting from the same injury, the 
number of weeks of such the temporary total disability shall not be 
deducted from the number of weeks payable for such the permanent 
partial disability.

Ia—case—of For 
permanent disability due to injury to a member resulting in less than 
total loss of use of such the member not otherwise compensated in this 
schedule, compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during that 
part of the time specified in the schedule for the total loss or total loss of 
use of the respective member which the extent of the injury to the mem- 
ber bears to its total loss. 


"e. Effect of Refusal of Suitable Employment. If an injured 
employee refuses employment suitable to his or her capacity offered to

of his or her residence, such the refusal is justifiable.

For 
permanent total disability, as defined in paragraph d. of this subdivision, 
the employee shall receive 66 2/3 percent of the average weekly earnings 
received at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum and minimum 
weekly compensation as stated in Section 25-5-68;—provided,—that. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, if at the time of injury the employee was 
receiving earnings of less than the minimum as stated in Section 
25-5-68, then he or she shall receive the full amount of his or her 
earnings per week. This compensation shall be paid during such the 
permanent total disability, as defined in said paragraph d. of this subdivi- 
sion. Payment of such the compensation shall be made at the intervals 
when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be, unless the parties 
otherwise agree. Such The payments, with the approval of the circuit 
judge or by the agreement of the parties, may be made monthly, 
quarterly, or “otherwise as the parties may agree. Payments for 
permanent total disability shall not be ordered to be paid in a lump sum 
without the consent of both the employer and the employee. 


"b. Alteration, Amendment, or Revision of Compensation. At 
any time, the employer may petition the circuit court which that awarded 
or approved compensation for permanent total disability to alter, amend, 
or revise the award or approval of such the compensation on the ground 
that as a result of physical or vocational rehabilitation, or otherwise, the 
disability from which the employee suffers is no longer a permanent total 
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disability and, if the court is so satisfied after a hearing, it shall alter, 
amend, or revise the award accordingly. If compensation for permanent 
total disability is being paid pursuant to a written agreement between 
employer and employee without court approval, the employer may make 
application to a—cixeuit the court that would have had jurisdiction to 
award such the compensation to the employee to alter, amend, or revise 
the agreement on such grounds.

compensation provided for in this subdivision shall be paid for the 
benefit of such the person so dependent, during dependency, in the 
manner so ordered by the court, while the employee is an inmate in 
such the ‘institution;—provided,-however,that-nothing. Nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to deprive a permanently and totally disabled 
employee who has no dependents dependent named in Sections 25-5-61 
and 25-5-62 from receiving benefits to which he or she would otherwise 
be entitled if said the employee, although an inmate of a public 
institution, is paying or on whose behalf funds are paid from any source 
to said the public institution the normal and customary charge for the 
services rendered by said the public institution. Normal and customary 
charge shall mean that charge actually made by the public institution to 
persons able to pay for the services rendered them whether said charge 
actually covers the expense of the upkeep of said the inmate or not. la 
the-event-said If the employee has had a guardian appointed by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, said—workmen’s the workers’ compensation 

payments shall be directly paid to said the guardian. 


"d. Definition. The total and permanent loss of the sight of both 
eyes or the loss of both arms at the shoulder or any physical injury or 
mental impairment resulting from an accident, which injury or impair- 
ment permanently and totally incapacitates the employee from working at 
and being retrained for gainful employment, shall constitute prima facie 
evidence of permanent total disability and but shall not constitute the 
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sole basis on which an award of permanent total disability may be based; 
provided, that any employee whose disability results from such the injury 
or impairment and who shall have refused to undergo physical or voca- 
tional rehabilitation, or to accept reasonable accommodation shall not be 
deemed permanently and totally disabled, and provided further_that 


permanent total incapacity shall be determined only by the medical 
restriction imposed by the treating physician selected under Section 


25-5-77(a), as well as all available reasonable accommodations that 
would enable the employee in his or her condition following the accident 
or onset of occupational disease to perform jobs that he or she in that 


condition otherwise would be unable to perform, and shall treat_an 
employee able to perform with such accommodation as though he or she 
could perform without the accommodation. 


"e. Second Permanent Injuries Generally. If an employee has a 
permanent disability or has previously sustained another injury than that 
in which he the employee received a subsequent permanent injury by 
accident, such as is specified in the—-provisions—of this section defining 
permanent injury, he the employee shall be entitled to compensation only 
for the degree of injury that would have resulted from the latter accident 
if the earlier disability or injury had not existed. 


"gf. Second Permanent Injury in Same Employment Resulting 
in Permanent Total Disability. If an employee receives a permanent 
injury as specified in this section after having sustained another per-

manent injury in the same employment, and if the previous and sub- 
sequent injuries result in permanent total disability, compensation shall 
be payable for permanent total disability only. 


"kh g. Concurrent Compensation Payments. If an employee 
received an injury for which compensation is payable while he or she is 
still receiving or entitled to receive compensation for a previous injury in 
the same employment, he or she shall not at the same time be entitled to 
compensation for both injuries, unless the later injury is a permanent 
injury, such as specified i in this section, but he or she shall be entitled to 
compensation for that injury and from the time of that injury which will 
cover the longest period and the largest amount payable under this article 
and Article 2 4 of this chapter.

In—the-event If an em- 
ployee who is receiving benefits for permanent total disability shall, as 
the result of physical or vocational rehabilitation, accommodation, or 
otherwise, obtain gainful employment with an employer other than with 
his or her former employer, he or she shall, upon securing such 
employment, give to his or her former employer an affidavit in writing 
containing the name of his or her new employer, the place of employ- 
ment and the amount of wages being received at such the new 
employment; and, until he or she gives such the affidavit, the compensa- 
tion for permanent total disability shall cease. The employer for whom

"5. That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for which 
compensation is claimed. 


"b. Treatment. All hernia, inguinal, femoral, or otherwise, so 
proved to be the result of an injury by accident arising out of and in the 
course of the employment, shall be treated in a surgical manner by 
radical operation. In-case If the injured employee refuses to undergo the 
radical operation for the cure of said the hernia, no compensation will be 
allowed during the time such the refusal continues. If, however, it is 
shown that the employee has some chronic disease or is otherwise in 
such physical condition that the court considers it unsafe for the employ- 
ee to undergo said the operation, the employee shall be paid as otherwise 
provided in this chapter. 


"(b) Computation of compensation; determination of average 
weekly earnings.-- Compensation under this section shall be computed 
on the basis of the average weekly earnings. Average weekly earnings 
shall mean—the-earnings be based on the wages, as defined in Section 

25-5-1(6) of the injured employee in the employment in which he or she 
was working at the time of the injury during the period of 52 weeks 
immediately preceding the date of the injury divided by 52, but if the 
injured employee lost more than seven consecutive calendar days during 
such the period, although not in the same week, then the earnings for 
the remainder of such the period, although not in the same week, then 
the earnings for the remainder of such the 52 weeks shall be divided by 
the number of weeks remaining after the time so lost has been deducted. 
Where the employment prior to the injury extended over a period of less 
than 52 weeks, the method of dividing the earnings during that period by 
the number of weeks and parts thereof during which the employee 
earned wages shall be followed, provided results just and fair to both 
parties will thereby be obtained. Where by reason of the shortness of 
the time during which the employee has been in the employment of his 
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or her employer or the casual nature or terms of the employment it is 
impracticable to compute the average weekly earnings as above defined, 
regard shall be had to the average weekly amount which during the 52 
weeks prior to the injury was being earned by a person in the same 
grade, employed at the same work by the same employer, and if there is 
no such person so employed, by a person in the same grade employed in 
the same class of employment in the same district. Whatever allowances 
of any character made to an employee in lieu of wages are specified as 
part of the wage contract shall be deemed a part of his or her earnings. 


"(c)_Setoff for Other Recovery. In calculating the amount of 
workers’ compensation due: 


"(1)_ The employer may reduce or accept an assignment from an 
employee of the amount of benefits paid pursuant to a disability plan, 
retirement plan, or other plan providing for sick pay by the amount o 
compensation paid, if and only if the employer provided_the benefits or 


paid for the plan or plans providing the benefits deducted. 


"(2) The employee shall forfeit to the employer all compensation 
paid for any period to which is attributed any award of back pay either 
by a court, administrative agency, arbitration, or settlement, provided 
however, social security payments shall not be included herein. 


"(3)_If an employer continues the salary of an injured employee 
during the benefit period or pays similar compensation during the benefit 
riod, the employer shall be allowed a setoff in weeks against the com- 
nsation owed under this article.

$15.00 fifteen dollars ($15) per $1,000-00 one thousand dollars 
($1,000) of security amount established by the department for the re- 
spective members. Assessments shall be remitted to and administered by 
the association as provided in the bylaws. The rate of annual 
assessments against members of the association may vary by duration of 
membership so that the cumulative contribution rate of recently admitted 
members becomes the same as previously admitted members. 


"(b) If, at any time, the insolvency fund is not sufficient to make 
the payments or reimbursements then owing, the association may levy a 
special assessment on members of the association at a rate not to exceed 


$15.00 fifteen dollars ($15) per $1,000,00 one thousand dollars 
($1,000) of security amount established by the department for each 
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member, but such any special assessment may not be levied more than 
once in each calendar year. 


"(c) No state funds shall be allocated or paid to the association 
except those funds which may accrue to the association by or through 
assignments of rights of an insolvent employer. All monies in the fund 
shall be held in trust and shall not be money or property of the state or 
the participants in the association.” 


Section 39. Section 25-5-255, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


"§25-5-255. 


"Upon receipt of the funds assessed on members, the association 
may set aside funds for the administration of its affairs, and the balance 
of the funds shall be deposited to an insolvency fund under the following 
terms: 


"€a} (1) The fund is created for the purpose of assuring payment 
of workmea’s workers’ compensation claims against members of the 
association who become insolvent; but only those claims which accrue 
while the insolvent employer is a member of the association and accrue 
prior to the determination of insolvency or within 30 days thereafter. 
The obligation of the fund shall be limited to the obligation of the 
insolvent employer under the Workmen-s Workers’ Compensation Act 
Law, in an amount not to exceed 150 percent of the amount of security 
as determined by the department as of the last annual financial review. 
The fund shall have all defenses of and shall be subrogated to all rights 
of the insolvent employer. The fund shall not be liable for any penalties 
or interest assessed against the employer. 


"€o) (2) It-shall_be-the-duty-ofthe The department of-industrial 
relationsto shall determine insolvency of any self-insurer employers, and 
to shall notify the association of its determination. Members and 
directors of the association are specifically forbidden to be given infor- 
mation on the financial condition of any members except the fact of 
determination of insolvency. 


"{e} (3) The director of the-department-of- industrial-_relations, or 
his or her representative, will shall at all reasonable times have full and 
free access to the books and records of the association and may audit the 
association’s financial affairs as he or she deems necessary. Should the 
director deem the balance in the insolvency fund insufficient to meet 
projected liabilities, he or she shall inform the board of directors, and 
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after consultation with them, he or she shall set the amount which he or 
she deems sufficient and the board of directors shall levy assessments as 
provided herein to secure that amount. 


"{d)} (4) The association shall be subrogated to all rights of any 
claimant whose claim it pays and shall have a claim against the member 
employer for all such claims and expenses of administration. 


"{e} (5) If at any time the insolvency fund is insufficient to pay 
all claims then owing, the funds available shall be prorated and the un- 
paid portion shall be paid as soon thereafter as sufficient funds become 
available.” 


ESTABLISHMENT OF OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM 


Section 40. (a) The Department of Industrial Relations shall 
establish an Ombudsman Program to assist injured or disabled 
employees, persons claiming death benefits, employers, and other 
persons in protecting their rights and obtaining information available 
under the Workers’ Compensation Law. 


(b) Providing that the employer and the employee agree to partici- 
pate in the benefit review conference, the ombudsmen shall meet with 
or otherwise provide information to injured or disabled employees, 
investigate complaints, and communicate with employers, insurance 
carriers, and health care providers on behalf of injured or disabled 
employees. 


(c) Ombudsmen shall be merit system employees and demon- 
Strate familiarity with the Workers’ Compensation Law. An ombudsman 
shall not be an advocate for any person who shall assist a claimant, 
employer, or other person in any proceeding beyond the benefit review 
conference, but may, at all times, provide appropriate information re- 
garding this act and rules and regulations promulgated thereunder. 


(d) Each employer shall notify his or her employees of the 
ombudsman’s service in a manner prescribed by the director. The 
notice shall include the posting of a notice in one or more conspicuous 
places. The director shall also describe clearly the availability of the 
ombudsman on the first report of accident form required by this act. 
The ombudsman shall give each employee with a lost-time accident claim 
written notice of workers’ compensation assistance that is available. The 
notice shall include a toll-free phone number for employees to reach an 
ombudsman. 


(e) Ombudsmen may conduct benefit review conferences. A 
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benefit review conference may be held between the parties involved in a 
dispute over any claim arising after January 1, 1993. Such benefit re- 
view conference shall be held only by agreement of the employer and 
employee and shall not be deemed mandatory. The director shall 
institute and maintain an education and training program for 
ombudsmen. The ombudsmen shall be trained in the principles and 
procedures of dispute mediation and the director may consult or contract 
with the federal mediation and conciliation service or other appropriate 
organizations to accomplish this purpose. 


(f) In conducting benefit review conferences, the ombudsman: 


(1) Shall mediate disputes between the parties and assist with the 
claim consistent with this act and the policies of the department. 


(2) Shall inform all parties of their rights and responsibilities 
under this act, especially in cases in which either party is not 
represented by an attorney or other representative. 


(3) Shall ensure that all documents and information relating to 
the employee’s wages, medical condition, and any other information 
pertinent to the resolution of disputed issues are contained in the claim 
file at the conference, especially in cases in which the employee is not 
represented by an attorney or other representative. 


(4) May reschedule a benefit review conference if he or she 
determines that available information pertinent to the resolution of 
disputed issues is not produced at the benefit review conference. 


(5S) May not take testimony but may direct questions to an 
employee, an employer, or a representative of an insurance carrier to 
supplement or clarify information in a claim file. 


(6) May not make a formal record. 


(7) May issue a statement with regard to an award of attorney 
fees in accordance with the amount as provided by Section 25-5-90. 


Section 41. A benefit review conference is a nonadversarial, in- 
formal dispute resolution proceeding designed to: 


(1) Explain, orally and in writing, the rights of the respective 
parties to a workers’ compensation claim and the procedures necessary 
to protect those rights. 


(2) Discuss the facts of the claim, review available information in 
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order to evaluate the claim, and delineate the disputed issues. 


(3) Mediate and resolve disputed issues by mutual agreement of 
the parties in accordance with this act and the policies of the department. 


Section 42. (a) A dispute may be resolved either in whole or in 
part at the benefit review conference. If the conference results in the 
resolution of some of the disputed issues by mutual agreement or in a 
settlement, the ombudsman shall reduce the agreement or the settlement 
to writing. The ombudsman and each party or the designated 
representative of the party shall sign the agreement or settlement. A 
settlement reached hereunder shall, unless otherwise provided herein, be 
effective on the date the settlement is signed unless one of the parties 
submits the settlement to the court for approval as provided in this chap- 
ter. 


(b) An agreement signed pursuant to this section shall be binding 
on all parties through the final conclusion of all matters relating to the 
claim, unless within 60 days after the agreement is signed or approved 
the court on a finding of fraud, newly discovered evidence, or other 
good cause, shall relieve all parties of the effect of the agreement. 


(c) If the dispute is entirely resolved at the benefit review 
conference, the ombudsman shall prepare a written report, which shall 
not be admissible into evidence in any court, that includes: 


(1) A statement of each resolved issue. 


(2) The ombudsman’s recommendations regarding the payment 
or denial of benefits. 


(3) No permission of the court is required by an attorney to 
represent any party before an ombudsman. 


(d) If there is a dispute as to which of two or more insurance 
carriers is liable for compensation for one or more compensable 
injuries, the ombudsman may issue an interlocutory order directing each 
insurance Carrier to pay a proportionate share of benefits due pending a 
final decision on liability. The proportionate share shall be determined 
by dividing the compensation due by the number of insurance carriers 
involved. 


(e) On final determination of liability, any insurance carrier that 
has been determined not to be liable for the payment of benefits is 
entitled to reimbursement from the share paid by the insurance carrier 
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that has been determined to be liable. 


(f) The ombudsman shall file the signed agreement and the 
report with the Department of Industrial Relations. 


Section 43. (a) The director may prescribe rules and regula- 
tions for the purpose of conducting continuing education seminars for all 
personnel associated with workers’ compensation claims and collect 
registration fees in order to cover the related expenditures. The director 
may adopt rules and regulations setting continuing education standards 
for workers’ compensation claims personnel employed by insurance 
companies and self-insured employers and groups. 


(b) The director shall file annually with the Governor and the 
presiding officer of each house of the Legislature a complete and detailed 
written report accounting for all funds received and disbursed during the 
preceding fiscal year. The annual report must be in the form and 
reported in the time provided by law. 


(c) The director shall establish reasonable charges to recover 
expenses for services not required by law or rule provided to persons 
requesting the services from the Department of Industrial Relations. 


(d) The director shall appoint appropriate advisory committees on 
workers’ compensation matters, including: an advisory committee 
consisting of three administrators who are members of the Alabama 
Hospital Association; an advisory committee consisting of three 
chiropractors who are members in good standing with the Alabama State 
Chiropractic Association, who shall be selected by the director from 
nominations submitted by the Alabama State Chiropractic Association; an 
advisory committee consisting of three pharmacists who are members in 
good standing with the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association who shall be 
selected by the director from nominations submitted by the Alabama 
Pharmaceutical Association; and an advisory committee consisting of 
three optometrists who are members in good standing with the Alabama 
Optometric Association who shall be selected by the director from 
nominations submitted by the Alabama Optometric Association. These 
committees shall guide the director and make recommendations to ascer- 
tain the prevailing rate of reimbursement or payment of medical costs in 
the State of Alabama. These committees shall make recommendations 
with regard to the implementation of all other rules and regulations, 
including but not limited to, utilization review by like peers. These 
committees shall also advise and guide the director in determining all 
other rules and regulations required to accomplish the intent of the 
Legislature in assuring the quality of medical care and achieving medical 
cost control. 
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The director shall also appoint a vocational rehabilitation advisory 
committee consisting of at least five professional licensed rehabilitation 
specialists. These rehabilitation specialists shall be selected by the 
director from nominations from the rehabilitation associations in the state 
of Alabama, including but not limited to, the Alabama Physical Therapy 
Association. The committee shall guide the director and make 
recommendations to ascertain the prevailing rate of reimbursement or 
payment of rehabilitation costs in the State of Alabama. The committee 
shall also make recommendations with regard to the implementation of 
all other rules and regulations, including but not limited to, utilization 
review, and with regard to rehabilitation policies as provided by this act. 
The committee shall also advise and guide the director in determining all 
other rules and regulations required to accomplish the intent of the 
Legislature in assuring the quality of rehabilitation care and achieving 
rehabilitation cost control. 


(e) The director shall appoint an advisory committee consisting of 
attorneys who are members in good standing of the Alabama State Bar. 
This committee shall guide and assist the director in creating and 
promulgating rules and regulations for the efficient administration of the 
Ombudsman Program. 


Members of the advisory committee shall receive State of Alabama 
mileage expense which shall be paid by the Department of Industrial 
Relations. 


(f) It is the intent of the Legislature that final reimbursements 
related to workers’ compensation claims be commensurate and in line 
with the prevailing rate of reimbursement or payment in the State of Ala- 
bama, or as otherwise provided in this act. The director shall conduct 
field audits as necessary to assist the private sector to gain compliance 
with the legislative intent. The department shall develop administrative 
rules to facilitate implementation and continuity of the legislative intent of 
this act. The director except as otherwise provided in this amendatory 
act, shall not establish the prevailing rate of payment or reimbursement, 
but may collect data which are construed to be statistically significant as 
defined by an independent, disinterested consultant. By definition, the 
prevailing rate of payment or reimbursement is self-defining and 
self-setting and shall be updated annually. The director may create a 
Statistically valid data base from which prevailing rates of reimbursement 
or payment shall be ascertained. Except as otherwise provided herein, 
the prevailing rate of reimbursement or payment for medical services 
provided under this act shall be effective 30 days after the prevailing rate 
of reimbursement or payment is discovered, but in no event earlier than 
six months from the effective date of this amendatory act. 
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(g) Insurance carriers and self-insurers, individual and group, 
are required to make appropriate payment for services provided under 
this act. Unless otherwise provided in this act, an insurance carrier or 
self-insurer, individual or group, shall not pay more than the applicable 
prevailing rate of reimbursement for medical services. Insurance 
carriers and self-insurers, individual and group, shall have utilization 
review and medical bill screenings. Utilization review and bill screening 
shall be performed by qualified individuals or entities to insure the 
integrity of the services and the quality of cost containment. It is the 
express legislative intent of this act to ensure that the highest quality 
health care is available to employees who become injured or ill as the 
result of employment, at an appropriate rate of provider reimbursement. 
All insurers, claims adjusters, self-administered employers, and any 
entity involved in the administration or payment of workers’ compensa- 
tion claims are mandated to implement utilization review and bill screen- 
ing for health services provided to employees covered under this act. In 
this regard, employers’ liability for reimbursement shall be limited to the 
prevailing rate or maximum fee schedule established by the Workers’ 
Compensation Services Board for similar treatment. All services will be 
reviewed by utilization review for medical necessity and bills for such 
services screened for appropriateness of charges. Services provided that 
are deemed not medically necessary are not reimbursable and the em- 
ployer is held harmless. In no event is the employee responsible or held 
liable for any charges associated with an authorized workers’ compensa- 
tion claim. To ensure compliance of providers, insurance carriers, and 
self-insurers, the director may provide by rule for the review and audit 
of insurance carriers and self-insurers, individual and group, of 
payments for medical services. The director may maintain a statewide 
data base from insurance carriers and self-insurers, individual and 
group, on medical charges, actual payments, and adjudication methods 
for use in administering this act. 


(h) Claims payors, and insurers operating in Alabama shall, at 
the director’s request, provide the director such data as he or she deems 
necessary to evaluate costs and quality. The data shall be provided in 
the form and content to the director’s specifications and in a manner 
deemed timely by the director. The director may gather from health 
care claims intermediaries that operate in Alabama any claims data 
related to diagnoses and procedures encountered in the treatment of 
workers’ -compensation-type injury and illness in Alabama. Results from 
all data gathered shall be made available to employers or their represen- 
tatives for use in decisions regarding the direction of care or to 
determine appropriateness of reimbursement. 


(i) Beginning immediately and to be completed within six 
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months, the director may engage an independent firm to identify the ini- 
tial costs for the program. These initial expenses shall include, but not 
be limited to, the establishment of a data base to determine prevailing 
rates, and the conducting of cost analysis for appropriate reimbursement 
rates to hospitals and other facilities. 


(j) A person who performs services for the director pertaining to 
the policies of any advisory committee or board is immune from civil 
liability against any claim arising out of, or related to, any decision made 
in good faith, and without malice, and predicated upon information 
which was then available to the person. Immunity from liability under 
this section does not apply to a person providing medical treatment to an 
injured employee. 


Section 44. (a) All letters, reports, communications, and other 
matters, written or oral, from employer or employee to each other, to 
the director, any of his or her agents, representatives, or employees, or 
to any official or board functioning under this act, which have been 
written, sent, delivered, or made in connection with the requirements 
and administration of this act, shall be absolutely privileged. Informa- 
tion obtained from the above mentioned matters shall be held 
confidential, except to the extent necessary for the proper presentation of 
the contest of a claim, and shall not be published or open to public in- 
spection in any manner. Any person violating this section shall be fined 
not less than twenty dollars ($20) nor more than two hundred dollars 
($200), or imprisoned for not longer than 30 days, or both. 


(b) The director may make summaries, compilations, photo- 
graphs, duplications, or reproductions of any records as he or she may 
deem advisable for the effective and economical preservation of the 
information contained therein. The documentation, duly authenticated, 
shall be admissible in any proceeding under this act if the original 
record or records would have been admissible therein. 


(c) The director may, upon specific request therefor, furnish to 
any public agency a workers’ compensation record in his or her custody, 
if the agency makes payment of a reasonable cost therefor. 


(d) At his or her discretion, the director may release information 
for the purpose of making economic analyses to institutions of higher 
education, or a federal government corporation upon payment of a rea- 
sonable cost therefor. The institution or federal government corporation 
shall agree in writing that information so obtained shall not be published 
or released by it to any person in a manner to permit the identification of 
any specific individual or employing unit. 
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(e) The director may afford reasonable cooperation with any 
agency of the United States or any state agency charged with the admin- 
istration of any workers’ compensation laws. 


(f) The director may upon specific request release a workers’ 
compensation record or information therein to any public official or to 
any law enforcement officer if the release is deemed by the director to be 
necessary for the performance of the official’s or officer’s duties and 
upon payment of a reasonable cost therefor in accordance with any 
regulations the director may prescribe. 


(g) Any person who willfully makes a false statement or represen- 
tation to obtain any information under this section, either for himself or 
herself or for any other person, who uses any information for any 
purpose other than in the performance of his or her official duties, or in 
any other manner misuses the information, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
two hundred dollars ($200) nor more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000), or by imprisonment for not less than three nor more than 12 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment. 


WORKERS’ COMPENSATION MEDICAL SERVICES BOARD 


Section 45. For the purposes of this new article the following 
words and phrases have the following meanings: 


(1) BOARD. The Workers’ Compensation Medical Services 
Board. 


(2) MEDICAL or MEDICAL SERVICES. Any and all medical 
or surgical services provided by physicians under this new article. 


(3) PHYSICIAN. A doctor of medicine or doctor of osteopathy 
licensed to practice medicine. 


Section 46. There is established a Workers’ Compensation Medi- 
cal Services Board composed of five physicians licensed to practice 
medicine in the State of Alabama who shall be appointed by the Director 
of the Department of Industrial Relations. The initial board shall be 
selected from physicians who are members of the Medical Association of 
the State of Alabama. 


Members of the board shall serve terms of two years. A member 
of the board shall continue to serve beyond the expiration of his or her 
term of office until his or her successor is legally appointed by the 
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director. Members of the Workers’ Compensation Medical Services 
Board shall be eligible to serve two two-year terms of office in addition 
to an initial or unexpired term of less than two years, but shall not serve 
thereafter. Members of the board shall be entitled to receive per diem at 
the rate of one hundred dollars ($100) per day for each day or portion 
thereof spent in the performance of the duties of their office and, in 
addition, shall be reimbursed for expenses of travel in the same manner 
as employees of the State of Alabama. 


The Workers’ Compensation Medical Services Board shall have 
the authority, duties, and responsibilities as prescribed in this act. The 
board shall meet as required at a time designated by the chair. The 
board shall elect one of its members as chair who shall serve a term of 
one year. The board may adopt rules governing its own proceedings. 
The department shall provide the board with necessary meeting and 
office space, secretarial and clerical support, reimbursement for travel 
expenses and per diem as specified in this act. Upon approval of the 
director, additional funding as required by the board for the employment 
of consultants, attorneys, and other professional staff necessary to ac- 
complish the purposes and objectives stated in this act may be provided. 


Section 47. The board shall exercise general supervision in all 
matters related to the provision of medical services provided by 
physicians as defined in this new article rendered to workers under this 
act. The duties of the board shall include, but are not limited to, the 
following: 


(1) Study, develop, and implement any necessary and reasonable 
guidelines for medical services and physician care provided by physicians 
as defined in this new article. 


(2) Study, design, and implement standardized uniform claims 
processing forms and forms for the reporting of medical information to 
employers and insurance companies by physicians as defined in this new 
article. 


(3) Address and give consideration to those matters referred to it 
by the director. 


(4) The board shall contract with physicians, health care 
providers, professional associations of physicians, and health-related 
organizations to provide the board with consultation, and research and 
development expertise in discharging its duties and responsibilities under 
this new article. Any contract entered into by the board shall be 
approved by the director and submitted as are other state contracts. 
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(5) The board may establish, by regulations promulgated by the 
department, regional committees of physicians appointed by the board to 
perform any duties and responsibilities specified by the board in 
programs established for the delivery of medical services under this act. 
Members of the regional committees shall be physicians as defined in 
this new article and shall serve at the pleasure of the board. Physicians 
as defined in this new article serving as members of the regional 
committees as constituted under this section shall be granted the same 
immunities as provided members of the board under this act and existing 
State law. 


(6) Implementation of this section shall be governed by and 
Subject to the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act. Rules and 
regulations relating to the duties and authority of the board, enumerated 
herein, may be promulgated only with the consent of both the director 
and the board. 


Section 48. Within 60 days from the effective date of this amen- 
datory act, but not before April 30, 1992, the board shall submit to the 
Governor an initial schedule of maximum fees for medical services 
covered by this new article, which schedule shall become effective 
immediately upon submission to the Governor. The initial schedule of 
maximum fees shall be established by the board in the manner 
prescribed in this section. The fee for each service in the schedule shall 
be exactly equal to an amount derived by multiplying the preferred 
provider reimbursement customarily paid on March 15, 1992, by the 
largest health care service plan incorporated pursuant to Sections 
10-4-100 to 10-4-115, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, by a factor of 
one point zero five (1.05), which product shall be the maximum fee for 
each such service. In addition the board may submit to the Governor 
for approval within six months after the effective date of this amendatory 
act a revised schedule of selected fees for medical services covered by 
this new article, which fees shall not exceed the fees established in the 
initial schedule of fees by more than five percent. 


The revisions to the initial schedule of maximum fees submitted by 
the board to the Governor for approval within six months after the 
effective date of this amendatory act, but not individual fees or separate 
portions thereof, shall be subject to acceptance or rejection by the Gov- 
ernor. The schedule of maximum fees and any additions, deletions, 
corrections, or changes thereto shall not be considered a rule or regula- 
tion requiring publication under the Alabama Administrative Procedure 
Act. It is the express legislative intent that the Workers’ Compensation 
Medical Services Board may establish a system of maximum fees under 
this section for services rendered by physicians as defined in this new 
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article to employees covered by the Workers’ Compensation Law and 
that the schedule of fees shall replace and supplant traditional competitive 
market mechanisms in the interest of obtaining quality physician services 
in a cost effective manner. The board shall annually adjust the schedule 
of fees established pursuant to this section by increases which shall be 
no more than the annual increase in the cost of living as reflected by the 
U. S. Department of Labor consumer price index. The board may, 
from time to time, add to or adjust the schedule of fees in response to 
changes in technology and medical practice, subject only to the right of 
the Governor to accept or reject the addition or adjustment made by the 
board, and to refer to the board for further consideration any additions 
or adjustments which he or she may reject. The liability of the employ- 
er for the payment of services rendered by physicians shall not exceed 
those maximum fees established by the board and approved by the Gov- 
ernor. The employees shall not be liable to the physician for any 
amount in excess of the schedule of maximum fees established by the 
board and approved by the Governor. 


Section 49. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act to 
the contrary, any employer, workers’ compensation insurance carrier, 
self-insured employer, or group fund, may contract with physicians, 
hospitals, and any other health care provider for the provision of medical 
services to injured workers at any rates, fees, or levels of reimbursement 
which shall be mutually agreed upon between the physician, hospitals, 
and any other health care provider and the employer, workers’ compen- 
sation insurance carrier, self-insured employer, or group fund. 


Section 50. The Workers’ Compensation Medical Services 
Board, the individual members thereof, the agents, servants, employees, 
consultants, or attorneys of the board, and any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion contracting with the board for the specific purpose of implementing 
the duties, obligations, and responsibilities of the board under this act, 
shall each be immune from civil liability against the claims of any and 
all individuals, firms, corporations, institutions, or other entities for any 
claims of any nature whatsoever arising out of or related to the 
decisions, opinions, deliberations, reports, or publications which are 
made, rendered, or entered by the board, the individual members of the 
board, or the agents, servants, employees, consultants, or attorneys of 
the board or any person, firm, or corporation contracting with the board 
which decisions, opinions, deliberations, reports, or publications were 
made in good faith, without malice, and predicated upon information 
which was then available to the board. 


Section 51. (a) There is established in the State Treasury a fund 
entitled the Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund, into 
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which shall be deposited certain assessments provided under Chapter 5 
(commencing with Section 25-5-1) of Title 25 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, collected by the department. The fund shall constitute a separate 
fund to be disbursed by the State Comptroller on order of the director. 
All expenses incurred by the department under the Workers’ Compensa- 
tion Law, including the salaries of all employees, travel cost, and any 
other cost of administration and enforcement as may become necessary, 
either within or without the state, shall be paid from the separate fund in 
the State Treasury upon warrants of the State Comptroller drawn upon 
the State Treasury from time to time when vouchers therefor are 
approved by the director. The State Treasurer shall pay monies from the 
separate fund upon the order of the director. The total expense for every 
purpose incurred shall not exceed the total assessment collected and paid 
into the fund. The total expense for every purpose incurred in 
implementing this act shall not exceed the amount appropriated by the 
Legislature in the general fund appropriation act. No funds shall be 
withdrawn or expended except those budgeted and allocated in accor- 
dance with Article 4 (commencing with Section 41-4-80) of Chapter 4 of 
Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. All monies remaining 
unexpended in the separate fund at the end of the fiscal year shall 
remain in the State Treasury to be expended as herein provided. Includ- 
ed in the budget shall be an amount of money allocated for the specific 
and exclusive purpose of paying only benefits to the claimants who have 
qualified to receive benefits from the Second Injury Trust Fund on the 
effective date of this act. Payments of these benefits shall be made 
weekly. The director shall each week make requisitions to the State 
Comptroller who shall draw warrants on the State Treasurer for the 
weekly compensation amount. The warrants shall be drawn only if there 
are sufficient monies in the treasury for immediate payment. Claims 
shall take priority in an ascending numerical order according to the time 
of the accident, and the time shown in the settlement between the em- 
ployer and employee shall be prima facie evidence of the time of the 
accident. No funds allocated for the payment of benefits from the fund 
shall be used to pay lump-sum attorney’s fees. Payment shall resume at 
the end of the first week of the fiscal year in which the Legislature 
approves the requested budget for the Workers’ Compensation Adminis- 
trative Trust Fund. The claimants who were receiving weekly benefits 
from the Second Injury Trust Fund as of August 31, 1991, shall be paid 
all weekly benefits due to date and the benefits shall be continued for the 
duration of claim. Those amounts will be paid from the monies as 
allocated. 


(bo) The State Treasurer shall determine if the money in the trust 
fund shall be kept in cash or invested. The moneys in the fund may be 
invested by the State Treasurer and all moneys and interest remaining 
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unexpended in the separate fund provided at the end of the fiscal year 
shall remain in the State Treasury to be expended as herein provided. 


(c) The director is designated as trustee of the fund and the State 
Treasurer is designated as custodian of the fund, and both shall furnish 
bonds in amounts deemed appropriate. The cost of bonds for the 
trustee, custodian, and other employees or officials required to post bond 
in connection with the program shall be paid out of the fund. 


(d) Each insurance carrier, self-insured employer, and group 
fund shall be assessed two hundred fifty dollars ($250). The gross 
claims for compensation and medical payments paid by the carriers, 
self-insured employers, and group funds are the basis for computing the 
amount to be assessed. The amount of assessment shall be based upon 
the proportion that the total gross claims for compensation and medical 
payments paid by the carrier, self-insured employer, or group fund 
during the preceding calendar year bore to the total gross claims for 
compensation and medical payments paid by all carriers, self-insured 
employers, and group funds during that period. The total assessment 
shall not exceed five million dollars ($5,000,000) per year. The director 
shall determine if the assessment shall be a specific amount or shall be a 
percentage of gross claims for compensation and medical payments paid 
by the insurance carriers, self-insured employers, and group funds. An 
assessment shall not exceed an amount reasonably necessary to defray 
the necessary administration expense. 


(ce) The department shall provide by regulation for the collection 
of the amounts assessed against each insurance carrier, self-insured 
employer, and group fund. The amounts shall be paid within 30 days 
from the date that the notice is served upon the insurance carrier, 
self-insured employer, and group fund. If the amounts are not paid 
within that period, there may be assessed, for each 30 days that the 
amount so assessed remains unpaid, a civil penalty equal to 10 percent 
of the amount unpaid. The amount of the civil penalty shall be collected 
at the same time the amount assessed is collected. 


(f) If an insurance carrier, self-insured employer, or group fund 
fails to pay the amounts assessed against it within 60 days from the time 
the notice is served, the department may suspend or revoke the authori- 
zation to the self-insurer and may request that the Department of Insur- 
ance revoke the authority of the insurance company to insure workers’ 
compensation. 


(g) The department may require from each insurance carrier, 
self-insured employer, and group fund reports with respect to all pay- 
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ments of compensation and medical payments by the insurance carriers, 
self-insured employers, or group funds during each calendar year, and 
may determine the amounts paid by each insurance carrier, self-insured 
employer, and group fund and may determine the amounts paid by all 
insurance carriers, self-insured employers, and group funds during the 
period. 


(h) On or before the first day of March of each year, every 
insurance carrier, self-insured employer, and group fund shall file with 
the department a statement on the prescribed forms showing the gross 
claims for compensation and medical payments paid by the insurance 
carrier, self-insured employer, or group fund during the preceding 
one-year period ending on the 31st day of December. Any insurance 
carrier, self-insured employer, or group fund which neglects to file its 
annual written statement within the time provided in this manner shall 
pay to the Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund a penalty 
for each day’s neglect in an amount prescribed by rule of the director. 


(i) All money collected under this section shall be deposited in 
the Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund. 


Section 52. (a) Within 60 days after the effective date of this 
amendatory act, the director shall assess each insurance carrier, 
self-insured employer, and group fund its pro rata share of the total 
amount of up to four million five hundred thousand dollars ($4,500,000) 
according to the method set out in Section 51(d). Of the total amount, 
eight hundred thousand dollars ($800,000) shall be allocated to pay 
weekly benefits to the claimants of the Second Injury Trust Fund until 
an appropriate budget is approved in accordance with Chapter 4 of Title 
41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. The assessment shall be deposited 
into the Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund and 
disbursed by the State Comptroller on order of the Director of Industrial 
Relations. 


(b) The assessment is appropriated and made available for the 
initial implementation costs and expenses of the workers’ compensation 
program to fund activities not included in the general fund appropriation 
for fiscal year 1991-1992 and fiscal year 1992-1993, which are peculiar 
to this act. 


(c) Any unexpended balance remaining at the end of the fiscal 
year will be credited to the insurance carriers and self-insured employers 
at the end of the next fiscal year. 


Section 53. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
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and specifically Section 25-5-16, Sections 25-5-70 to 25-5-75, inclusive, 
and Sections 25-5-140 to 25-5-180, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are repealed.

Section 18. Repeal of Alabama Tenure Law. 


Sections 16-24-1 to 16-24-38, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are repealed. 


Section 19. General Definitions. 


(a) The term “teacher” is deemed to mean and include employees 
of county and city boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf 
and Blind, Department of Youth Services School District, the Alabama 
School of Fine Arts, and the Alabama School of Mathematics and 
Science who possess a certificate issued by the teacher certificating 
authority of the State of Alabama and who are employed in a position for 
which a certificate is required by the State Department of Education or 
State Board of Education. Personnel employed at two-year educational 
institutions under the control and auspices of the State Board of Educa- 
tion who are employed in academic or technical education are for 
purposes of this act deemed to be teachers and covered under the 
provisions herein. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, superintendents, assistant superin- 
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tendents, principals, assistant principals, presidents, or other chief 
administrative officers of employing boards shall not be deemed teachers 
within the meaning of this act and shall not be eligible for tenure under 
the terms of this act in that capacity. 


(b) Employing board shall be defined as a city or county board of 
education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind, the Board of Education of the Alabama Department of Youth 
Services School District, the Chancellor of the Department of 
Postsecondary Education, for two year institutions under the control and 
auspices of the State Board of Education, the Board of Directors of the 
Alabama High School of Mathematics and Sciences, and the Board of 
Directors of the Alabama School of Fine Arts. 


(c) Superintendent shall mean the chief administrative officer of 
the employing board and shall also include the president of two-year 
colleges under the control and auspices of the State Board of Education, 
and other covered institutions. 


(d) Persons employed in supervisory positions are deemed 
teachers for purposes of this act if they possess a certificate and occupy a 
position for which a certificate is required. 


Section 20. Support Employee - Defined. 


The term "support employee” is deemed to mean and include 
those persons employed full-time by a county or city board of education, 
two-year educational institution under the control and auspices of the 
State Board of Education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind (not 
to include production workers at the Alabama Industries for the Blind), 
educational and correctional institution under the control and auspices of 
the Alabama Department of Youth Services School District, the Alabama 
School of Mathematics and Science, the Alabama School of Fine Arts in 
a capacity other than “teacher,” as that term is defined in Section 19 of 
this act, except for employees covered by the state merit system or other 
similar state statute; and provided further that a teacher who performs 
additional duties for which the teacher receives supplemental compensa- 
tion shall not be deemed also to be a support employee as a result of 
performing those additional duties. Full-time employees are those 
employees whose duties require 20 or more hours in each normal 
working week or adults who are employed as bus drivers. Notwithstand- 
ing the foregoing, superintendents, assistant superintendents, principals, 
assistant principals, presidents, or other chief administrative officers of 
employing boards shall not be deemed support employees within the 
meaning of this act and shall not be eligible for tenure under the terms 
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of this act in that capacity. 
Section 21. Criteria for Determining Teacher Tenure. 


(a) Any teacher who meets the following requirements shall attain 
tenure: 


(1) The teacher shall have served under contract with the same 
employing board for three consecutive, full school years and be renewed 
for employment for the next succeeding school year by such employing 
board. Any nontenured teacher shall be deemed offered reemployment 
for the succeeding school year at the same salary unless the employing 
board notifies in writing to be given the teacher on or before the last day 
of the school year in which the teacher is employed and such teacher 
shall be presumed to have accepted such employment unless he or she 
notifies the employing board in writing to the contrary on or before the 
fifteenth day of June. The employing board shall not cancel the contract 
of any tenured teacher, nor cause notice of nonemployment to be given 
to any tenured or nontenured teacher except by a vote of a majority of its 
members evidenced by the minute entries of the board made prior to or 
at the time of any action. 


(2) An instructor who has attained tenure and who is promoted to 
supervisor shall serve a probationary period of three consecutive years in 
that position. If the supervisor is not notified of nonrenewal in the 
position prior to the end of the third school year, the supervisor shall 
then attain tenure in that position. The promotion shall in no way jeop- 
ardize the tenure of the supervisor as an instructor and should the 
promoted instructor not be retained as supervisor, the supervisor’s salary 
would be reduced to the salary paid instructors in accordance with the 
prevailing salary schedule of the employing board. Nonrenewal of a 
nontenured supervisor and reassignment to an instructor position shall 
not be deemed a contract cancellation or transfer for purposes of this act. 


(3) The first year of employment shall count as a full year for 
purposes of attainment of tenure only if the teacher is employed by the 
employing board on or before the tenth working day of the second se- 
mester and remains employed through the end of the school year. 


(4) No partial teaching service during a school year, as school 
year is defined by the employing board of education, shall count toward 
the attainment of tenure, except as otherwise provided. 


(5) As of the effective date of this act, any person who has 
attained tenure with an employing board shall retain that tenure. 
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(6) When two or more school systems are consolidated under one 
employing board, or when one or more schools are separated from a 
school system in order to become a part of or to constitute another 
school system, the tenure status of the employees involved in those 
changes is in no way jeopardized. 


Section 22. Criteria for Determining Support Tenure. 


(a) A support employee who meets the following requirements 
shall attain tenure: 


(1) An employee shall have been employed as a support employee 
by the same employing board for a period of three consecutive contract 
periods of at least nine months each. 


(2) During the probationary period specified above, the employ- 
ing board may terminate a support employee by furnishing the employee 
written notification thereof at least 15 days prior to the effective date of 
termination. 


(3) During the probationary period specified above, the superin- 
tendent shall evaluate annually the support employee. 


(4) As of the effective date of this act, any nontenured employee 
who has attained tenure as a support employee with an employing board 
under the prior laws shall retain tenure as a support employee in the 
system. 


Section 23. Criteria for Determining Tenure of a Principal. 


(a) The term “principal” is deemed to mean and include only 
those persons certified by the State Board of Education who are 
employed by an employing board of education as the chief administrator 
of a school, including a vocational center. 


(b) A principal shall attain tenure only in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 


(c) As of the effective date of this act, a principal who has 
attained tenure as a principal with an employing board under the prior 
tenure law shall retain tenure as a principal in the system. A tenured 
principal who has attained tenure previously with an employing board as 
an instructor or supervisor shall retain tenure as an instructor or super- 
visor in the system. 


(d) As of the effective date of this act, no principal employed by 
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an employing board of education shall attain tenure, except as otherwise 
provided herein. 


(e) A tenured principal may elect nontenured employment with an 
employing board of education as follows: 


(1) A tenured principal shall elect to be employed as a tenured or 
nontenured principal. The election shall be irrevocable. 


(2) No later than two years from the effective date of this act, all 
currently employed principals shall elect to be employed either as a 
tenured or nontenured principal. The election is irrevocable, except as 
otherwise provided by this act. 


(3) Employees hired as nontenured first-time principals shall be 
employed for a three-year period under a performance-based contract; 
provided, however, that an employee who has never been employed as a 
principal may, upon the mutual agreement of that employee and the 
employing board, be employed as a nontenured principal under a 
performance-based contract for a three-year period which contains a 
one-year probationary period. In those instances, the remaining two 
years of the contract shall be contingent upon the receipt of a satisfactory 
first-year evaluation. The performance-based contract shall be developed 
by the employing board of education, but shall utilize any criteria for the 
evaluation of a principal developed by the State Board of Education. A 
currently-tenured principal who elects nontenured employment shall 
receive a five thousand dollar ($5,000) annual salary increase, funded 
annually through the Special Educational Trust Fund and received by the 
principal as salary, based upon the salary schedule and methodology 
utilized by the employing board. For each contract year thereafter, the 
principal shall be entitled to a base salary which is five thousand dollars 
($5,000) more than the salary to which he or she would otherwise be 
entitled. The above salary increase shall be in addition to any pay raise 
granted by either the Legislature or the local board of education. The 
salary increase shall be considered for purposes of calculating teacher 
retirement and other benefits which are or may be provided by either the 
Legislature or local board of education. Any currently tenured principal 
electing nontenured employment shall retain as a part of his or her 
salary the five thousand dollar ($5,000) salary increase regardless of the 
principal’s subsequent employment with another employing board. 


(4) The superintendent or designee shall evaluate annually the 
performance of a nontenured principal. For each year of satisfactory 
evaluation, the contract of a nontenured principal shall be automatically 
extended for one school year, as school year is defined by the county or 
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city board of education. The local board, upon the recommendation of 
the superintendent, may at any time enter into a new three-year contract 
with a nontenured principal. 


(5) In the event of an unsatisfactory evaluation, a conference 
shall be held with the nontenured principal and a plan of professional 
development shall be presented by the superintendent to the nontenured 
principal which specifies the area of unsatisfactory performance and 
establishes a plan to correct the unsatisfactory performance. A 
nontenured principal shall complete the plan of professional development 
prior to the next evaluation. Within seven days of completion of the plan 
of development, a nontenured principal may request a reevaluation. If 
the reevaluation is satisfactory, then the contract of the nontenured 
principal shall be extended for one school year. If the results of the 
reevaluation are unsatisfactory, then the nontenured principal shall be 
informed of the reasons for the unsatisfactory reevaluation. In cases 
where the superintendent performs the initial evaluation, the review shall 
be performed by a local employee designated by the superintendent. A 
review of an evaluation shall be completed within 30 days of receipt of 
request for reevaluation. 


(6) If, within the three-year contract period, a nontenured 
principal received two consecutive annual unsatisfactory evaluations and 
the nontenured principal has completed all plans for professional 
development, then within seven days of receipt of the second 
unsatisfactory evaluation, the nontenured principal may file with the 
employing board an affidavit under oath which alleges facts that the 
second unsatisfactory evaluation was motivated by personal or political 
reasons. The investigation of the allegation shall be conducted by the 
employing board, unless the superintendent or principal objects, in 
which case the investigation shall be conducted by a person designated 
by the State Superintendent of Education; provided further, that if the 
superintendent or principal objects, the investigation shall be conducted 
by a person designated by the Chairman of the Standards of Excellence 
Commission. If the investigation finds the allegation to be supported by 
clear and convincing evidence, then the local board shall designate a 
professionally qualified person who shall conduct a reevaluation of the 
principal within thirty days. If the reevaluation is unsatisfactory, then 
the principal may again file an affidavit under oath with the previously 
identified designee alleging personal or political motivation. If the 
designated investigator again finds the allegations to be supported by 
clear and convincing evidence, then the second unsatisfactory evaluation 
shall be void and a final reevaluation shall be conducted by the 
designated investigator. If the final reevaluation is satisfactory, then the 
contract of the principal shall be extended for one year. Nothing in this 
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subsection shall be construed to limit other reasons for dismissal of a 
nontenured principal which are otherwise provided by law. 


(7) Any nontenured principal who has received an unsatisfactory 
annual evaluation and thereafter shall in two successive years receive 
satisfactory evaluations shall be deemed to have been restored to a three 
year contract with his or her employing board. 


(8) A nontenured principal may be transferred or dismissed at 
any time during the term of the principal’s contract by being afforded the 
hearing rights and procedures outlined herein for any other tenured 
employee. 


(f) All current tenured principals not electing to be employed as 
nontenured principals shall be deemed to have elected to remain as 
tenured principals. A tenured principal shall have the opportunity to 
elect to be employed as a nontenured principal as provided in this act. 


(g) For three years after the effective date of this act, an 
employing board, for periods of time not to exceed 90 days, may allow a 
tenured principal to elect to change his or her employment to that of a 
nontenured principal. The election is irrevocable. Within the three-year 
period above, the employing board may allow for multiple opportunities 
for a tenured principal to change his or her employment to that of a 
nontenured principal. 


(h) As of the effective date of this act, an employing board shall 
not reduce the salary schedule of a principal below the 1992-93 salary 
schedule level. 


Section 24, Duties and Evaluation of Principal. 


(a) A principal shall supervise the daily operation and manage- 
ment of personnel, finances, facilities, and other matters of the school or 
campus for which he or she is responsible. A principal shall assume the 
administrative responsibility and instructional leadership, as directed by 
the superintendent, consistent with the employing board policy, for the 
planning, management, operation, and evaluation of the education 
program of the school or campus under the principal’s responsibility. 


(b) A principal shall make a written recommendation to the 
superintendent regarding the appointment, assignment, promotion, 
transfer, and dismissal of all personnel assigned to the school or campus 
under his or her responsibility. If a recommendation of a principal is 
rejected, then the principal shall submit a second recommendation. The 
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superintendent shall have final authority for personnel assignments 
within the school system. 


(c) A principal shall observe all rules, policies, and procedures 
relative to the operation of the public schools as established by applicable 
laws and rules and standards of both the State Board of Education and 
the employing school board. 


(d) A principal shall perform all other duties assigned by the 
superintendent, consistent with the employing board’s policy. 


Section 25. Contract of Employment Effective Until Superseded 
or Cancelled. 


The contract of employment of any tenured employee shall remain 
in full force and effect unless superseded by a new contract signed by 
both parties, or cancelled as provided in Section 28. 


Section 26. Change of Compensation for Succeeding Year. 


The salary or compensation of any tenured employee may be 
changed for any succeeding year to accord with a general salary schedule 
adopted by the employing board of education; provided, that no salary 
schedule shall operate to compensate teachers in less sums than the sums 
contained in a minimum salary schedule, which may be adopted by the 
State Board of Education for teachers in the public schools of the state. 


Section 27. Transfer of Tenured and Nontenured Employees. 


(a) A superintendent may transfer or reassign any nontenured 
teacher or nontenured support employee at any time, and the transfer 
shall be effective immediately. 


(b) A superintendent may transfer any tenured teacher from one 
position, school, or grade to another by giving written notice of the 
transfer, and the reasons therefor, at any time not later than 30 calendar 
days prior to the commencement of the school year for which the trans- 
fer is to be effective. For purposes of this subsection, the school year 
shall commence on the first day of attendance by students. The transfer 
shall be effective at the commencement of the school year. A tenured 
teacher affected by a transfer may request a hearing before a hearing 
officer as provided in Section 29. The superintendent’s decision shall be 
presumed correct, and shall not be disturbed unless the teacher proves 
that the transfer was arbitrary or capricious or based upon personal or 
political reasons on behalf of the superintendent or employing board. 
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No transfer shall result in loss of tenure or violation of contract, and no 
transfer shall be made for political or personal reasons on behalf of the 
superintendent or the employing board. Except as herein provided, the 
process for resolving contested transfers under this subsection shall be 
the same as that used for contested contract cancellations. 


(c) In addition to the transfer procedure specified in subsection 
(b) above, a superintendent may transfer any tenured teacher from one 
position, school, or grade to another by giving written notice of the 
transfer, and the reasons therefor, at any time not later than 10 working 
days after the commencement of the school year for which the transfer is 
to be effective. The 10-day period shall begin on the first day of atten- 
dance by students. The superintendent shall, before initiating any trans- 
fer under this subsection, publish notice of the proposed transfer and a 
description of the vacancy which will be filled by the transferred teacher. 
The publication shall be made for a period of not fewer than five 
working days. If school is in session, the publication shall be made at 
all relevant schools and other relevant school worksites, and may be by 
posted notice or by other means ordinarily used by the superintendent to 
disseminate information generally to employees; provided, however, if 
the reason for the transfer is to reduce the number of teacher units in a 
school or school worksite because of student enrollment, the notice need 
be posted only at the school or school worksite from which a teacher is 
to be transferred. If school is not in session, the publication shall be 
made by notice posted at the office of the superintendent. Any teacher 
may volunteer to accept the proposed transfer, and the superintendent 
shall give due consideration to any volunteer teacher before transferring 
a tenured teacher involuntarily. Where the reason for the transfer is to 
adjust the number or allocation of teachers because of student 
enroliment, the superintendent shall not transfer a tenured teacher if 
there is employed in the same school a nontenured teacher whose trans- 
fer would reasonably accomplish the superintendent’s purpose. Upon 
expiration of the five-day publication period, but in no event later than 
the tenth working day as herein provided, the superintendent may effect 
the transfer of a tenured teacher by giving the required notice. The 
transfer shall be effective at the commencement of the school year or, if 
the notice is given after commencement of the school year, upon receipt 
by the teacher of the notice. A tenured teacher affected by a transfer 
may request a hearing before a hearing officer as provided in Section 29 
of this act. In proceedings contesting a transfer under this subsection, 
the superintendent shall bear the burden of proving that there was a 
sound educational or programmatic reason for the transfer. If the 
reason for the transfer under this subsection is to adjust the number or 
allocation of teachers because of student enrollment, the superintendent 
shall also bear the burden of proving that the circumstances necessitating 
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the transfer were not known to the superintendent in time to initiate the 
transfer at least 30 days before the commencement of school. If the 
transfer under this subsection is for a reason other than to adjust the 
number or allocation of teachers because of student enrollment, the 
superintendent shall also bear the burden of proving that the 
superintendent could not reasonably have known or anticipated the 
circumstances necessitating the transfer in time to initiate the transfer at 
least 30 days before the commencement of school. No transfer under 
this subsection shall result in loss of tenure or violation of contract and 
no such transfer shall be made for political or personal reasons on 
behalf of the superintendent or the employing board. Except as herein 
provided, the process for resolving contested transfers under this 
subsection shall be the same as that used for contested contract cancella- 
tions. 


(d) Any tenured teacher transferred under subsection (c) shall be 
entitled, for a period of two years commencing with the effective date of 
the transfer, to return to the school from which the teacher was trans- 
ferred if a vacancy occurs in the field in which the teacher was teaching 
at the time of the transfer, and the employing board intends to fill the 
vacancy. If the employing board intends to fill the vacancy, the 
superintendent shall notify the transferred teacher of the vacancy, and, if 
otherwise qualified at the time for the position, the teacher shall be 
entitled to return to the position. 


(e) A superintendent may transfer a tenured support employee at 
any time from one job classification, school, or worksite to another by 
giving written notice of the transfer, and the reasons therefor. For 
purposes of this subsection, “transfer” does not include a reassignment 
which would cause the employee to work at a facility or site which is 
located on the same campus or contiguous parcel of real estate as the 
school or worksite at which the employee was previously working. The 
support employee’s "school or worksite” shall include all facilities or 
grounds of the employing board at which the employee works or may 
reasonably be expected to work as part of the employee’s regular job 
responsibilities. Before initiating an involuntary transfer of a tenured 
support employee, the superintendent shall publish notice of the 
proposed transfer and a description of the vacancy which will be filled by 
the transferred employee. The publication shall be made for a period of 
not fewer than five working days. The publication shall be made at all 
relevant worksites, and may be by posted notice or by other means 
ordinarily used by the superintendent to disseminate information general- 
ly to employees; provided, however, if the reason for the transfer is to 
decrease the number of support employees at a school or worksite, the 
notice need be posted only at the school or worksite from which a 
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support employee is to be transferred. Any support employee may 
volunteer to accept the proposed transfer, and the superintendent shall 
give due consideration to any volunteer support employee before transfer- 
ring a tenured support employee involuntarily. Upon expiration of the 
five-day publication period, the superintendent may effect the transfer of 
a tenured support employee by giving the required notice. The transfer 
of a tenured support employee shall take effect immediately upon notifi- 
cation by the superintendent, except that the support employee may 
request for hardship reasons to delay the transfer for not more than five 
working days, which request shall not unreasonably be denied. A 
tenured support employee affected by such a transfer may request a 
hearing before a hearing officer as provided in Section 29 of this act. 
The superintendent’s decision shall be presumed correct and shall not be 
disturbed unless the support employee proves that the transfer was arbi- 
trary or capricious or based upon personal or political reasons on behalf 
of the superintendent or employing board. If the superintendent declined 
to accept any volunteer for the transfer and the support employee 
contests the transfer on that basis, the support employee shall bear the 
burden of proving that the superintendent’s decision was not reasonable 
under the circumstances. No transfer under this subsection shall result 
in loss of tenure or violation of contract, and no transfer shall be made 
for political or personal reasons on behalf of the superintendent or the 
employing board. Except as herein provided, the process for resolving 
contested transfers under this subsection shall be the same as that used 
for contested contract cancellations. Nothing herein shall prohibit the 
superintendent from making a temporary transfer of a tenured support 
employee, for a period not to exceed 10 working days, when the 
superintendent determines that exigent circumstances require the action. 


(f) If a tenured teacher or tenured support employee successfully 
contests a transfer, the employee shall be entitled to resume his or her 
former position at the following times: (1) at the time of the employing 
board’s final decision disallowing the transfer; or (2) at the time of a 
decision of the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals reversing the action of 
the employing board if the employing board rejected the recommendation 
of the hearing officer and permitted the transfer to remain in effect. 


Section 28. Cancellation of Contract - Grounds. 


Cancellation of an employment contract of a tenured employee may 
be made for failure to perform duties in a satisfactory manner, 
incompetency, insubordination, neglect of duty, immorality, justifiable 
decrease in the number of positions, or other good and just cause. 
Cancellation shall not occur for political or personal reasons. No can- 
cellation shall be initiated against any tenured employee after the expira- 
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tion of three years from the date the cause became known to the 
employing board. Provided, however, evidence of events and circum- 
stances predating the three-year period may be considered if determined 
by the hearing officer to be relevant. 


Section 29. Hearing Procedure. 


(a) The following hearing procedure shall be followed for all 
transfers or cancellations for contract of tenured employees. No action 
shall lie for the recovery of damages for the breach of any employment 
contract of an employee of an employing board. 


(b) The superintendent shall initiate all transfers and cancellations 
of contracts of tenured employees by giving written notice of the 
proposed personnel action. The notice shall contain: 


(1) A statement of the proposed personnel action and the statutory 
authority for the action. 


(2) A statement of the right to request a hearing and a brief 
outline of the hearing process and rights of the employee. 


(3) A detailed statement of the reasons for the proposed action. 


(c) Service of notice. The notice may be served by personal 
service, with a copy mailed to the last known address of the employee, 
or by certified mail, return receipt requested, mailed to the last known 
address of the employee. 


(d) Request for hearing. An employee may request a hearing to 
contest a proposed action. The request shall be in writing, filed with the 
superintendent, and received by the superintendent within seven calendar 
days of the date of receipt of notice of the proposed action. Failure to 
request a hearing within the above time frame shall constitute a waiver of 
the opportunity for a hearing and shall cause the proposed personnel 
action to become final and effective immediately upon approval by the 
employing board. 


(e) Selection of hearing officer. 

(1) If a hearing is requested timely, a hearing officer shall be 
appointed from a roster of hearing officers provided by the American 
Arbitration Association in accordance with their expedited procedures. 
All hearing officers shall meet the following requirements: 


(i) Be experienced and knowledgeable in education and personnel 
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matters or attend training administered jointly by the Alabama Education 
Association and the Alabama Association of School Boards. 


Gi) Shall be a resident of a member state of the Southern Region- 
al Education Board. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the superintendent to notify the 
American Arbitration Association that a hearing has been requested and 
to whom the rosters should be mailed. Within seven calendar days of 
receipt of a request for a hearing, the names of seven potential hearing 
officers shall be furnished by the American Arbitration Association to the 
parties and any attorney who has filed an appearance on the part of a 
party. If any party has had an attorney file an appearance on their 
behalf, service of the list of potential hearing officers on that attorney 
shall be deemed as service on the party. Each party shall within seven 
calendar days strike no more than two names from the list and notify the 
American Arbitration Association of the strikes. The strikes shall be 
made independently by the parties without reference to any strikes that 
the other party may choose to make. At the conclusion of the seven 
calendar day striking period, the American Arbitration Association shall 
designate a hearing officer from the names that were not eliminated by 
strikes of the parties. 


(f) Conduct of hearing, authority of hearing officer. 

(1) The hearing shall commence within 14 calendar days of se- 
lection of the hearing officer. The hearing officer shall establish a time 
and place for the hearing, which shall be held in a suitable site provided 
by the employing board. 


(2) In the conduct of a hearing, the hearing officer shall have au- 
thority to: 


(i) Maintain order. 
(ii) Cause a record of the proceedings to be made. 


(iii) Establish reasonable time limits for the conduct of the pro- 
ceedings. 


(iv) Rule on the admissibility of evidence, including the number 
of witnesses to testify for either party. 


(v) Issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and 
production of papers necessary as evidence. Upon request, the hearing 
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officer shall issue subpoenas for witnesses to testify either in support of 
the charges or on behalf of the employee, and the witnesses shall be 
entitled to receive the same mileage and per diem as witnesses called in 
civil cases in the circuit court of the county in which the hearing is held, 
the same to be paid out of school funds; provided, however, that the 
local board shall not be accountable for the witness fees of more than 10 
of the witnesses subpoenaed by the employee. In case a person refuses 
to obey a subpoena, the hearing officer may invoke the aid of the circuit 
court in order that the testimony or evidence be produced, and, upon 
proper showing, the court shall issue a subpoena or order requiring the 
person to appear before the hearing officer and produce evidence and 
give testimony relating to the matter at issue. Any person failing to obey 
the court’s subpoena or order shall be punishable by the court as for 
contempt. 


(vi) If necessary, hold a prehearing conference, to be conducted 
by telephone if appropriate, or issue an order to clarify the matter or 
matters in dispute, establish the order of presentation, allow and estab- 
lish time limits for the exchange of exhibits and names of witnesses. 


(vii) Enter an order on any other matter which would facilitate the 
conduct of the hearing, including the suspension, for good cause shown, 
of any time period established herein. 

(3) At the option of the employee, the hearing may be closed to 
the public; provided, however, any board member may attend all or part 
of a hearing. Attendance in the hearing as an observer disqualifies the 
board member as a witness at the hearing. 

(4) Record of Proceedings. 


(i) It shall be the responsibility of the superintendent to maintain 
the record of the hearing which shall include: 


1. The notice of proposed action. 

2. The request for a hearing. 

All evidence admitted during the hearing. 
A transcript of the proceedings. 


A statement of all matters officially noticed. 


A ta at 


All questions and offers of proof, objections and rulings there- 
on. 
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7. The written recommendation of the hearing officer. 
8. The final decision of the employing board. 


(ii) |The proceedings shall be recorded by a qualified court re- 
porter. The cost of transcription shall be paid by the employing board. 
The parties shall ensure that the transcript is completed no later than 21 
calendar days after conclusion of the hearing. 


(5) Costs and expenses. 


(i) The parties shall bear their own costs and expenses. The 
parties shall bear equally all costs attributable to the hearing officer. 


(6) Expedited Proceedings. 


(i) In order to expedite the hearing process contemplated by this 
act, all communications except the initial notice to the employee of the 
proposed personnel action may be by facsimile transmission or other 
means of expedited delivery. 


(7) Settlement. 


(i) Informal dispositions may be made of any matter by 
stipulation, agreed settlement, consent order, or by another method 
agreed upon by the parties in writing. An informal disposition shall be 
final and binding upon the parties. 


(ii) At any time after submission of a request for a hearing, an 
employee may, in writing, withdraw his or her request for a hearing. 
Upon withdrawal, the proposed personnel action shall become final 
immediately upon approval by the employing board. 


(8) Report of Hearing Officer; Employing Board Action. 


(i) Within seven calendar days of conclusion of the hearing, the 
hearing officer shall submit a written report to the employee and the 
employing board. The report shall include a brief statement of the 
nature and course of the proceedings, a statement of the reasons for the 
proposed personnel action, findings of fact, and a recommended decision 
on the proposed personnel action. If the employee contends that 
procedural errors have occurred in the proceedings which have substan- 
tially prejudiced his or her rights, the hearing officer’s report shall 
include appropriate findings of fact relating to that contention, and a 
recommended disposition. 
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(ii) Within 14 calendar days of receipt of the record of 
proceedings compiled to that point, the employing board shall render its 
final decision. The employing board shall not be bound by the proposed 
decision submitted by the hearing officer; provided, however, the 
findings of fact of the hearing officer shall be accorded a presumption of 
correctness. The final decision of the board shall be in writing. If the 
board determines that facts found by the hearing officer are against the 
great weight of the evidence and clearly erroneous, the board may reject 
those findings, in which case it shall state in writing its own findings of 
fact. If the employing board does not accept the hearing officer’s rec- 
ommendation on the proposed personnel action, the employing board 
shall render its independent decision in writing. If the board chooses to 
accept the recommendation of the hearing officer, it shall so state in 
writing. Nothing herein shall preclude the employing board from order- 
ing a disposition other than that recommended by the superintendent. 


(iii) The final decision of the employing board shall be served 
upon the employee in the same manner as service of a notice of a 
proposed personnel action. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
employing board’s decision shall be final as of the day of its adoption. 


(iv) In contract cancellation proceedings, the employee shall be 
removed from the payroll and the employee’s salary cease at the time of 
the employing board’s final decision cancelling the employee’s contract. 
If the employing board accepts the recommendation of the hearing 
officer, but is later reversed, the employee shall be entitled to reinstate- 
ment and back pay. If the employing board rejects the recommendation 
of the hearing officer, and is later reversed, the employee shall be 
entitled to reinstatement, back pay, and interest at nine percent per 
annum thereon. 


Section 30. Appeal of Final Decision of Employing Board. 


(a) A tenured employee may appeal the final decision of an 
employing board only to the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals. The 
appeal shall be filed within 14 calendar days of the employing board’s 
final decision. The appeal will be perfected by filing a written notice of 
appeal with the superintendent, who shall transmit the notice and the 
record of proceedings to the Clerk of the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals 
within 14 calendar days of receipt of the notice of appeal. Failure by the 
employee to file a timely notice of appeal shall result in the employing 
board’s decision becoming final and failure by the superintendent to 
transmit timely the notice and record of proceedings shall result in a 
decision in favor of the employee. 


(b) On appeal, the findings of fact of the hearing officer shall be 
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entitled to a presumption of correctness. If the employing board has 
rejected some or all of the hearing officer’s proposed findings, and has 
substituted its own findings, the findings by the employing board are not 
entitled to a presumption of correctness; but the appellate court shall 
consider the employing board’s findings in determining whether the 
findings of fact of the hearing officer are clearly erroneous. The 
employing board’s decision on the proposed personnel action will be 
affirmed unless the decision: (1) does not have substantial support in 
the facts as determined by the hearing officer, or, if the hearing officer’s 
findings are determined to be clearly erroneous, in the facts established 
in the record as a whole; or (2) is in violation of constitutional or statu- 
tory provisions; or (3) is in excess of the statutory authority of the 
employing board; or (4) is in violation of any pertinent, duly adopted 
policy of the employing board which violation worked to the substantial 
prejudice of the employee; or (5) is made upon irregular or unlawful 
procedure which worked to the substantial prejudice of the employee; or 
(6) is unreasonable, arbitrary, capricious, or characterized by an abuse 
of discretion; or (7) would result in a disposition of the personnel matter 
which would be plainly unjust. 


Section 31. Cancellation of Contract by Employee. 


No employee, whether or not tenured, shall be permitted to cancel 
his or her contract during the school year for which said contract is in 
effect, nor for a period of 45 days prior to the beginning of such school 
year, unless the cancellation is mutually agreed upon or unless the 
employee has been notified of a transfer fewer than 30 days prior to the 
first day of attendance by students. Any teacher cancelling his or her 
contract in any other manner than in this section provided shall be 
deemed guilty of unprofessional conduct, and the State Superintendent of 
Education is hereby authorized to revoke or suspend the certificate of 
said teacher. 


Section 32. Effect of Leave of Absence on Tenure. 


(a) Leave of absence for a period of one year for good cause may 
be granted to a tenured employee by the employing board of education 
without the impairment of the tenure status of an employee; provided, 
however, that for valid reasons the board may extend the leave of ab- 
sence for one additional year. Upon the request of an employee who 
has heretofore or who shall hereafter enter the military service of the 
United States at a time when there is an existing state of war between the 
United States of America and any other country, leave of absence shall 
be granted to the employee for the duration of the war and until the 
beginning of the school year next succeeding the date on which the 
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employee is released from military service and, on or before that date, 
the employee must give written notice to the employing board of educa- 
tion whether or not he or she desires to be reemployed by the board. If 
notice is not received by the employing board of education, or if the 
employee notifies the employing board on or before the date specified 
above that he or she does not desire reemployment, the employing board 
has no further responsibility with respect to reemployment of the em- 
ployee. The term "military service of the United States,” as used 
herein, shall include the Army of the United States, the United States 
Navy, the United States Air Force, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, 
the Army Specialist Corps, the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps and the 
Women’s Volunteer Reserve of the United States Navy, those persons 
commissioned in the public health service or those persons entering into 
the service of any similar organization heretofore or hereafter formed by 
the government of the United States.

If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 34. Repeal of Fair Dismissal Act. 


Sections 36-26-100 to 36-26-108, inclusive, Code of Alabama 
1975, are repealed. 


Section 35. Abolition of Boards of School Trustees. 


(a) Sections 16-10-1 to 16-10-11, inclusive, Code of Alabama 
1975, are repealed. 


(b) Any board of school trustees currently in existence is hereby 
abolished. All books, records, and funds maintained or held by any 
board of school trustees currently in existence shall be delivered without 
delay to the principal of the school.

rules in those statutes as if those statutes remained in effect. By written 
agreement, which shall be included in the record of proceedings, the 
tenured employee and the superintendent may elect after the effective 
date of this act to proceed instead under the provisions of this act. 


Section 37, All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 38. This act shall be effective for all fiscal years or 
periods beginning after September 30, 1992, if the constitutional amend- 
ment proposed by House Bill 252 of the 1992 Regular Session has been 
ratified by the people and proclaimed by the Governor as required by 
law.

SPECIAL ORDER 
BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


Pursuant to the provisions of SR 110, the Senate proceeded to 
consideration of the special, paramount, and continuing order of 
business for today, which was the Bill: 


H. 252. To amend the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, by 
proposing amendments to Sections 217 (as amended by Amendment 
373), 229 (as amended by Amendment 27), 232 (as amended by Amend- 
ment 473), of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 and Amendment 25 
of the Constitution and to repeal Sections 91 and 261 and to repeal 
Amendments 61, 212, 225 and 448 of the Constitution of 1901 so as to 
provide for the assessment of all property in three classifications; to 
provide for homestead and other exemptions; to permit but not require 
the Legislature to impose corporate franchise taxes; to authorize the 
imposition of an income tax; to repeal the requirement for personal 
exemptions in the income tax; to modify the earmarking of the income 
tax; to repeal the requirement that the federal income tax be deductible 
in computing net income. In addition, this bill would authorize the levy 
by the Legislature of an additional state ad valorem property tax at a rate 
not to exceed twenty-five one hundredths of one percent on the value of 
the taxable property within the state and provide for the distribution of 
the proceeds to be derived from said special tax for certain specified 
purposes. This bill would also limit total appropriations from state funds 
in any fiscal year to the revenue collected for the fiscal year that ended 
one year prior to the commencement of the fiscal year for which said

The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation reported the 
following substitute for the Bill, HB 252, to-wit:

Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund; provide a procedure for 
appropriations of revenue-raising measures; provide that the Governor 
will present his proposed basic appropriation bills and revenue-raising 
measures to the Legislature 30 days prior to a regular session; provide 
the time frames within the regular session in which appropriation bills 
are to be considered by each house of the Legislature; provide an 
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automatic emergency budgetary special session if the Legislature fails to

Sub-section (2). Beginning January 1, 1993, thirty days prior to 
the beginning of the regular session of the Legislature, the Governor 
shall present his proposed bills making basic appropriations from the 
State General Fund and/or from other state funds (with the exception of 
state funds earmarked for educational purposes), along with any 
proposed bills raising revenue necessary to fund all of the Governor’s 
proposed appropriations, to the Clerk of the House of Representatives. 
At the same time, the Governor shall present his proposed bills making 
basic appropriations from the public school fund and/or from the special 
educational trust fund and/or from any other funds heretofore or 
hereafter earmarked for educational purposes, to the Secretary of the 
Senate. Thirty days prior to the beginning of the 1994 regular session, 
the Governor shall present his proposed bills making basic 
appropriations from the public school fund and/or the special educational 
trust fund and/or from any other funds heretofore or hereafter 
earmarked for educational purposes, along with any proposed bills 
raising revenue necessary to fund all of the Governor’s proposed 
appropriations, to the Clerk of the House of Representatives and at the 
same time the Governor shall present his proposed bills making basic 
appropriations from the State General Fund and/or from any other state 
funds (with the exception of state funds earmarked for educational 
purposes), to the Secretary of the Senate and such alternating 
presentation of the proposed appropriation and revenue bills by the 
Governor to the Legislature thirty days prior to the commencement of 
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each annual regular session of the Legislature shall continue thereafter. 


Sub-section (3). On or before the ninth legislative day of the 
regular session, the House of Representatives and the Senate shall con- 
sider and vote upon the respective basic appropriation bills introduced in 
each house and transmit the bills so passed to the other house of the 
Legislature for consideration. If either house shall fail to meet the 
aforementioned deadline, that house shall have two legislative days in 
which to fulfill its mandate. Said house shall not consider any business, 
other than necessary operating procedures of that house, within that two 
day grace period until such time as said house considers and votes upon 
the respective basic appropriation bills pending in that house. 


Sub-section (4). On or before the eighteenth legislative day, the 
House of Representatives and the Senate shall consider and vote upon the 
respective appropriation bills transmitted to them by the other house. If 
either house shall fail to meet the aforementioned deadline, that house 
shall have one legislative day in which to fulfill its mandate and that 
house shall not consider any business, other than necessary operating 
procedures of that house, within that one day grace period until such 
time as said house considers and votes upon the respective basic appro- 
priation bills pending in that house. 


Sub-section (5). If an appropriation bill is passed in a different 
form by the second legislative house, it is to be returned to the 
originating house and acted upon by that house in the same manner as 
other such bills are acted upon. If a basic appropriation bill is referred 
to a conference committee to resolve differences between the two houses, 
that conference committee shall return its report to both houses of the 
Legislature. That report shall be made available to all members of the 
Legislature and may not be voted upon by either house of the Legislature 
within twenty-four hours from such time as the conference committee 
has returned its report. The conference committee report shall be acted 
upon by both houses of the Legislature and shall be forwarded to the 
Governor by the twentieth legislative day. 


Sub-section (6). Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 125 of 
the Alabama Constitution of 1901, the Governor shall sign, amend, line- 
item veto or veto said basic appropriation bills and shall return, when 
necessary, such bills to the Legislature by the twenty-eighth legislative 
day. If the Governor fails to return the basic appropriation bills by the 
twenty-eighth legislative day, said appropriation bill shall become law 
without his or her signature and said bill may not then be amended or 
vetoed by the Governor. 


Provided, however, nothing in this amendment shall be construed 
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to grant or permit the Governor to line-item veto any appropriation bill 
after the Legislature has adjourned sine die. 


Sub-section (7). Nothing in this amendment shall be deemed to 
prohibit any member of either house from originating an appropriation 
bill and offering such bill for consideration by his or her legislative 
body. If such appropriation bill is passed within the time frames provid- 
ed for within this amendment, such bill may be enacted with a majority 
vote of the members of that house voting. However, if said appropria- 
tion bill is not voted upon by each house within the time requirements of 
this amendment, said bill must be enacted by a three-fifths vote of the 
members of that house voting. 


Sub-section (8). In the event that either house shall fail to fulfill 
its mandates within the time requirements of this amendment or within 
the grace periods provided for in this amendment, the regular session 
shall automatically be suspended and the Legislature shall convene in an 
emergency budgetary special session on the next calendar day (excepting 
Saturdays, Sundays and state holidays). Notwithstanding the provisions 
of Amendment 339 as it relates to time limits for other special sessions, 
the Legislature shall remain in such emergency budgetary special session 
until such time as the basic appropriation bills for state operating 
expenses and public educational functions are passed by the Legislature. 
During such emergency budgetary special session, only the basic 
appropriation bills may be considered by either house of the Legislature. 
Such bills shall be in the same posture at the beginning of the 
emergency budgetary special session as when the regular session was 
automatically suspended. The beginning of an emergency budgetary 
special session under the provisions of this amendment shall toll the 
running of the regular session time limits of thirty legislative days within 
one hundred and five calendar days as provided for in Amendment 339 
of the Alabama Constitution of 1901. At such time as the basic appro- 
priation bills are passed by the Legislature, the emergency budgetary 
special session shall end and the regular session shall automatically 
resume on the next calendar day (excepting Saturdays, Sundays and state 
holidays). When the regular session resumes, all pending business of 
each house shall be in the same posture as when the regular session was 
automatically suspended for the emergency budgetary special session.

Sub-section (1). Sections 91 and 261 and Amendments 61, 212, 
225, and 448 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, are 
hereby repealed.” 


(g) The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
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1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and 
in accordance with Section 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


“Any Class 1 municipality may elect a city board of education 
from the nine single-member districts as are established for the election 
of the members of the city council, without regard to county boundary 
lines, should the boundary lines of any such municipality extend into 
more than one county. Enabling legislation in the form of general bills 
applying to Class 1 municipalities may be enacted to implement the 
provisions of this subdivision and any general bill enacted in the 1992 
Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature that would implement the 
provisions of this subdivision shall be validated and meet the 
requirements of this subsection upon adoption by the affirmative vote of 
a majority of all the qualified electors who vote in the election proposing 
this amendment pursuant to Sections 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama of 1901.”

Section 3. An election upon the proposed amendment shall be 
held at the next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment 
election held after the expiration of three months from the date of final 
adjournment of the session of the Legislature during which this act is 
adopted. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of 
Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, and the general election laws of this state. 


Section 4. Notice of the election, or elections, as the case may 
be, and of the proposed amendment shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which proclamation shall be published once a week for 
four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for the 
election(s) in a newspaper in each county of the state. In every county 
in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be posted 
at each courthouse and post office.

The proceeds arising from the levy herein authorized shall be 
used or expended only for the purposes set forth in Section 2 of the Act 
of the Legislature of Alabama that was introduced at the 1992 Regular 
Session thereof as House Bill 248.

(d) UNAPPROPRIATED BALANCE. The amount by which tot- 
al revenues deposited into each Fund during a Base Year exceeds the 
total respective expenditures from each Fund during the base year. 


Sub-section (2). The Legislature shall not make any absolute, 
supplemental, or conditional base appropriation from either Fund for any 
fiscal year in any amount which, together with other appropriations from 
said fund, exceeds the sum of the following:

The Director of the Legislative Fiscal Office 
The State Budget Officer 

Two members appointed by the Governor 
One member appointed by the Lt. Governor 


One member appointed by the Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives 


Appointed members shall serve at the pleasure of the one making the 
appointment. 


(b) Within forty-five days after the end of each fiscal year, the 
Commission shall report to the Governor its projection of Revenue 
Growth, if any, for each Fund. A majority vote of the members of the 
Commission is required to establish a projection of such Revenue 
Growth. 


Sub-section (4). There are hereby established State Reserve 
Accounts within the State General Fund and the Education Trust Fund. 
Disbursements from each State Reserve Account may be made only upon 
executive order of the Governor, as directed by the Governor, and only 
to prevent proration to either Fund. Each State Reserve Account shall 
be funded as follows: 


(a) There shall be appropriated by the Legislature for each of the 
fiscal years ending in 1993, 1994, and 1995 one percent of the appro- 
priations authorized by Sub-section (2) of this Section A for each of said 
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years, to be deposited into each State Reserve Account. 


(b) Thereafter there shall be appropriated by the Legislature for 
every fiscal year an amount projected by the Legislature to maintain each 
State Reserve Account at an amount equal to four percent of the average 
of the appropriations authorized by Sub-section (2) of this Section A for 
the four Base Years immediately preceding the fiscal year, provided, 
however, that such appropriation may, but is not required, to exceed one 
percent of the appropriations authorized by Sub-section (2) of this 
Section A for the fiscal year.

(a) The Governor shall submit the executive budgets for the 
operations of the legislative, executive, and judicial departments of the 
state and for the advancement and operations of public schools and 
colleges to the Legislature at least 10 days prior to the commencement of 
the annual Regular Session.

If the budgets for the general operations of 
the legislative, executive, and judicial departments and the public schools 
and colleges have not been approved by the House and transmitted to the 
Senate by the fifteenth legislative day, the House shall cease consider- 
ation of all other bills, resolutions, and business, except as herein 
specified. The House may continue to hold committee meetings, receive 
committee reports, receive bills and messages from the Senate and 
Governor, pass revenue-raising bills, and consider and pass resolutions 
which pertain to the budgets, appropriations, and revenue-raising 
measures. After the budgets for the legislative, executive, and judicial 
departments and public schools and colleges have passed the House and 
been transmitted to the Senate or Governor or held in conference 
committees, the House may resume consideration of other bills, resolu- 
tions, and business. 


(c) The state Senate shall consider the state’s budgets in a timely 
fashion. If the budgets for the general operations of the legislative, 
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executive, and judicial departments and for public schools and colleges 
have not been approved by the Senate and transmitted to the House by 
the twentieth legislative day, the Senate shall cease consideration of all 
other bills, resolutions, and business, except as herein specified. The 
Senate may continue to hold committee meetings, receive committee 
reports, receive bills and messages from the House and Governor, pass 
revenue-raising bills, and consider and pass resolutions which pertain to 
the budgets, appropriations, and revenue-raising measures. After the 
budgets for the legislative, executive, and judicial departments and public 
schools and colleges have passed the Senate and been transmitted to the 
House or the Governor or held in conference committees, the Senate 
may resume consideration of other bills, resolutions, and business. 


(d) Should conference committees be necessary to resolve dif- 
ferences in the budgets or related revenue-raising measures, the commit- 
tees shall act expeditiously to resolve the difference.

Section 1. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the 
contrary, each of the several county governing bodies of the State are 
hereby authorized to and may exempt from all local (the county and the 
municipalities geographically situated within the county) sales, use, gross 
receipts or similar taxes on the sales of food for human consumption 
when consumed off-premises (groceries), as is provided for under the 
State Transactions Tax base. The several county governing bodies may 
exempt from all county and municipal sales taxes such food sales by 
resolution of the county governing body. 


Section 2. Each county governing body in the state shall re- 
spectively satisfy the following requirements before adopting any resolu- 
tion to exempt such food sales from county and municipal taxation, 
under Section 1 above: 


a. Conduct a thorough study, with the cooperation of the munici- 
pal governing bodies situated within and with the advice of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, to ascertain sufficiently reliable estimates and/or actual 
annual revenue collections received by said county, the municipalities 
within and school systems from the tax on the sale of food, if any. 


b. Present a proposal comprised of one or more of the revenue 
sources listed in Section 3 below, for the recoupment of all local revenue 
from the exemption of food for the county, the municipalities within and 
school systems, if any. 


c. Publish its proposal for the recoupment of revenue from the 
exemption of food sales at least once weekly for not less than six weeks 
in at least one newspaper having the greatest circulation in the county. 


d. Hold at least one public hearing on each proposal that provides 
for the recoupment of revenue from the exemption of food before 
adopting a resolution for the recoupment of such revenue. 


e. Adopt a resolution for the recoupment of revenue from the 
exemption of food. 
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Section 3. Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, each 
county governing body electing to exempt such food sales from county 
and municipal taxation is hereby authorized to enact by resolution one or 
more countywide taxes from among the following: (1) additional mills on 
the assessed value of all taxable property in that county; and/or (2) a 
countywide occupational tax on the salaries, wages or compensation paid 
and/or (3) a local income tax and/or (4) the imposition of other taxes or 
increases in existing taxes; provided, that such taxes are deductible by 
the taxpayer for federal income tax purposes, as of the date of such 
resolution.

To further amend Section 14-2-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
so as to authorize Alabama Corrections Institution Finance Authority to 
issue an additional $25,000,000 aggregate principal amount of Bonds; 
amends Section 14-2-16 to provide that the bonds may be sold at public 
or private sale; and to provide that a present value savings must be 
realized prior to the issuance of refunding bonds. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The Legislature hereby finds and declares as follows: 


(a) Pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 2 of Title 14 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended (the "Act”), the Legislature has 
heretofore authorized the issuance of Bonds by Alabama Corrections 
Institution Finance Authority (the "Authority”) in an aggregate principal 
amount of $60,000,000 for the purpose of providing funds to pay costs 
of prison facilities in the State; 


(b) Pursuant to authorization contained in the Act, the Authority 
has heretofore issued its Bonds aggregating $60,000,000 in principal 
amount; and 


(c) Additional prison facilities are needed in the State of Alabama 
and the Legislature deems it necessary, desirable and in the public 
interest that the Legislature authorize the issuance of an additional 
$25,000,000 in aggregate principal amount of bonds of the Authority for 
the purpose of providing additional prison facilities. 


Section 2. Section 14-2-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


"Section 14-2-12. For the purpose of providing funds for the 
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acquisition of sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration and 
improvement of facilities, for the procurement and installation of equip- 
ment therefor and for payment of obligations incurred and the principal 
of and interest on any temporary loans made for any of the said 
purposes, the authority is hereby authorized, from time to time, to sell 
and issue, in addition to all bonds heretofore authorized to be issued by 
the Authority, its bonds in such aggregate principal amounts as may be 
determined by the corporation to be necessary for the said purposes but 
not to exceed $50,000,000 $25,000,000 in aggregate principal amount.” 


Section 3. Section 14-2-16 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


"Section 14-2-16. Same--Sale. Bonds of the authority may be 
sold at such price or prices and at such time or times as the board of 
directors of the authority may consider advantageous, only either at 


public sale or private sale. Bonds of the authority sold by competitive 

bid must be sold, whether on ‘sealed bids or_at public auction, oe 
the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest effective borrowing cost to the 
authority for the bonds being sold; provided, that if no bid acceptable to 
the authority is received, it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale 
by competitive bids shall be given by publication in either a financial 
journal or a financial newspaper published in the city of New York, New 
York, and also by publication in a newspaper published in the state of 
Alabama, each of which notices must be published at least one time not 
less than 10 days before the date for the sale. The board of directors 
may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale 

bids may be held; provided, that such terms and conditions shall not 
conflict with any of the requirements of this chapter. The authority may 
pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds all expenses, including 
capitalized interest during a period not to exceed one year from the date 
of issuance of such bonds, publication and printing charges, attorneys’ 
fees and other expenses which said board of directors may deem 
necessary and advantageous in connection with the authorization, 
advertisement, sale, execution and issuance of such bonds.

penses) shall not be greater than 95% of the present value of all debt 
service on the bonds to be refunded (computed using the same discount 
rate and taking into account the underwriting discount and other issuance 
expenses originally applicable to such bonds) determined as if such 
bonds to be refunded were paid and retired in accordance with the 
schedule of maturities (considering mandatory redemption as a scheduled 
maturity) provided at the time of their issuance. Provided further that 
the average maturity of the refunding bonds, as measured from the date 
of issuance of such refunding bonds, shall not exceed by more than 
three years the average maturity of the bonds to be refunded, as also 
measured from such date of issuance, with the average maturity of any 
principal amount of bonds to be determined by multiplying the principal 
of each maturity by the number of years (including any fractional part of 
a year) intervening between such date of issuance and each such 
maturity, taking the sum of all such products, and then dividing such 
sum by the aggregate principal amount of bonds for which the average 
maturity is to be determined.

BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That a joint legislative 
committee is created to study the feasibility of creating a department of 
state to serve the needs of individuals with mental retardation and other 
developmental disabilities that is separate from any state department 
serving mental health and substance abuse needs. The committee shall 
be composed of four members of the Senate appointed by the President 
of the Senate, four members of the House of Representatives appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, one representative of the 
Division of Mental Retardation of the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation to be appointed by the Commissioner of the 
department, one representative of the Division of Mental Illness of the 
Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation to be appointed by 
the Commissioner of the department, one representative of the Division 
of Substance Abuse Services of the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation to be appointed by the Commissioner of the 
department, and two representatives of the Association for Retarded 
Citizens of Alabama to be appointed by that association and two mental 
retardation provider representatives from the Council of Community 
Mental Health Boards. The chair and vice chair of the committee shall 
be elected at the first meeting by the members of the committee. Upon 
the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives shall provide clerical assistance necessary for 
the work of the committee. The committee shall report its findings, 
conclusions, and recommendations to the Legislature not later than the 
fifth legislative day of the 1993 Regular Session at which time the com- 
mittee shall be dissolved. Each legislative member of the committee 
shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, his or her 
per diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends a meeting 
of the committee and other members of the committee shall be entitled to 
the same per diem and mileage allowance paid to state employees. The 
allowances, expenses, and compensation of all members of the committee 
shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, 
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upon warrants drawn on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed 
by the chair of the committee. Notwithstanding the foregoing, no 
legislative member shall receive additional legislative compensation or 
per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a legislative member is 
being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business. No non-legislative member of the committee shall receive 
per diem or expense allowance if the member is being paid any other 
payments on the same date for attendance of other state business. 
Expenses shall be limited to $5000. The committee will terminate after 
one year.

members appointed by the Black caucus of the House, two members 
appointed by the women’s network in the House, four members 
appointed by the Democratic caucus in the House, and a like number of 
members from the Senate appointed by corresponding groups in the 
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Senate, except where there is not a sufficient number of members avail- 
able for appointment from any group, the Lt. Governor may designate an 
alternate member. The Joint Committee, if it deems appropriate, may 
conduct an investigation and hearing on the complaint, and may either 
publicly or privately censure or reprimand a legislator or legislative 
employee found to violate the policy of the Legislature on discrimination 
or harassment. The accused legislator or legislative employee may 
appeal the decision of the Joint Committee to the respective chamber in 
which the legislator is a member or the employee is employed. Prior to 
taking any action to reprimand or censure a member of the Legislature 
or a legislative employee, the Joint Committee shall notify the member or 
employee alleged to have violated the policy and shall grant the member 
or employee an opportunity to respond at a hearing on the complaint. 
Since, by the very nature of a hearing on a complaint filed under this 
rule, the character or good name of a woman or man will be involved in 
the hearing, the filing of the complaint shall be confidential and the Joint 
Committee shall meet in executive session for purposes of hearing and 
deciding complaints filed under this rule.

RESOLUTION 


Senator Windom offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to- 
wit: 


SJR 126. CREATING A JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
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ON COMMUNITY PUNISHMENT AND CORRECTIONS. 


WHEREAS, overcrowding of state prisons and local jails in the 
State of Alabama continues to be a serious problem affecting state 
corrections policy, local courts, and entire communities; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Alabama has borrowed more than one 
hundred thirty million dollars ($130,000,000) during the decade of the 
1980s for construction of major prisons; the state prison population has 
doubled in Alabama during the last 10 years, increasing at approximately 
100 inmates per month; the state prison population currently stands at 
approximately 17,000 inmates, while more than 1,400 state inmates are 
currently being housed in county jails; Alabama’s incarceration rate 
remains one of the highest in the United States of America and currently 
stands at 370 inmates per 100,000 Alabama citizens; and the average 
length of stay in an Alabama prison is 2.9 years, which is more than 
twice the national average; and 


WHEREAS, during the 1980s, expenditures on corrections from 
the State General Fund increased 394 percent while the amount in the 
State General Fund grew only 187 percent during that same time period; 
and 


WHEREAS, a critical need exists to establish and implement 
model community-based punishment programs that would offer the state 
judiciary a wider range of intermediate punishment options for 
non-violent property crime offenders, while assuring public safety and 
reducing prison and jail overcrowding; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has taken a leading role 
in addressing this critical problem through the enactment of the Commu- 
nity Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991; and 


WHEREAS, The Sentencing Institute, a private, non-profit corpo- 
ration established on March 18, 1991, serves as a center for the devel- 
opment and coordination of criminal sentencing policy and reform in 
Alabama; and has the goal of devising punishment programs for 
non-violent criminal offenders which are effective, cost efficient, and 
affordable; and 


WHEREAS, The Sentencing Institute, in conjunction with local 
judges, district attorneys, county commissioners, sheriffs, the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, and the Board of Pardons and Paroles, has 
undertaken the development of comprehensive model community punish- 
ment programs in approximately 14 judicial circuits throughout the state; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the goals of each community punishment program 
under development by The Sentencing Institute are to: 


1. Divert eligible non-violent, property crime offenders to local 
programs which are much less costly than state incarceration, therefore 
making available state prison beds for violent offenders. 


2. Emphasize short-term incarceration, work, remedial education, 
job-skills training, as well as training in job-seeking, restitution to the 
victim, addiction education and treatment, and assimilation back into the 
community. 


3. Provide judicial, prosecutorial, and criminal justice system 
education and training. 


4. Require diverted offenders to pay for a portion of the cost of 
the program. 


5. Move offenders from a community facility to an intensively 
supervised program within approximately four months of sentencing; 
now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is created a 
joint legislative committee to provide for the general oversight of the 
development, implementation, and evaluation of community punishment 
and corrections programs throughout the state pursuant to the provisions 
of the Community Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991. The com- 
mittee shall be composed of six members of each house, to be appointed 
by the presiding officer of each house. The chair and vice chair of the 
committee shall be elected at the first meeting by the members of the 
committee. 


Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide the clerical assistance necessary for the 
committee’s work. The committee shall report its findings, conclusions, 
and recommendations to the Legislature not later than the fifth legislative 
day of each Regular Session. Each member of the committee shall be 
entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, his or her per 
diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends a meeting of 
the committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the 
use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative compensa- 
tion or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member is 
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being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business. The total expenditures of the committee shall not exceed 
$5,000 per year. The committee shall have subpoena power. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That it is the understanding of 
the Legislature of Alabama that The Sentencing Institute is currently 
completing the development of approximately 14 comprehensive model 
community punishment programs which it expects to conclude not later 
than April 30, 1992, and will report such to the Joint Committee on 
Community Punishment and Corrections. 


Upon completion, The Sentencing Institute will coordinate the 
implementation and evaluation of such programs pursuant to the 
provisions of the Community Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991, 
Act No. 91-441, a project to be completed not later than September 30, 
1993. The Sentencing Institute will also provide for the judicial, 
prosecutorial, and criminal justice system education and training regard- 
ing such programs. 


The Legislature of Alabama further understands that The 
Sentencing Institute will report quarterly to the Joint Committee on 
Community Punishment and Corrections concerning the status of 
program development, implementation, and evaluation, the number of 
offenders diverted from state incarceration, and the status of new 
program development. 


BE IT RESOLVED FURTHER, That it is the intent of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama that each agency and department of the criminal 
justice system of the State of Alabama provide necessary and timely 
cooperation to The Sentencing Institute in the development of a five-year 
Strategic Plan on the Criminal Justice System of Alabama to be 
completed not later than 30 days prior to the 1993 Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama. 


It is the understanding of the Legislature of Alabama that The 
Sentencing Institute is a private, non-profit corporation which is not, and 
cannot be an agency or arm of the government of the State of Alabama.

1. That the 1988-1992 State Health Plan remain in effect until its 
replacement is properly adopted by the Statewide Health Coordinating 
Council pursuant to the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act. 


2. That there is created a joint legislative committee to study the 
state health plan. The committee shall be composed of the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives; the Lieutenant Governor; the Chair of the 
Legislative Council; the Vice-chair of the Legislative Council and four 
other members of each house, to be appointed by the presiding officer of 
each house. The chair and vice-chair of the committee shall be elected 
at the first meeting by the members of the committee. 


The committee shall conduct hearings and meetings with represen- 
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tatives of business and industry as well as providers and others having 
information which will assist the committee in formulating a report with 
recommendations to help in preparing an appropriate state health plan. 


Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide the clerical assistance necessary for the 
committee’s work. The committee shall report its findings, conclusions, 
and recommendations to the Legislature not later than the tenth 
legislative day of the 1993 Regular Session, whereupon, the committee 
shall stand dissolved and discharged of any further duties and liabilities. 
Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his or her regular 
legislative compensation, his or her per diem, and travel expenses for 
each day he or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be 
paid out of any funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon 
warrants drawn on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the 
chair of the committee.

SJR 131. CREATING THE BIRMINGHAM STADIUM AND 
EXPOSITION DISTRICT. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is created the 
Birmingham Stadium and Exposition District, hereinafter called the 
"District," which shall be a body politic and corporate and political 
subdivision of the State of Alabama composed of all of the territory in 
the City of Birmingham in Jefferson County. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Birmingham Stadium and 
Exposition District shall be governed by a board of commissioners which 
shall be composed of three members appointed as follows: (1) Two 
persons appointed by the Jefferson County House delegation; (2) Two 
persons appointed by the Jefferson County Senate delegation; and (3) 
One person appointed by the mayor of the City of Birmingham. Terms 
of office shall be as follows: the person appointed by the Jefferson 
County House delegation shall serve a term of three years; the person 
appointed by the Jefferson County Senate delegation shall serve a term of 
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four years; and the person appointed by the Mayor for the City of 
Birmingham shall serve a term of two years. Thereafter, each person 
shall serve four-year terms until a successor is appointed. All members 
shall be appointed from the state at large. No person shall be eligible 
for board membership who holds a local, municipal, county, state, or 
federal elective office or any local, municipal, county, state, or federal 
nonelective office or employment. In addition, any member of the board 
shall be deemed to have resigned his or her board membership upon 
acceptance of any nonelective office or employment with any local, 
municipal, county, state, or federal governmental body, or upon 
qualifying as a candidate for any elective office. Each member shall 
receive a per diem of fifty dollars ($50) while in attendance of board 
meetings or on business of the board directed by the board and shall be 
reimbursed for actual travel expenses incurred in connection therewith. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the domicile of the district shall be 
in the City of Birmingham, Alabama. The domicile may by appropriate 
action of the board of commissioners be relocated within the district to 
appropriate quarters within the principal structure, facility constructed, 
or acquired by the district. As soon as practicable after their 
appointment, the commissioners shall meet at the domicile and elect 
from their number a president, a vice president, and any other officers 
as may be considered appropriate. The secretary and the treasurer of 
the board, which offices may be combined, may be selected by the board 
from among the members or may be otherwise selected by the board. 
The duties of the officers shall be defined and their salaries fixed by the 
board. The board shall adopt rules and regulations as may be necessary 
for its own government and may employ engineers, attorneys, 
accountants, construction and financial advisors, superintendents, and 
other employees and agents as may be necessary and fix their compensa- 
tion. A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. Voting by proxy shall be permitted. The board shall 
keep a record of all of its proceedings and the records shall be public 
records available for inspection and copying at a reasonable cost by news 
media and any citizen during normal business hours. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the purpose for which the district is 
created is to plan, finance, construct, develop, maintain, and operate 
facilities to be located within the district to accommodate the holding of 
sports events, athletic contests, and other events of public interest. The 
district shall constitute an instrumentality of the State of Alabama, 
exercising public and essential governmental functions, and the exercise 
by the district of the powers conferred shall be deemed and held to be 
essential governmental functions of the State of Alabama. As the 
exercise of the powers granted shall be in all respects for the benefit of 
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the people of the state, for the increase of their commerce and 
prosperity, the district shall not be required to pay any taxes or 
assessments upon any property acquired or used by it pursuant to this 
act, or upon the income therefrom. The district shall not be subject in 
any respect to the authority, control, or supervision of any regulatory 
body of the state, or any political subdivision thereof, except the State 
Competitive Bid Law, Sections 41-16-20 to 41-16-63, inclusive, of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, but its books and records shall be subject to 
audit annually by the State Auditor, its employees shall be listed on the 
central listing of state employees, and it shall invest its surplus funds in 
accordance with the investment of the Surplus Funds Act, Section 
36-17-18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and it shall be subject to the 
ethics law, Sections 36-25-1 to 36-25-30, inclusive, of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the district shall have the following 
powers: (1) To sue and be sued in its own name; (2) To plan, acquire, 
finance, own, construct, operate, and maintain an enclosed and covered 
stadium for use as coliseums, sports arenas, sports pavilions, exposition 
sites, field houses, or other buildings or structures for holding sports 
events, athletic contests, contests of skill, exhibitions, spectacles, and 
other public meetings, and pertinent indoor and outdoor recreational 
facilities, recreation centers, playing fields, courts, gymnasiums, club 
houses, parking facilities and areas, other suitable concessions 
appertaining thereto, related buildings, and all facilities and properties 
incidental and necessary to a complex suitable for any or all types of 
sports and recreation, on, above, and below the ground, appurtenances, 
incidentals, and all types of property therefor, real or personal, or both 
real and personal, including servitudes and rights-of-way, or any combi- 
nation thereof; (3) To acquire by expropriation, purchase, lease, or 
otherwise, the land and any other property that may be necessary and 
appropriate to the execution of the purposes of the district; (4) To enter 
into contracts for the use of the facilities hereinabove described, or any 
portion thereof, with any person or corporation, public or private, with 
the State of Alabama, any of its various agencies, with any political 
subdivision of the State of Alabama, or with any combination thereof, for 
events, programs, or series of events or programs, including but not 
limited to, series of football or other athletic games or events, extending 
over the term as the district may deem appropriate; (5) To execute leases 
to the state, its agencies, or subdivisions for a term not exceeding 40 
years at a fixed rental, or for a term not exceeding 99 years provided the 
latter leases shall contain a clause or clauses for readjustment of the 
rentals upon the expiration of a primary term of 40 years; (6) To 
borrow, with the approval of the state Department of Finance, from any 
person or corporation using or renting any of the facilities hereinbefore 
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described the sums as shall have been determined by the state Depart- 
ment of Finance necessary to improve any of the aforesaid facilities 
according to plans and specifications approved by the state Department of 
Finance and to erect and construct the improvements, and enter into an 
agreement that the aforesaid loan or loans shall be liquidated by 
deducting from the rentals, payable for the use of the facilities so leased,

In addition, any member of the board 
shall be deemed to have resigned his or her board membership upon 
acceptance of any nonelective office or employment with any local, 
municipal, county, state, or federal governmental body, or upon 
qualifying as a candidate for any elective office. Each member shall 
receive a per diem of fifty dollars ($50) while in attendance of board 
meetings or on business of the board directed by the board and shall be 
reimbursed for actual travel expenses incurred in connection therewith.

SJR 134. CREATING A JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
ON COMMUNITY PUNISHMENT AND CORRECTIONS. 


WHEREAS, overcrowding of state prisons and local jails in the 
State of Alabama continues to be a serious problem affecting state 
corrections policy, local courts, and entire communities; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Alabama has borrowed more than one 
hundred thirty million dollars ($130,000,000) during the decade of the 
1980s for construction of major prisons; the state prison population has 
doubled in Alabama during the last 10 years, increasing at approximately 
100 inmates per month; the state prison population currently stands at 
approximately 17,000 inmates, while more than 1,400 state inmates are 
currently being housed in county jails; Alabama’s incarceration rate 
remains one of the highest in the United States of America and currently 
stands at 370 inmates per 100,000 Alabama citizens; and the average 
length of stay in an Alabama prison is 2.9 years, which is more than 
twice the national average; and 


WHEREAS, during the 1980s, expenditures on corrections from 
the State General Fund increased 394 percent while the amount in the 
State General Fund grew only 187 percent during that same time period; 
and 


WHEREAS, a critical need exists to establish and implement 
model community-based punishment programs that would offer the state 
judiciary a wider range of intermediate punishment options for 
non-violent property crime offenders, while assuring public safety and 
reducing prison and jail overcrowding; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has taken a leading role 
in addressing this critical problem through the enactment of the Commu- 
nity Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991; and 


WHEREAS, The Sentencing Institute, a private, non-profit corpo- 
ration established on March 18, 1991, serves as a center for the devel- 
opment and coordination of criminal sentencing policy and reform in 
Alabama; and has the goal of devising punishment programs for 
non-violent criminal offenders which are effective, cost efficient, and 
affordable; and 
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WHEREAS, The Sentencing Institute, in conjunction with local 
judges, district attorneys, county commissioners, sheriffs, the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, and the Board of Pardons and Paroles, has 
undertaken the development of comprehensive model community punish- 
ment programs in approximately 14 judicial circuits throughout the state; 
and 


WHEREAS, the goals of each community punishment program 
under development by The Sentencing Institute are to: 


1. Divert eligible non-violent, property crime offenders to local 
programs which are much less costly than state incarceration, therefore 
making available state prison beds for violent offenders. 


2. Emphasize short-term incarceration, work, remedial education, 
job-skills training, as well as training in job-seeking, restitution to the 
victim, addiction education and treatment, and assimilation back into the 
community. 


3. Provide judicial, prosecutorial, and criminal justice system ed- 
ucation and training. 


4. Require diverted offenders to pay for a portion of the cost of 
the program. 


5. Move offenders from a community facility to an intensively 
supervised program within approximately four months of sentencing; 
now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is created a 
joint legislative committee to provide for the general oversight of the 
development, implementation, and evaluation of community punishment 
and corrections programs throughout the state pursuant to the provisions 
of the Community Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991. The com- 
mittee shall be composed of six members of each house, to be appointed 
by the presiding officer of each house. The chair and vice chair of the 
committee shall be elected at the first meeting by the members of the 
committee. 


Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide the clerical assistance necessary for the 
committee’s work. The committee shall report its findings, conclusions, 
and recommendations to the Legislature not later than the fifth legislative 
day of each Regular Session. Each member of the committee shail be 
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entitled to his or her regular legislative compensation, his or her per 
diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends a meeting of 
the committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the 
use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative compensa- 
tion or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member is 
being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
State business. The total expenditures of the committee shall not exceed 
$5,000 per year. The committee shall have subpoena power. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That it is the understanding of 
the Legislature of Alabama that The Sentencing Institute is currently 
completing the development of approximately 14 comprehensive model 
community punishment programs which it expects to conclude not later 
than April 30, 1992, and will report such to the Joint Committee on 
Community Punishment and Corrections. 


Upon completion, The Sentencing Institute will coordinate the 
implementation and evaluation of such programs pursuant to the 
provisions of the Community Punishment and Corrections Act of 1991, 
Act No. 91-441, a project to be completed not later than September 30, 
1993. The Sentencing Institute will also provide for the judicial, 
prosecutorial, and criminal justice system education and training regard- 
ing such programs. 


The Legislature of Alabama further understands that The 
Sentencing Institute will report quarterly to the Joint Committee on 
Community Punishment and Corrections concerning the status of 
program development, implementation, and evaluation, the number of 
offenders diverted from state incarceration, and the status of new 
program development. 


BE IT RESOLVED FURTHER, That it is the intent of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama that each agency and department of the criminal 
justice system of the State of Alabama provide necessary and timely 
cooperation to The Sentencing Institute in the development of a five-year 
Strategic Plan on the Criminal Justice System of Alabama to be 
completed not later than 30 days prior to the 1993 Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama.

1993, a computerized advisement system for students which shall include 
comprehensive undergraduate program and course information for all 
two- and four-year institutions of higher education. All two-year and 
four-year institutions in the state must participate in this system and the 
system must _be operational by September 1995. This system shall 
ensure students at each two-year institution, accredited by the Southern 


Association’s Commission on Colleges, the opportunity to enter into a 
contract with a four-year institution guaranteeing the transfer of credit 
earned for courses taken at the two-year institution pursuant to the terms 
of the contract provided the student is admitted to such four-year institu- 


tion. Under this contract, all agreed upon credits transferred from a 
two-year institution to a four-year institution shall be treated by the 
four-year institution as if they were earned at the four-year institution. 


Information regarding this advisement and contracting program shall be 
included in the official catalog of each institution of higher education. 


"In addition, there is created an articulation committee which shall 
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consist of ten members composed _as follows: two representing the 
state’s regional universities, three representing the state’s two-year 


colleges (ONE OF WHOM SHALL BE BLACK), one representing each 
of the following: Auburn University, the University of Alabama System, 
the University of South Alabama, Alabama State University, and 
Alabama A&M University, and the Executive Director of the Alabama 

Ommission on Higher Education shall serve as a nonvoting member. 
The presidents of the state’s regional universities will select the two 
representatives of these institutions on the committee. The State Board 
of Education shall select the representatives of the state’s two-year 
colleges on the committee. The Chancellor of the University of Alabama 
System and the Presidents of Auburn University, the University of South 
Alabama, Alabama State University, and Alabama A&M University will 
select the representative of these institutions on the committee. It is the 
intent of the Legislature that women be represented on the committee. 
This committee shall develop no later than September 1, 1996, a 
statewide general studies curriculum to be taken during the freshman 
and sophomore years at all colleges and universities. 

"This committee shall also develop and adopt no later than 
September 1, 1997, for the freshman and sophomore year, a statewide 
articulation agreement for the transfer of credit among all public 
institutions of higher education (as well as a determination for the appro- 
priate year that all credit courses shall be offered). Under this articula- 
tion agreement, all applicable credits transferred from a two-year institu- 
tion to a four-year institution shall be treated by the four-year institution 
as if they were earned at the four-year institution. The committee shall 
further examine the need for a uniform course numbering system, 


course titles, and descriptions. 


"A four-fifths vote of the entire voting membership of the commit- 
tee will be required for the adoption of the articulation agreement. Upon 
adoption of the articulation agreement, this committee shall continue its 
duty and authority prescribed herein, The committee shall meet _at least 


annually, or at other times as convened by the chair. The committee 
shall elect a chair from its membership. 


"In case of problems in the administration or interpretation of the 
articulation agreement in the two-year institutions, the State Board of 
Education shali present the problem to the articulation committee for 
resolution. In case of problems in the administration of the articulation 
agreement in the four-year institution, the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education shall present the problem to the articulation committee 
for resolution. The decision of the committee shall be final and binding.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 229 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 16-5-8, 16-5-9, and 16-5-10, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the Alabama Commission Higher Education, so as to 
provide for a uniform articulation agreement among all institutions of 
higher education; an examination for rising juniors and students 
receiving certificates, diplomas or degrees from two-year institutions; a 
remedial education program; guidelines for new construction; program 
viability standards; a moratorium on new institutions of higher education 
or new branches of existing institutions of higher education; and a mech- 
anism whereby the commission will not recommend budgets which 
violate these facility guidelines. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 16-5-8, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows:

"(a) The commission on higher education is authorized to review 
periodically all new and existing programs and units of instruction, 
research, and public service funded by state appropriations at the state 
universities and colleges and to share with the appropriate governing 
board, through the president of the institution, and state Legislature, its 
recommendations. 


"(b) The commission shall seek through the use of advisory 
committees to study needless duplication of education, research, or 
service programs and programs which are not adequately provided in the 
state, and shall make findings and recommendations to the institutions, 
the governor, and the Legislature that would strengthen the total program 
of higher education in the state.

"(d) The commission shall have the authority to authorize and 
regulate off-campus offerings, new or existing. An exception to this 
off-campus authority is provided for the branch campuses of universities 
or branch campuses of junior colleges in existence at the time of passage 
of this chapter whose fall 1978 registrations exceeded 500 class 
enrollments and branch campuses of universities operating prior to 1960.

"(e) In order to facilitate the development of a statewide articula- 
tion agreement, the Alabama Commission on Higher Education and the 
state Board of Education shall jointly develop or select by January 1, 
1993, a computerized advisement system for students which shall include 
comprehensive undergraduate program and course information for all 
two-year and four-year institutions of higher education. All two-year and 
our-year institutions in the state must participate in this system and the 


system must be operational by September 1995. This system shall 
ensure students at each two-year institution, accredited by the Southern 


Association’s Commission on Colleges, the opportunity to enter into a 
contract with a four-year institution guaranteeing the transfer of credit 
earned for courses taken at the two-year institution pursuant to the terms 
of the contract provided the student is admitted to such four-year institu- 


tion. Under this contract, all agreed upon credits transferred from a 
two-year institution to a four-year institution shall be treated by the 
four-year institution as if they were earned at the four-year institution. 
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Information regarding this advisement and contracting program shall be 

included in the official catalog of each institution of higher education. 
"In addition, there is created an articulation committee which shall 

consist of ten members composed _as follows: two representing the 


State’s regional universities, three representing the state’s two-year 
colleges (ONE OF WHOM SHALL BE BLACK), one representing each 
of the following: Auburn University, the University of Alabama System 
the University of South Alabama, Alabama State University, and 
Alabama A&M University, and the Executive Director of the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education shall serve as a nonvoting member. 
"Unless provided by the governing board of the respective 


institution, the representatives to the articulation committee shall be 
selected in the following manner: The presidents of the state’s regional 
universities shall select the two representatives of these institutions on 
the committee. The State Board of Education shall select the 
representatives of the state’s two-year colleges on the committee. The 
Chancellor of the University of Alabama System and the Presidents of 
Auburn University, the University of South Alabama, Alabama State 
University, and Alabama A&M _ University shall each _select_ the 
representative of their institutions on the committee. It is the intent o: 
the Legislature that women be represented on the committee. This 


committee shall develop no later than September 1, 1996, a statewide 
general studies curriculum to be taken during the freshman and sopho- 


more years at all colleges and universities. Nothing herein shall be 
interpreted as restricting any institution from requiring additional general 
studies courses beyond the statewide general studies curriculum. 


"This committee shall also develop and adopt no later than 
September 1, 1997, for the freshman and sophomore year, a statewide 
articulation agreement for the transfer _of credit among all public 
institutions of higher education. Under this articulation agreement, all 
applicable credits transferred from a two-year institution to a four-year 
institution shall be treated by the four-year institution as if they were 


earned at the four-year institution. The committee shall further examine 
the need for a uniform course numbering system, course titles, and 


descriptions. 


"A four-fifths vote of the entire voting membership of the commit- 
tee will be required for the adoption of the articulation agreement. Upon 
adoption of the articulation agreement, this committee shall continue its 
duty and authority prescribed herein. The committee shall meet at least 
annually, or at other times as convened by the chair. The committee 
shall elect annually a chair from its membership. Chairmanship of the 
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committee shall rotate annually between a representative of the four-year 
institutions and representatives of two-year institutions. 

"In case of problems in the administration or interpretation of the 
articulation agreement in the two-year institutions, the State Board of 
Education shall present the problem to the articulation committee for 
resolution. In case of problems in the administration of the articulation 
agreement _in_ the four-year institution, the Alabama Commission on 


Higher Education shall present the problem to the articulation committee 
for resolution. The decision of the committee shall be final and binding. 
"The budget recommendation of the commission shall not include 
an appropriation for institutions of higher education violating the 
stipulations of this section. 
"(f) The State Board of Education, on behalf of the two-year 
institutions and each four-year institution, shall develop an examination 


or academic programs only for rising juniors and, in the case of the 

two-year institutions, for students completing all the requirements for an 

associate degree. The sole purpose of the examination shall be to identi- 
and cause to be develo and institutional plan to improve the quali 


of instruction in the identified general studies curriculum. The examina- 
tion so developed shall cover the subject areas identified as basic general 
studies curricula content. Examinations developed by the individual 
institution shall be administered by the institution after the test has been 
developed by the institution and mutually agreed upon by the institution 


and the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. Upon implementa- 
tion of the examinations by the various institutions, an annual report of 
the analysis of the results of the examinations shall be submitted by each 
governing board to the Alabama Commission on Higher Education and 
the Legislature. 

"(g) In those situations where any public two-year and four-year 
institution determines remedial education is necessary for the advance- 
ment of certain students, that institution shall provide quality remedial 
education in a_ cost-effective manner. Each public two-year and 
four-year institution shall report annually to the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education the remedial credit hours produced. 

"(h) (1) The Alabama Commission on Higher Education, jointly 
with the Council of College and University Presidents in the case of 
our-year institutions, and jointly with the State Board of Education in 
the case of two-year institutions shall, by February 1994, develop 
guidelines which shall be met before approval of new construction 
projects, including substantial expansion of existing facilities or the 
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acquisition of existing facilities by purchase, or lease, other than lease 
renewal, by public institutions oF higher education. Facilities funded 
from sources other than the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, 
the Alabama General Fund, or an Alabama Public School and College 
Authority Board issue are exempt from these guidelines. If the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education, jointly with the Council of Colleges 
and University Presidents in the case of the four-year institutions, and 
jointly with the State Board of Education in the case of the two-year 
institutions, determines that the projects and acquisitions do not meet the 
idelines, those projects and acquisitions shall not be recommended for 
finding in the budget recommendation of the Alabama Commission 
Higher Education. In the event that any party to the above determination 
believes that the guidelines have been violated, that party may then notify 

the Legislature of said violation. 
"(2)_ Notwithstanding the foregoing, those institutions for which 


corrective action to upgrade physical facilities has been ordered by a 
federal court, including the cases of Knight et al. vs. Alabama and Lee 
vs. Macon, are exempt from these guidelines; provided, however, in 
cases_where projects are funded solely from tuition and fees, such 


rojects shall be reported to the Alabama Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion. If the Alabama Commission on Higher Education believes that said 
rojects are in violation of the guidelines, it shall notify the Legislature 
of its objections by the tenth legislative day of the next regular or special 
session of the Legislature. If the Legislature fails to concur with the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education by the passage of a law 


rohibiting said project prior to the end of said session, the decision of 
the governing board of the institution shall be final. 


"(i) The Alabama Commission on Higher Education, jointly with 
the Council of College and University Presidents in the case of four-year 
institutions, and jointly with the State Board of Education in the case of 
two-year institutions, shall, by Februa 1994, develo roposed 

rogram viability standards, which take into account the missions ri the 
individual institutions, for the evaluation of existing programs of instruc- 
tion at all public institutions of higher education. Upon development of 
said proposed program viability standards as set out above, the proposed 
program viability standards shall be voted upon and adopted by the 
boards of trustees of the public colleges and universities, except in 
Situations in which variances from said standards are deemed to be 


necessary. In those instances, the board of trustees shall negotiate such 
variances with the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. In the 


event that no settlement regarding such variances can be reached, the 
Legislature shall be notified that the institution does not meet program 
viability standards. 
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"{e} (j) Nothing in this or any section, however, shall be con- 
Sstrued to prohibit any institution of higher education in this state from 
seeking and securing by separate bill the approval of the Legislature for 
any new unit or program of instruction, research or public service 
denied approval by the commission, in which case the action of the 
Legislature, when approved by the governor or otherwise upon becoming 
law, is final. 


"® (k) Colleges and universities conducting off-campus offer- 
ings on military reservations are exempt from the commission’s 
regulatory review and approval authority for those offerings on the 
military reservation.” 


Section 2. Section 16-5-9, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


"§16-5-9. 


"(a) The governing boards of the public institutions of higher 
education shall submit to the commission through their appropriate 
administrative officers, not later than 90 days prior to each legislative 
session, its budget proposals for the operation and capital needs of the 
institution under its governance or supervision. 


"(b) The commission shall receive, evaluate and coordinate 
budget requests for the public institutions of higher education of this 
state, shall hold open hearings on the budget requests of the separate 
institutions and shall present to each institution and to the governor and 
the Legislature, a single unified budget report containing budget 
recommendations for separate appropriations to each of the institutions. 
The consolidated budget and analysis of the commission shall be 
accompanied by the original requests and their justifications as submitted 
by each institution. The recommendations of the commission shall be 
derived directly from its assessment of the actual funding needs of each 
of the universities, as presented to it by the presidents, which assessment 
may include, but shall not be limited to, derived conclusions that may be 
based upon standard techniques of objective measurement, need and unit 
cost figures arrived at through the use of comparative and verified data 
secured from the various institutions, applied in an impartial and 
objective manner, and comparison shall be made not only between 
similar functions of institutions in Alabama but also between Alabama 
institutions and similar functions of institutions located in other states., 

Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit any 
institutions of higher education in this state from submitting any matter 
pertaining to the financial operation and needs of said institution to the 
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Legislature or to the governor at any time. Consistent with the provisions 
of Section 16-5-8(h) as set out above, funding for the acquisition, opera- 
tion, and maintenance of facilities which do not meet the established 


idelines shall not be recommended for funding in the commission’s 
unified budget recommendation. 


"“(C)_There_is hereby established, and the commission shall 
enforce, a moratorium on new public institutions of higher education or 
new branches of existing public institutions of higher education for a

"(5) To develop and publish criteria which may be used by the 
Legislature as a basis: 


"a. for changing the classification of any public institution of 
higher education; and 


"b. for determining the need for new public junior colleges, 
public senior colleges, universities or university systems. 


“Any proposed statute which would establish an additional institu- 
tion of higher education may be submitted, either prior to introduction 


or by the standing committee considering same the proposal, to the 
commission for its opinion as to the need ec lie cute iuaetors Wexler, 
and the commission shall report its findings to the governor and the 
Legislature.

seniority in years of operation in the service area. When making 
recommendations for the elimination of duplication of educationally 
unnecessary programs, absent justifiable reasons to the contrary, the 
commission shall recommend the replacement of such programs and/or 
services with programs and/or services that will strengthen and enhance 
the role of the institution affected. 


"€Q (8) To hear applications from the institutions for changes in 
classification or role and scope and to recommend to the Legislature for 
clarification such classifications in role or scope which may not be 
agreed to by the governing board of any institution. 


"@) (9) To make continuing studies, on its own initiative or upon 
the request of the governor or the Legislature, of the financial needs of 
public higher education and issue such reports to the governor and the 
Legislature as may result from its studies. 


"49 (10) To submit to the governor and the Legislature on or be- 
fore the first day in January of each year a written report covering the 
activities of the commission and the state of higher education in 
Alabama. The report shall include: 


"a. Statements of the nature, progress or result of any studies 
undertaken or completed during the past fiscal year;. 


"b. Comments upon major developments, trends, new policies, 
budgets and financial considerations which, in the judgment of the 
commission will be useful in planning a sound program of higher 
education;-and. 


"c. Recommendations respecting postsecondary—education higher 
education in this state as may be appropriate. 


"€l0} (11) To make rules and regulations for its meetings, 
procedures and execution of the powers and duties delegated to it by this 
chapter. 


"ily (12) To encourage the establishment and development of 
formal consortia for the advancement of higher education comprised of 
institutions of higher education in the state. 


"€42} (13) To conduct a program of public information in order 
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to inform citizens of the state of matters of importance to higher educa- 
tion in ‘ 


"€43} (14) To serve as the state agency for the administration of 
those titles of the Higher Education Act of 1965 (Public Law 89-329), as 
amended, for those programs requiring a single state agency for which 
the commission qualifies, unless otherwise designated by executive 
order. 


"€44} (15) To authorize and regulate instructional programs or 
units offered by non-Alabama institutions of postsecondary education in 
the state of Alabama. No institution of postsecondary education located 
outside of Alabama may offer units or programs of instruction within 
Alabama without prior approval of the commission. The commission 
under its rulemaking authority shall establish criteria for the approval of 
such institutions and programs. 


"(45} (16) The powers and duties of the commission shall apply 
equally to all postsecondary institutions regardless of any authority that 
may be, or has been, conferred upon them by the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, or by statutes.” 


Section 4. Nothing in this act shall be interpreted or used in 
any way to discourage or impede the efforts or abilities of the historically 
black institutions or their officials to carry out the mandates and 
objectives of federal court decrees and to provide equal access for all 
citizens of Alabama to full benefits of higher education. 


Section 5. It is the intent of the Legislature that all two-year and 
four-year institutions of higher education in the state comply with the 
intent of this act and the guidelines developed pursuant to it (unless 
otherwise exempted by this act). In the event of noncompliance by any 
institution governed by a board of trustees established by the Constitution 
no other two-year or four-year institution shall be required to comply. 
The Alabama Commission on Higher Education shall notify the 
Legislative Council, the governing body of each four-year institution, 
and the State Board of Education within 30 days of any failure to comply 
with this act or guidelines. 


Section 6. Pursuant to Sections 16-5-7 and 16-5-8 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, the Alabama Commission on Higher Education shall 
make regular reports to the Legislature regarding the implementation of 
this act. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
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of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. _ All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 9. This act shall be implemented only if the 
constitutional amendment proposed by House Bill 252 of the 1992 
Regular Session has been ratified by the people and proclaimed by the 
governor as required by law. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

To establish the Alabama Insurance Board to negotiate group 
health insurance coverage for all residents and their dependents of the 
State of Alabama who wish to acquire it and to make an appropriation. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. As used in this act, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 


(1) BOARD. The Alabama Insurance Board created pursuant to 
this act. 


(2) INSURED. Any resident of the State of Alabama who elects 
to be covered by the group health coverage insurance policy negotiated 
by the Alabama Insurance Board, regardless of eligibility for any other 
group or individual health insurance coverage. 


Section 2. (a) The Alabama Insurance Board is established and 
shail consist of 11 members appointed as follows: 


(1) Three members of the Alabama Senate appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor. 


(2) Three members of the Alabama House of Representatives 
appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 


(3) Two members appointed by the Governor. 
(4) One member appointed by the Attorney General. 


(5) One member appointed by the Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Insurance. 


(6) One member appointed by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Retirement Systems of Alabama. 


(b) Members of the board shall serve terms of five years. In 
order that the appointments be staggered, two members shall serve initial 
terms of six years; two members shall serve initial terms of two years; 
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two members shall serve initial terms of three years; two members shall 
serve initial terms of four years; and the remaining three members shall 
serve initial terms of five years. The initial terms shall be determined by 
lot. Thereafter, their successors shall be appointed to serve full five-year 
terms. 


(c) Members shall not receive compensation, but shall be 
reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in the performance of their 
duties. The Department of Insurance shall provide any clerical or tech- 
nical assistance needed by the board. 


Section 3. The board may negotiate for and establish a health 
insurance plan for residents of the State of Alabama. The board shall 
adopt and promulgate rules and regulations for the administration of the 
plan, subject to any limitations contained in this act. The plan may 
provide for group hospitalization, surgical, and medical insurance. 


Section 4, (a) The board shall execute a contract to provide the 
benefits under the plan of health insurance coverage. 


(b) Before entering into any contract, the board may seek com- 
petitive bids from all qualified insurers who may wish to offer plans for 
the health insurance coverage desired. The board may award the 
contract on a competitive basis as determined by the benefits afforded, 
the costs to be incurred by the resident insured, the experience of the 
offering company or agency in the group health insurance field, and its 
facilities for the handling of claims. In evaluating these factors, the 
board may employ the services of impartial professional insurance 
analysts or actuaries. 


(c) The contract executed by the board with the selected carrier 
shall be a contract to cover all residents of the state, regardless of eligi- 
bility for coverage under any other group plan. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, insurance carriers shall not be prohibited from soliciting 
additional health and other types of insurance coverage with state 
residents. 


(d) The board may authorize the carrier with whom the primary 
contract is executed to reinsure portions of the contract with other 
carriers which elect to be a reinsurer and who are legally qualified to 
enter into a reinsurance agreement under the laws of this state. 


(e) Each insured who is covered under the contract shall receive 
a certificate setting forth the benefits to which the resident and his or her 
dependents are entitled, to whom benefits shall be payable, to whom 
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claims shall be submitted, and a summary of the provisions of the 
contract as they affect the resident and his or her dependents. 


Section 5. (a) The board shall require that the cost of any 
insurance benefit plan provided under this act shall be paid by the in- 
sured. 


(b) Each insured shall be entitled to have his or her spouse and 
dependent children, included in the provided coverage upon agreeing to 
pay the costs of the dependent coverage. 


(c) Any insured may have a portion of the costs or all costs of 
participating in the plan paid by his or her employer, if the employer is 
a "small business” as defined in Section 25-10-3(1) of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. The cost of dependent coverage may be paid by the 
small business employer. This subsection shall not be construed as 
mandating that a small business employer pay a portion or all of any 
costs of coverage. 


Section 6. Any benefits payable under the plan adopted may be 
paid either directly to the attending physician, hospital, medical group, 
or others furnishing the service upon which the claim is based or to the 
insured resident upon presentation of valid bills for the services, subject 
to any regulations designed to facilitate payment as may be promulgated 
by the board. 


Section 7. For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1992, there 
is appropriated the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) from the State 
General Fund to the board for any and all expenses incurred pursuant to 
executing this act. Any unexpended portion of the appropriation shall 
not at the end of the fiscal year revert to the State General Fund, but 
shall be carried forward to the succeeding fiscal year or years until 
expended. 


Section 8. The Alabama Insurance Board shall promulgate such 
rules and regulations as may be required for the effective administration 
of this act. The board shall by regulation determine which medical 
benefits shall be included within the coverage. The benefits shall 
include, but not be limited to, prescribed drugs, medicines, prosthetic 
appliances, hospital inpatient and outpatient service benefits and medical 
expenses indemnity benefits. The benefits shall not include: 


(1) Expenses incurred by or on account of an insured or his or 
her dependent prior to the effective date of the plan. 


(2) Hearing aids. 
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(3) Cosmetic surgery or treatment, except to the extent necessary 
for correction of damages caused by accidental injury while covered by 
the plan or as a direct result of a disease covered by the plan. 


(4) Services received in a hospital owned or operated by the 
United States government for which no charge is made. 


(5) Services received for injury or sickness due to war or any act 
of war, whether declared or undeclared, which war or act of war shall 
have occurred after the effective date of this plan. 


(6) Expenses for which the individual is not required to make 
payment. 


(7) Such other expenses as may be excluded by regulations of the 
board. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a 
part thereof when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting 
thereon and in accordance with Sections 284, 285, and 287 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Upon the approval by a majority of the qualified electors of the 
state voting on the amendment of this Constitution that was proposed by 
the Act of the Legislature that was introduced during the 1992 Regular 
Session thereof as House Bill 239, the provisions of this amendment 
hereinafter set forth shall become effective immediately. 


(a) It is proposed that Section 229, as amended by Amendment 
27, be amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 229. 


The Legislature shall pass no special act conferring corporate 
powers, but it shall pass general laws under which corporations may be 
organized and corporate powers obtained, subject, nevertheless, to repeal 
at the will of the legislature; and shall pass general laws under which 
charters may be altered or amended. The legislature may, by general 
laws, provide for the payment to the state of Alabama of a franchise tax 
by corporations organized under the laws of this state. The charter of 
any corporation shall be subject to amendment, alteration, or repeal 
under general laws. 


(b) It is proposed that Section 232, as amended by Amendment 
473, be amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 232. 


No foreign corporation shall do business in this state without 
having at least one known place of business and an authorized agent or 
agents therein, and without filing with the secretary of state a certified 
copy of its articles of incorporation or association. Any foreign 
corporation, whether or not such corporation has qualified to do business 
in this state by filing with the secretary of state a certified copy of its 
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articles of incorporation or association, may be sued only in those 
counties where such suit would be allowed if the said foreign corporation 
were a domestic corporation. The Legislature may, by general law, 
provide for the payment to the state of Alabama of a franchise tax by 
such corporation. 


(c) It is proposed that Amendment 25 be amended to read as 
follows: 


Amendment No. 25 
INCOME TAXES. 


Article XXII. The legislature shall have the power to levy and 
collect taxes for state purposes on incomes from whatever source derived 
and to designate and define the incomes to be taxed, which may be based 
upon federal income tax rules as in effect from time to time, and to fix 
the rates of taxes, provided that the rate shall not exceed 5 percent on 
individuals nor 6.0 percent on corporations. Income shall not be 
deemed property for purposes of ad valorem taxes. The net revenue 
from the income tax, after reimbursement of revenue lost to the several 
funds of the state for the homestead tax exemption, shall be placed in the 
State treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund. 


(d) It is proposed that Section 217, as amended by Amendment 
373, be amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 217. 


(a) On and after October 1, 1992, all taxable property within this 
State, not exempt by law, shall be divided into the following classes for 
the purposes of ad valorem taxation: 


Class I. _—_Alll private passenger automobiles and motor trucks of 
the type commonly known as “pickups” owned and operated by an 
individual for personal or private use and not for hire, rent, or compen- 
sation. 


Class II. All property not otherwise classified. 


Class III. All agricultural, forest and single-family 
owner-occupied residential property, and historic buildings and sites. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state, all tax- 
able property shali be forever taxed at the same rate. On and after 
October 1, 1992, such property shall be assessed for ad valorem tax 
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purposes according to the classes thereof as herein defined at the 
following ratios of assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value 
(except as otherwise provided in subsection (j) hereof) of such property: 


ClassI. 15 per centum. 

Class II. 20 per centum. 

Class II. 10 per centum. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, property that would have been 
classified as Class I property under the law in effect on October 1, 1991, 


shall be assessed at the following ratios to the fair and reasonable market 
value of such property: 


For the taxable 
year beginning: 
October 1, 1992 27.5% 
October 1, 1993 25.0% 
October 1, 1994 22.5% 


October 1, 1995 and thereafter 20.0% 


Provided, further, that in each of the ad valorem tax years begin- 
ning October 1, 1992, 1993, 1994, and 1995, if a written determination 
is made in accordance with legislative act that the amount of the proceeds 
from the levy on public utility property for such year of any county, 
municipal or other local ad valorem tax levied in each county of the 
state, is anticipated to decrease from the amount of such proceeds col- 
lected with respect to such tax for the ad valorem tax year beginning 
October 1, 1991, as a result of the changes in ratio of assessed value to 
fair market value hereinabove provided for public utility property, the 
rate of such tax, to be applied to all taxable property within the jurisdic- 
tion in which such tax is levied, shall, without the necessity for any 
further action or authorization, be increased, as of the beginning of the 
ad valorem tax year in which such determination shall be made from the 
rate of such tax theretofore levied by such additional rate, if any, as shall 
be necessary to approximately recover (as determined pursuant to 
legislative act) the amount of such anticipated decrease in tax proceeds, 
the amount of said increase in rate to be determined in such manner as 
shall be provided by legislative act. Any tax the rate of which shall be 
increased as hereinabove provided shall continue to be levied at such 
increased rate unless (i) further increased as provided in the first 
sentence of this paragraph, or (ii) reduced as otherwise permitted or 
provided by law, so long as the levy of such tax shall continue to be 
authorized by law. 
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The Public Service Commission is hereby directed to recognize 
and factor into the rates allowed public utilities the effect on future ad 
valorem tax liabilities for utilities assessed as Class I property as of 
October 1, 1991. 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, 
municipalities, or other taxing authorities, all taxable property within the 
respective jurisdictions shall be forever taxed at the same rate. On and 
after October 1, 1992, such property shall be assessed for ad valorem 
tax purposes according to the classes of property defined in subsection 
(a) hereof and at the same ratios of assessed value to the fair and reason- 
able market value thereof as fixed in subsection (b) hereof, except as 
otherwise provided in subsection (j) hereof and this subsection (such 
ratios being herein called "assessment ratios”). On and after October 1, 
1979, the governing body of any county, municipality or other taxing 
authority may, subject to criteria established by act of the legislature, at 
any time increase or decrease the assessment ratio applicable to any class 
of taxable property; provided, that any proposed adjustment to an assess- 
ment ratio to be made pursuant to this sentence, whether an increase or 
a decrease shall have been (1) proposed by the governing body of the 
taxing authority after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) thereafter 
approved by an act of the legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a 
majority vote on the proposal at a special election called and held in 
accordance with the law governing special elections. The legislature 
shall enact general laws applicable to all counties, municipalities and 
other taxing authorities regulating and establishing criteria for the 
exercise of the powers granted such taxing authorities to adjust assess- 
ment ratios as hereinabove provided. Such assessment ratios as herein 
authorized may vary among taxing authorities so long as each such 
assessment ratio is uniform within a taxing authority. Any decrease in 
any assessment ratio pursuant to this subsection shall not jeopardize the 
payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by any tax levied by the 
taxing authority decreasing the assessment ratio. Any action authorized 
by this subsection to be taken by a taxing authority, or the governing 
body thereof, shall, other than in the case of a municipality, be taken by 
resolution of the governing body of the county in which such taxing 
authority is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority. 


(d) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state or by any 
county, municipality or other taxing authority, no class of taxable 
property shall have an assessment ratio of less than five per centum nor 
more than 35 per centum. 


(e) A county, municipality or other taxing authority may decrease 
any ad valorem tax rate at any time, provided such decrease shall not 
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jeopardize the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by such tax. 


(f) On and after October 1, 1979, any county, municipality, or 
other taxing authority may at any time increase the rate at which any ad 
valorem tax is levied above the limit otherwise provided in this 
Constitution; provided, that the proposed increase to be made pursuant to 
this subsection shall have been (1) proposed by the governing body of 
the taxing authority after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) thereaf- 
ter approved by an act of the legislature, and (3) subsequently approved 
by a majority vote of the qualified electors residing in the taxing authori- 
ty who vote on the proposal at a special election called and held in accor- 
dance with the law governing special elections. Any adjustments or 
other actions authorized to be made or taken pursuant to this subsection 
and subsection (e) hereof shall be made or taken by resolution of the 
governing body of such taxing authority, or if there is no such governing 
body and in the case of a taxing authority other than a municipality, by 
resolution of the governing body of the county in which such taxing 
authority is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority. The 
provisions of subsections (c), (e) and (f) of this section shall not apply to 
ad valorem taxes levied by the state. 


(g) The legislature is authorized to enact legislation to implement 
the provisions of this section and may provide for exemptions from 
taxation. 


(h) Wherever any constitutional provision or statute provides for, 
limits or measures the power or authority of any county, municipality or 
other taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money or incur indebtedness 
in relation to the assessment of property therein for state taxes or for 
state and county taxes, such provision shall mean as assessed for county 
or municipal taxes, as the case may be. 


(i) Except as otherwise provided in this Constitution, including 
any amendment thereto whenever adopted with respect to taxable 
property located in the city of Mountain Brook, the city of Vestavia 
Hills, or the city of Huntsville, the amount of ad valorem taxes payable 
to the state and to all counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities 
with respect to any item of taxable property described as Class I property 
shall never exceed 1-1/4 percent of the fair and reasonable market value 
of such taxable property in any one ad valorem tax year, such amount 
with respect to any item of Class II property shall never exceed 1-1/2 
percent of the fair and reasonable market value of such taxable property 
in any one ad valorem tax year, and such amount with respect to any 
item of Class III property shall never exceed 1 percent of the fair and 
reasonable market value of such taxable property in any one ad valorem 
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tax year. Whenever the total amount of ad valorem property taxes 
otherwise payable by any taxpayer with respect to any item of taxable 
property shall exceed in any one ad valorem tax year the maximum 
amount of such taxes permitted by this section, such amount of taxes 
shall be reduced by subtracting that amount of tax due that is in excess 
of the amount of tax otherwise permissible under the Constitution. In 
connection with the taxation of any item of taxable property, the amount 
of tax to be subtracted with respect to each authority levying and 
collecting any ad valorem property tax shall be in the same proportion to 
the total amount of tax to be subtracted that the total amount of mills on 
each dollar of taxable property situated in the taxing authority levied by 
such taxing authority bears to the total number of mills on each dollar of 
taxable property situated in the taxing authority levied by all taxing 
authorities with respect to such item of taxable property. Before sending 
to any taxpayer any notice relating to the collection of ad valorem taxes, 
the tax collector in each county shall determine whether any portion of 
the amount of ad valorem property tax otherwise due with respect to any 
item of taxable property shall be subtracted pursuant to the provisions of 
this subsection and shall apportion the amount to be subtracted in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this subsection. 


(j) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, on and 
after October 1, 1978, taxable property defined in subsection (a) hereof 
as Class III property shall, upon application by the owner of such 
property, be assessed at the ratio of assessed value to the current use 
value of such taxable property and not the fair and reasonable market 
value of such property. The legislature may enact laws uniformly appli- 
cable to the state and all counties, municipalities, and other taxing 
authorities establishing criteria and procedures for the determination of 
the current use value of any eligible taxable property and procedures for 
qualifying such property for assessment at its current use value. The 
legislature may also enact laws uniformly applicable to the state and all 
counties, municipalities, and other taxing authorities providing for the ad 
valorem taxation of any taxable property ceasing to qualify for current 
use valuation; provided, however, that any additional tax on taxable 
property ceasing to qualify for current use valuation shall not apply to 
more than the five ad valorem tax years immediately preceding such 
cessation of qualification (including as one such year the year in which 
cessation of qualification occurs). 


(k) The following property shall be exempt from all ad valorem 
taxation: the real and personal property of the state, counties and, 
municipalities, except that the legislature shall have the power to tax or 
authorize the taxation of private use property; real property owned, 
occupied, and used, exclusively for non-profit purposes that are purely 
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religious, educational, or charitable by non-profit organizations as 
described in 26 USC 501 (c)(3) and exempt from federal income tax 
under 26 USC 501 (a); Personal property owned by organizations when 
the property is used exclusively by the owners for non-profit purposes 
which are purely religious, educational, or charitable; the tax assessors 
of the several counties may require evidence as necessary to determine 
that exempt property is used to the extent that an exemption is not 
created where there is no substantial religious, educational, or charitable 
benefit; household and kitchen furniture; all farm tractors and farming 
implements when used exclusively in connection with agricultural 
property; and all stocks of goods, wares, and merchandise. The term 
"private use property” means property legal title to which is held by a 
county or municipality, or an agency or instrumentality thereof, but 
which is used primarily by one or more individuals, partnerships, or 
corporations organized for profit, or any combination thereof. 


(i) All homesteads shall be exempt from state ad valorem tax to 
the extent of at least $2000 of assessed value. 


(m) Notwithstanding subsections (b) and (i), in no event shall any 
taxpayer’s total liability for state, local, and municipal ad valorem taxes 
with respect to all the taxpayer’s property that would have been classified 
in Class I on October 1, 1991, be less than the total liability of such 
taxpayer for ad valorem taxes with respect to all the taxpayer’s property 
that was classified as Class I property under the law in effect on October 
1, 1991, during the tax year beginning October 1, 1991; provided, 
however, that this provision shall not apply to taxable years beginning 
after September 30, 1995. 


(n) Notwithstanding subsections (a) and (b), the Legislature may 
provide for the taxation of intangible property at any rate not exceeding 
$1 per $1000 of the fair and reasonable market value of the intangible 
property and may provide for the exemption of property from such tax 
and may establish the procedure for determining the amount of such tax, 
which exemptions and procedures need not be consistent with the 
exemptions and procedures applicable to the ad valorem taxation of real 
and tangible personal property. Only the state and no county, 
municipality, or other taxing authority may impose any ad valorem tax 
on intangible property. 


(e) The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and 
in accordance with Sections 284, 285 and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 
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Notwithstanding the limitation on the power of the Legislature to 
levy state property taxes at rates in excess of those provided for in 
Section 214 of this Constitution, the Legislature may levy, in addition to 
all other taxes presently levied on the value of the taxable property within 
this state, for the tax years beginning after September 30, 1992, a 
special ad valorem property tax at a rate not exceeding twenty-five 
one-hundredths of one percent on the value of the taxable property 
within this state. The proceeds arising from the levy herein authorized 
shall be used or expended only for the purposes set forth in Section 2 of 
the Act of the Legislature of Alabama that was introduced at the 1992 
Regular Session thereof as House Bill 248. It is hereby expressly pro- 
vided (a) that the validity and efficacy of the aforesaid act of the Legisla- 
ture is hereby ratified and confirmed, and (b) that the proportionate 
allocations and continuing appropriations made for the purposes set out 
in the aforesaid section 2 of said act, or in any codification of said 
section that may hereafter be made, may not be altered or amended 
except upon the enactment of an act of the Legislature approved through 
the favorable vote of three-fifths of all the members of each house of the 
Legislature and approved by the Governor and (c) that the rate of the tax 
authorized herein may be reduced at any time by an act of the Legisla- 
ture. 


(f) The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and 
in accordance with Section 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


Section A 


Sub-section (1). The Legislature shall not make any absolute, 
supplemental or conditional base appropriation from any state fund in the 
State treasury for any fiscal year in any amount that exceeds the total 
revenue deposited into that fund for the fiscal year (the base year) that 
ended one year prior to the commencement of the fiscal year for which 
the appropriation is being made, excluding any federal funds, and with 
the exception of the provisions of sub-sections (2) and (3) herein. It is 
hereby expressly provided, however, that the Governor of the State may 
call the Legislature into special session during which session the Legisla- 
ture may make supplemental appropriations from a state fund, but only 
to the extent that revenue was deposited into said fund for the fiscal year 
that ended prior to the year for which such supplemental appropriation is 
made. In the event that an unencumbered and unexpended balance is 
carried forward from the previous fiscal year in any state fund, the 
Legislature may make supplemental appropriations, in addition to any 
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other appropriations from said state fund, but only to the extent that 
revenue was deposited into said fund for the fiscal year that ended prior 
to the year for which such supplemental appropriation is made. 


Sub-section (2). Provided further, however, the Legislature may 
appropriate funds from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for 
the following fiscal years as provided herein: 


(a) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1993, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1991 plus six and three-tenths (6.3%) percent growth 
over that amount. 


(b) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1994, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1992 plus five (5%) percent growth over that amount. 


(c) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1993 plus four (4%) percent growth over that amount. 


(d) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1994 plus three (3%) percent growth over that amount. 


(e) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1995 plus two (2%) percent growth over that amount. 


(f) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1998, and each 
fiscal year thereafter, the Legislature shall appropriate funds from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund as provided in Section A, 
Sub-section (1) of this Amendment. 


Sub-section (3). Provided further, however, the Legislature may 
appropriate funds from the State General Fund for the following fiscal 
years as provided herein: 


(a) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1993, the Legisla- 
ture may appropriate an amount up to the total revenue deposited into the 
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State General Fund for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1991 plus 
five-tenths (.5%) percent growth over that amount. 


(b) For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1994, and each 
fiscal year thereafter, the Legislature shall appropriate funds from the 
State General Fund as provided in Section A, Sub-section (1) of this 
amendment. 


Sub-section (4). It is expressly provided, however, that the fore- 
going shall not preclude the Legislature from also appropriating the 
estimated future revenue that will be realized by a revenue generating 
measure enacted by the Legislature during any session. The Legislature 
may appropriate the estimated revenue generated by such measures until 
such time as revenue generated by that measure for a full fiscal year has 
been deposited into the receipts of the appropriate state fund for the base 
year. 


Sub-section (5). The provisions of Section A of this amendment 
shall become effective for any appropriation made for the first full fiscal 
year after ratification of said amendment. 


Section B 


Sub-section (1). The following words and phrases, whenever 
used in this amendment, shall have the following respective meanings: 


"Basic appropriations” means, with respect to any regular session 
of the Legislature, such appropriations as the Legislature may deem 
appropriate for the expenditures by the state during the ensuing budget 
period for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative and judicial 
departments of the state, for payment of the public debt, and for public 
education (excluding, however, any item within the scope of the forego- 
ing that is at the time provided for by a continuing appropriation or 
otherwise). 


Sub-section (2). Beginning January 1, 1993, thirty days prior to 
the beginning of the regular session of the Legislature, the Governor 
shall present his proposed bills making basic appropriations from the 
State General Fund and/or from other state funds (with the exception of 
state funds earmarked for educational purposes), along with any 
proposed bills raising revenue necessary to fund all of the Governor’s 
proposed appropriations, to the Clerk of the House of Representatives. 
At the same time, the Governor shall present his proposed bills making 
basic appropriations from the public school fund and/or from the special 
educational trust fund and/or from any other funds heretofore or here- 
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after earmarked for educational purposes, to the Secretary of the Senate. 
Thirty days prior to the beginning of the 1994 regular session, the 
Governor shall present his proposed bills making basic appropriations 
from the public school fund and/or the special educational trust fund 
and/or from any other funds heretofore or hereafter earmarked for 
educational purposes, along with any proposed bills raising revenue 
necessary to fund all of the Governor’s proposed appropriations, to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives and at the same time the Governor 
shall present his proposed bills making basic appropriations from the 
State General Fund and/or from any other state funds (with the exception 
of state funds earmarked for educational purposes), to the Secretary of 
the Senate and such alternating presentation of the proposed 
appropriation and revenue bills by the Governor to the Legislature thirty 
days prior to the commencement of each annual regular session of the 
Legislature shall continue thereafter. 


Sub-section (3). On or before the ninth legislative day of the 
regular session, the House of Representatives and the Senate shall con- 
sider and vote upon the respective basic appropriation bills introduced in 
each house and transmit the bills so passed to the other house of the 
Legislature for consideration. If either house shall fail to meet the 
aforementioned deadline, that house shall have two legislative days in 
which to fulfill its mandate. Said house shall not consider any business, 
other than necessary operating procedures of that house, within that two 
day grace period until such time as said house considers and votes upon 
the respective basic appropriation bills pending in that house. 


Sub-section (4). On or before the eighteenth legislative day, the 
House of Representatives and the Senate shall consider and vote upon the 
respective appropriation bills transmitted to them by the other house. If 
either house shall fail to meet the aforementioned deadline, that house 
shall have one legislative day in which to fulfill its mandate and that 
house shall not consider any business, other than necessary operating 
procedures of that house, within that one day grace period until such 
time as said house considers and votes upon the respective basic appro- 
priation bills pending in that house. 


Sub-section (5). If an appropriation bill is passed in a different 
form by the second legislative house, it is to be returned to the 
originating house and acted upon by that house in the same manner as 
other such bills are acted upon. If a basic appropriation bill is referred 
to a conference committee to resolve differences between the two houses, 
that conference committee shall return its report to both houses of the 
Legislature. That report shall be made available to all members of the 
Legislature and may not be voted upon by either house of the Legislature 
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within twenty-four hours from such time as the conference committee 
has returned its report. The conference committee report shall be acted 
upon by both houses of the Legislature and shall be forwarded to the 
Governor by the twentieth legislative day. 


Sub-section (6). Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 125 of 
the Alabama Constitution of 1901, the Governor shall sign, amend, 
line-item veto or veto said basic appropriation bills and shall return, 
when necessary, such bills to the Legislature by the twenty-eighth 
legislative day. If the Governor fails to return the basic appropriation 
bills by the twenty-eighth legislative day, said appropriation bill shall 
become law without his or her signature and said bill may not then be 
amended or vetoed by the Governor. 


Provided, however, nothing in this amendment shall be construed 
to grant or permit the Governor to line-item veto any appropriation bill 
after the Legislature has adjourned sine die. 


Sub-section (7). Nothing in this amendment shall be deemed to 
prohibit any member of either house from originating an appropriation 
bill and offering such bill for consideration by his or her legislative 
body. If such appropriation bill is passed within the time frames provid- 
ed for within this amendment, such bill may be enacted with a majority 
vote of the members of that house voting. However, if said appropria- 
tion bill is not voted upon by each house within the time requirements of 
this amendment, said bill must be enacted by a three-fifths vote of the 
members of that house voting. 


Sub-section (8). In the event that either house shall fail to fulfill 
its mandates within the time requirements of this amendment or within 
the grace periods provided for in this amendment, the regular session 
shall automatically be suspended and the Legislature shall convene in an 
emergency budgetary special session on the next calendar day (excepting 
Saturdays, Sundays and state holidays). Notwithstanding the provisions 
of Amendment 339 as it relates to time limits for other special sessions, 
the Legislature shall remain in such emergency budgetary special session 
until such time as the basic appropriation bills for state operating 
expenses and public educational functions are passed by the Legislature. 
During such emergency budgetary special session, only the basic 
appropriation bills may be considered by either house of the Legislature. 
Such bills shall be in the same posture at the beginning of the 
emergency budgetary special session as when the regular session was 
automatically suspended. The beginning of an emergency budgetary 
special session under the provisions of this amendment shall toll the 
running of the regular session time limits of thirty legislative days within

one hundred and five calendar days as provided for in Amendment 339 
of the Alabama Constitution of 1901. At such time as the basic appro- 
priation bills are passed by the Legislature, the emergency budgetary 
special session shall end and the regular session shall automatically 
resume on the next calendar day (excepting Saturdays, Sundays and state 
holidays). When the regular session resumes, all pending business of 
each house shall be in the same posture as when the regular session was 
automatically suspended for the emergency budgetary special session. 


Section C 


Sub-section (1). Sections 91 and 261 and Amendments 61, 212, 
225, and 448 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, are 
hereby repealed. 


(g) The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and 
in accordance with Section 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


“Any Class 1 municipality may elect a city board of education 
from the nine single-member districts as are established for the election 
of the members of the city council, without regard to county boundary 
lines, should the boundary lines of any such municipality extend into 
more than one county. Enabling legislation in the form of general bills 
applying to Class 1 municipalities may be enacted to implement the

Section 1. The Legislature finds and declares that the making 
and managing of investments or the borrowing of money by public 
entities involves a variety of interest rate, investment, payment, and 
similar risks. A number of financial instruments are available to hedge 
against those risks. Many public entities lack express statutory authority 
to take advantage of those instruments, and it is desirable that they have 
the authority. 


Section 2. In this act, the following terms shall have the follow- 
ing respective meanings: 


(1) COUNTERPARTY. The provider of the interest rate floor, 
cap or collar, or the other party to the swap agreement. 


(2) PUBLIC ENTITY. Any municipality, county, public corpor- 
ation, state college or university, or other public agency. 


(3) SWAP AGREEMENT. An agreement (including terms and 
conditions incorporated by reference therein) in the initial notional 
amount of five million dollars ($5,000,000) or more (which notional 
amount may reduce periodically under the agreement), commonly known 
as the following: 


a. An interest rate swap agreement, an interest rate cap 
agreement, an interest rate floor agreement, an interest rate collar 
agreement, or any other similar agreement (including any option to enter 
into any of the foregoing). 


b. Any combination of any of the foregoing. 


c. A master agreement for any of the foregoing, together with all 
supplements. 


Section 3. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, public 
entities shall be authorized to enter into swap agreements as follows: 


(1) Subject only to clause (2) of this Section 3, any public entity 
may enter into one or more swap agreements which the public entity 
determines to be necessary or desirable in connection with, or incidental 
to, the conduct of its proper activities, including in connection with its 
acquisition or carrying of investments or the issuance, acquisition, 
carrying, or securing of its authorized debt instruments, bonds, notes, 
agreements, or indebtedness. The swap agreements shall be entered into 
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with the financial institution or financial institutions selected by the 
means, and shall contain the payment, term, security (including the 
pledge of collateral by the public entity), default, remedy, and other 
terms and conditions, determined to be necessary or desirable by the 
public entity after giving consideration to the creditworthiness of the 
counterparties, based on criteria the public entity may deem appropriate. 


(2) No public entity shall enter into any swap agreement unless 
all of the following occur: 


a. The public entity’s governing body first finds and determines, 
and certifies to the counterparty, that the swap agreement is entered into 
for the purpose of hedging against an interest rate, investment, payment, 
or other similar risk that arises in connection with or incidental to the 
proper activities of the public entity. 


b. The swap agreement requires the counterparty to pledge 
collateral to the public entity in the approximate amount, estimated at 
least quarterly, that would be payable by the counterparty to the public 
entity if the counterparty defaulted under the swap agreement on such 
estimation date. Collateral pledged by the public entity hereunder must 
be (1) obligations eligible for investment of municipal or county funds 
pursuant to Alabama Code Sections 11-81-19 and 11-81-21, as amended 
from time to time, or (2) Cash in United States Dollars. The valuation 
of collateral and amounts that would be payable under the swap agree- 
ment upon default may be determined by averaging bid quotations from 
two or more recognized dealers or upon any other basis agreed upon by 
the counterparty and public entity. 


c. The counterparty has a net worth of at least one hundred 
million dollars ($100,000,000.00), or the counterparty’s obligations 
under the swap agreement are guaranteed by a person or entity having a 
net worth of at least one hundred million dollars ($100,000,000.00). 


A counterparty that enters into any swap agreement with a public 
entity may rely on a certification by the public entity that the factual 
matters relating to the public entity, and other matters in the 
certification, are correct. Any inaccuracy of the public entity’s certifica- 
tion shall not affect the enforceability of the swap agreement. 


Section 4. Except as specifically required by clause (2)b of 
Section 3, in connection with entering into any swap agreement, any 
public entity may enter into credit enhancement or liquidity agreements 
with payment, term, security (including the pledge of collateral by the 
public entity), substitution of collateral, valuation of collateral or 
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amounts payable under the agreement, default, remedy, and other 
procedures, terms and conditions as the public entity determines are 
necessary or desirable. 


Section 5. This act shall be liberally construed to effect its pur- 
pose. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 7, All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide further for certain sales and use tax exemptions; to 
amend Sections 40-23-1 and 40-23-4, Code of Alabama 1975; and to 
provide for a retroactive effective date. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The provisions of this act which add the amendatory 
language to Sections 40-23-1 and 40-23-4, Code of Alabama 1975, shall 
have retroactive effect to January 1, 1984. 


Section 2. It was the intent of the Legislature in enacting 
Section 40-23-1, Code of Alabama 1975, to impose state sales tax on the 
full purchase price of products that might contain any consumer excise 
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taxes. The purpose of amending Sections 40-23-1 and 40-23-4 is to 
clarify and implement the actual purpose and meaning of the Legislature 
when it enacted the state sales and use tax statute and provided 
exemptions from those taxes. 


Section 3. Sections 40-23-1 and 40-23-4, Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 


”$40-23-1. 


"(a) For the purpose of this division, the following terms shall 
have the respective meanings ascribed by this section: 


"(1) PERSON or COMPANY. Used interchangeably, includes 
any individual, firm, copartnership, association, corporation, receiver, 
trustee or any other group or combination acting as a unit and the plural 
as well as the singular number, unless the intention to give a more 
limited meaning is disclosed by the context. 


"(2) DEPARTMENT. The department of revenue of the state of 
Alabama. 


"(3) COMMISSIONER. The commissioner of revenue of the 
state of Alabama. 


"(4) TAX YEAR or TAXABLE YEAR. The calendar year. 


"(S) SALE or SALES. Installment and credit sales and the 
exchange of properties as well as the sale thereof for money, every 
closed transaction constituting a sale. Provided, however, a transaction 
shall not be closed or a sale completed until the time and place when and 
where title is transferred by the seller or seller’s agent to the purchaser 
or purchaser’s agent, and for the purpose of determining transfer of title, 
a common carrier or the U. S. Postal Service shall be deemed to be the 
agent of the seller, regardless of any F.O.B. point and regardless of who 
selects the method of transportation, and regardless of by whom or the 
method by which freight, postage or other transportation charge is paid. 
Provided further that, where billed as a separate item to and paid by the 
purchaser, the freight, postage or other transportation charge paid to a 
common carrier or the U.S. Postal Service is not a part of the selling 
price. 


”"(6) GROSS PROCEEDS OF SALES. The value proceeding or 
accruing from the sale of tangible personal property, and including the 
proceeds from the sale of any property handled on consignment by the 
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taxpayer, including merchandise of any kind and character without any 
deduction on account of the cost of the property sold, the cost of the 
materials used, labor or service cost, interest paid, any consumer excise 
taxes that may be included within the sales price of the property sold, or 
any other expenses whatsoever, and without any deductions on account 
of losses; provided, that cash discounts allowed and taken on sales shall 
not be included, and ’gross proceeds of sales’ shall not include the sale 
price of property returned by customers when the full sales price thereof 
is refunded either in cash or by credit. Said term ’gross proceeds of 
sale’ shall also mean and include the reasonable and fair market value of 
any tangible personal property previously purchased at wholesale which 
is withdrawn or used from the business or stock and used or consumed 
in connection with said business, and shall also mean and include the 
reasonable and fair market value of any tangible personal property 
previously purchased at wholesale which is withdrawn from the business 
or stock and used or consumed by any person so withdrawing the same, 
except property which has been previously withdrawn from such 
business or stock and so used or consumed with respect to which 
property the tax has been paid because of such previous withdrawal, use 
or consumption, and except property which enters into and becomes an 
ingredient or component part of tangible personal property or products 
manufactured or compounded for sale and not for the personal and 
private use or consumption of any person so withdrawing, using or 
consuming the same. 


"(7) TAXPAYER. Any person liable for taxes hereunder. 


"(8) GROSS RECEIPTS. The value proceeding or accruing from 
the sale of tangible personal property, including merchandise and 
commodities of any kind and character, all receipts actual and accrued, 
by reason of any business engaged in, not including, however, interest, 
discounts, rentals of real estate or royalties, and without any deduction 
on account of the cost of the property sold, the cost of the materials 
used, labor or service cost, interest paid, any consumer excise taxes that 
may be included in the sales price of the property sold, or any other 
expenses whatsoever and without any deductions on account of losses. 
Said term ’gross receipts’ shall also mean and include the reasonable 
and fair market value of any tangible personal property previously 
purchased at wholesale which is withdrawn or used from the business or 
stock and used or consumed in connection with said business, and shall 
also mean and include the reasonable and fair market value of any 
tangible personal property previously purchased at wholesale which is 
withdrawn from the business or stock and used or consumed by any 
person so withdrawing the same, except property which has been 
previously withdrawn from such business or stock and so used or 
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consumed and with respect to which property the tax has been paid 
because of such previous withdrawal, use or consumption, and except 
property which enters into and becomes an ingredient or component part 
of tangible personal property or products manufactured or compounded 
for sale and not for the personal and private use or consumption of any 
person so withdrawing, using or consuming the same. 


"(9) WHOLESALE SALE OR SALE AT WHOLESALE. Any 
one of the following: 


"a. A sale of tangible personal property by wholesalers to licensed 
retail merchants, jobbers, dealers, or other wholesalers for resale and 
does not include a sale by wholesalers to users or consumers, not for 
resale; 


"b. A sale of tangible personal property or products, including 
iron ore, to a manufacturer or compounder which enter into and become 
an ingredient or component part of the tangible personal property or 
products which such manufacturer or compounder manufactures or 
compounds for sale, whether or not any such tangible personal property 
or product used in manufacturing or compounding a finished product is 
used with the intent that it becomes a component of the finished product; 
provided, however that it is the intent of this section that no capital 
equipment, machinery, tools, or product, except for those materials 
essential for the reaction process and in direct contact with the 
intermediate and finished product used for the production of the finished 
product shall be exempt and the furnished container and label thereof; 


"c. A sale of containers intended for one-time use only, and the 
labels thereof, when such containers are sold without contents to persons 
who sell or furnish such containers along with the contents placed 
therein for sale by such persons; 


"d. A sale of pallets intended for one-time use only when such 
pallets are sold without contents to persons who sell or furnish such 
pallets along with the contents placed thereon for sale by such persons; 


"e. A sale to a manufacturer or compounder, of crowns, caps and 
tops intended for one-time use employed and used upon the containers in 
which such manufacturer or compounder markets his products; 


"f. A sale of containers to persons engaged in selling or 
otherwise supplying or furnishing baby chicks to growers thereof where 
such containers are used for the delivery of such chicks or a sale of 
containers for use in the delivery of eggs by the producer thereof to the 
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distributor or packer of such eggs even though such containers used for 
delivery of baby chicks or eggs may be recovered for reuse; 


"g. A sale of bagging and ties used in preparing cotton for 
market; 


"h. A sale to meat packers, manufacturers, compounders or 
processors of meat products of all casings used in molding or forming 
weiners and Vienna sausages even though such casings may be 
recovered for reuse; 


"i. A sale of commercial fish feed including concentrates, 
supplements and other feed ingredients when such substances are used 
as ingredients in mixing and preparing feed for fish raised to be sold on 
a commercial basis; 


"j. A sale of tangible personal property to any person engaging in 
the business of leasing or renting such tangible personal property to 
others, if such tangible personal property is purchased for the purpose of 
leasing or renting it to others under a transaction subject to the privilege 
or license tax levied in article 4 of chapter 12 of this title against any 
person engaging in the business of leasing or renting tangible personal 
property to others; 


"k. A purchase or withdrawal of parts or materials from stock by 
any person licensed under this division where such parts or materials are 
used in repairing or reconditioning the tangible personal property of 
such licensed person, which tangible personal property is a part of the 
stock of goods of such licensed person, offered for sale by him and not 
for use or consumption of such licensed person. 


"(10) SALE AT RETAIL OR RETAIL SALE. All sales of tan- 
gible personal property except those above defined as wholesale sales. 
The quantities of goods sold or prices at which sold are immaterial in 
determining whether or not a sale is at retail. Sales of building materials 
to contractors, builders or landowners for resale or use in the form of 
real estate are retail sales in whatever quantity sold. Sales of building 
materials, fixtures or other equipment to a manufacturer or builder of 
modular buildings for use in manufacturing, building or equipping a 
modular building ultimately becoming a part of real estate situated in the 
State of Alabama are retail sales, and the use, sale or resale of such 
building shall not be subject to the tax. Sales of tangible personal 
property to undertakers and morticians are retail sales and subject to the 
tax at the time of purchase, but are not subject to the tax on resale to the 
consumer. Sales of tangible personal property or products to manu- 
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facturers, quarry operators, mine operators or compounders, which are 
used or consumed by them in manufacturing, mining, quarrying or 
compounding and do not become an ingredient or component part of the 
tangible personal property manufactured or compounded are retail sales. 
The term ’sale at retail’ or ’retail sale’ shall also mean and include the 
withdrawal, use or consumption of any tangible personal property by any 
one who purchases same at wholesale, except property which has been 
previously withdrawn from the business or stock and so used or 
consumed and with respect to which property tax has been paid because 
of such previous withdrawal, use or consumption, and except property 
which enters into and becomes an ingredient or component part of 
tangible personal property or products manufactured or compounded for 
sale and not for the personal and private use or consumption of any 
person so withdrawing, using or consuming the same; and such 
wholesale purchaser shall report and pay the taxes thereon. 


"(11) BUSINESS. All activities engaged in, or caused to be 
engaged in, with the object of gain, profit, benefit or advantage, either 
direct or indirect, and not excepting subactivities producing marketable 
commodities used or consumed in the main business activity, each of 
which subactivities shall be considered business engaged in, taxable in 
the class in which it falls. 


"(12) AUTOMOTIVE VEHICLE. A power shovel, dragline, 
crawler, crawler crane, ditcher or any similar machine which is 
self-propelled, in addition to self-propelled machines which are used 
primarily as instruments of conveyance. 


"(b) The use within this state of tangible personal property by the 
manufacturer thereof, as building materials in the performance of a 
construction contract, shall, for the purposes of this division, be 
considered as a retail sale thereof by such manufacturer, who shall also 
be construed as the ultimate consumer of such materials or property, and 
who shall be required to report such transaction and pay the sales tax 
thereon, based upon the reasonable and fair market price thereof at the 
time and place where same are used or consumed by him or it. Where 
the contractor is the manufacturer or compounder of ready-mix concrete 
or asphalt plant mix used in the performance of a contract, whether the 
ready-mix concrete or asphalt plant mix is manufactured or compounded 
at the job site or at a fixed or permanent plant location, the tax applies 
only to the cost of the ingredients that become a component part of the 
ready-mix concrete or the asphalt plant mix. The provisions of this 
subsection shall not apply to any tangible personal property which is 
specifically exempted from the tax levied in this division. 


"(c) The sale of lumber by a lumber manufacturer to a trucker 
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for resale is a sale at wholesale as such sales are defined herein where 
the trucker is either a licensed dealer in lumber or, if a resident of 
Alabama, has registered with the department of revenue, and has 
received therefrom a certificate of such registration or, if a nonresident 
of this state purchasing lumber for resale outside the state of Alabama, 
has furnished to the lumber manufacturer his name, address and the 
vehicle license number of the truck in which the lumber is to be 
transported, which name, address and vehicle license number shall be 
shown on the sales invoice rendered by the lumber manufacturer. The 
certificate provided for herein shall be valid for the calendar year of its 
issuance and may be renewed from year to year on application to the 
department of revenue on or before January 31 of each succeeding year; 
provided, that if not renewed the certificate shall become invalid for the 
purpose of this division on February 1. 


"(d) The dispensing or transferring of ophthalmic materials, 
including lenses, frames, eyeglasses, contact lenses and other therapeutic 
optic devices, to a patient by a licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist, 
as a part of his or her professional service, shall not, for purposes of 
this division, be deemed or considered to constitute a sale, subject to the 
State sales tax. Such licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist shall be 
considered the ultimate consumer of the ophthalmic materials and shall 
have no responsibility or duty pursuant to this division for the collection 
of the state sales tax. The sale of the ophthalmic materials to a licensed 
ophthalmologist or optometrist by a supplier thereof shall be considered a 
retail sale subject to the state sales tax, and the supplier shall be 
responsible for collecting such sales tax from the licensed 
ophthalmologist or optometrist. In no event shall the providing of 
professional services in connection with the dispensing or transferring of 
ophthalmic materials by a licensed ophthalmologist or optometrist be 
considered a sale subject to the state sales tax. All transfers of 
ophthalmic materials by opticians shall be considered retail sales subject 
to the state sales tax. The term supplier shall include but not be limited 
to optical laboratories, ophthalmic material wholesalers, or anyone 
selling ophthalmic materials to ophthalmologists and optometrists.” 


"§$40-23-4. 


"(a) There are exempted from the provisions of this division and 
from the computation of the amount of the tax levied, assessed or 
payable under this division the following: 


"(1) The gross proceeds of the sales of lubricating oil and 
gasoline as defined in sections 40-17-30 and 40-17-170 and the gross 
proceeds from those sales of lubricating oil destined for out-of-state use 
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which are transacted in a manner whereby an out-of-state purchaser 
takes delivery of such oil at a distributor’s plant within this state and 
transports it out-of-state, which are otherwise taxed. 


"(2) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of fertilizer when 
used_for agricultural purposes. The word ’fertilizer’ shall not be 
construed to include cottonseed meal, when not in combination with 
other materials. 


"(3) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of seeds for 
planting purposes and baby chicks and poults. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to exempt or exclude from the computation of the tax levied, 
assessed or payable, the gross proceeds of the sale or sales of plants, 
seedlings, nursery stock or floral products. 


"(4) The gross proceeds of sales of insecticides and fungicides 
when used for agricultural purposes and feed for livestock and poultry, 
but not including prepared food for dogs and cats. 


"(5) The gross proceeds of sales of all livestock by whomsoever 
sold, and also the gross proceeds of poultry and other products of the 
farm, dairy, grove or garden, when in the original state of production or 
condition of preparation for sale, when such sale or sales are made by 
the producer or members of his immediate family or for him by those 
employed by him to assist in the production thereof. Nothing herein 
shall be construed to exempt or exclude from the measure or 
computation of the tax levied, assessed or payable hereunder, the gross 
proceeds of sales of poultry or poultry products when not products of the 
farm. 


"(6) Cottonseed meal exchanged for cottonseed at or by cotton 
gins. 


"(7) The gross receipts from the business on which, or for 
engaging in which, a license or privilege tax is levied by or under the 
provisions of sections 40-21-50, 40-21-53 and 40-21-56 through 
40-21-60; provided, that nothing contained in this subdivision shall be 
construed to exempt or relieve the person or persons operating the 
business enumerated in said sections from the payments of the tax levied 
by this division upon or measured by the gross proceeds of sales of any 
tangible personal property, except gas and water, the gross receipts from 
the sale of which are the measure of the tax levied by said section 
40-21-50, merchandise or other tangible commodities sold at retail by 
said persons, unless the gross proceeds of sale thereof are otherwise 
specifically exempted by the provisions of this division. 
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"(8) The gross proceeds of sales or gross receipts of or by any 
person, firm or corporation, from the sale of transportation, gas, water 
or electricity, of the kinds and natures, the rates and charges for which, 
when sold by public utilities, are customarily fixed and determined by 
the public service commission of Alabama or like regulatory bodies. 


"(9) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales of wood residue, 
coal or coke to manufacturers, electric power companies and 
transportation companies for use or consumption in the production of 
by-products, or the generation of heat or power used in manufacturing 
tangible personal property for sale, for the generation of electric power 
or energy for use in manufacturing tangible personal property for sale or 
for resale, or for the generation of motive power for transportation. 


"(10) The gross proceeds from the sale or sales of fuel and 
supplies for use or consumption aboard ships, vessels, towing vessels, or 
barges, or drilling ships, rigs or barges, or seismic or geophysical 
vessels, or other watercraft (herein for purposes of this exemption being 
referred to as ’vessels’) engaged in foreign or international commerce or 
in interstate commerce; provided, that nothing in this division shall be 
construed to exempt or exclude from the measure of the tax herein levied 
the gross proceeds of sale or sales of material and supplies to any person 
for use in fulfilling a contract for the painting, repair or reconditioning 
of vessels, barges, ships, other watercraft and commercial fishing vessels 
of over five tons load displacement as registered with the U. S. Coast 
Guard and licensed by the state of Alabama department of conservation 
and natural resources. 


"For purposes of this subdivision, it shall be presumed that vessels 
engaged in the transportation of cargo between ports in the state of 
Alabama and ports in foreign countries or possessions or territories of 
the United States or between ports in the state of Alabama and ports in 
other states are engaged in foreign or international commerce or 
interstate commerce, as the case may be. For the purposes of this 
subdivision, the engaging in foreign or international commerce or 
interstate commerce shall not require that the vessel involved deliver 
cargo to or receive cargo from a port in the state of Alabama. For 
purposes of this subdivision, vessels carrying passengers for hire, and no 
cargo, between ports in the state of Alabama and ports in foreign 
countries or possessions or territories of the United States or between 
ports in the state of Alabama and ports in other states shall be engaged 
in foreign or international commerce or interstate commerce, as the case 
may be, if, and only if, both of the following conditions are met: (i) the 
vessel in question is a vessel of at least 100 gross tons; and (ii) the 
vessel in question has an unexpired certificate of inspection issued by the 
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United States Coast Guard or by the proper authority of a foreign 
country for a foreign vessel, which certificate is recognized as acceptable 
under the laws of the United States. Vessels which are engaged in 
foreign or international commerce or interstate commerce shall be 
deemed for the purposes of this subdivision to remain in such commerce 
while awaiting or under repair in a port of the state of Alabama if such 
vessel returns after such repairs are completed to engaging in foreign or 
international commerce or interstate commerce. For purposes of this 
subdivision, seismic or geophysical vessels which are engaged either in 
seismic or geophysical tests or evaluations exclusively in offshore federal 
waters or in traveling to or from conducting such tests or evaluations 
shall be deemed to be engaged in international or foreign commerce. 
For purposes of this subdivision, proof that fuel and supplies purchased 
are for use or consumption aboard vessels engaged in foreign or 
international commerce or in interstate commerce may be accomplished 
by the merchant or seller securing the duly signed certificate of the 
vessel owner, operator or captain or their respective agent on a form 
prescribed by the department that the fuel and supplies purchased are for 
use or consumption aboard vessels engaged in foreign or international 
commerce or in interstate commerce. Any person filing a false 
certificate shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than $25.00 nor more than $500.00 for each offense. 
Each false certificate filed shall constitute a separate offense. Any 
person filing a false certificate shall be liable to the department for all 
taxes imposed by this division upon the merchant or seller, together with 
any interest or penalties thereon, by reason of the sale or sales of fuel 
and supplies applicable to such false certificate. If a merchant or seller 
of fuel and supplies secures the certificate herein mentioned, properly 
completed, such merchant or seller shall not be liable for the taxes 
imposed by this division, if such merchant or seller had no knowledge 
that such certificate was false when it was filed with such merchant or 
seller. 


"(11) The gross proceeds of sales of tangible personal property to 
the state of Alabama, to the counties within the state and to incorporated 
municipalities of the state of Alabama. 


"(12) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of railroad cars, 
vessels, barges and commercial fishing vessels of over five tons load 
displacement as registered with the U. S. Coast Guard and licensed by 
the state of Alabama department of conservation and natural resources, 
when sold by the manufacturers or builders thereof. 


"(13) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of materials, 
equipment, and machinery which, at any time, enter into and become a 
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component part of ships, vessels, towing vessels or barges, or drilling 
ships, rigs or barges, or seismic or geophysical vessels, other watercraft 
and commercial fishing vessels of over five tons load displacement as 
registered with. the U. S. Coast Guard and licensed by the state of 
Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 


"(14) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of fuel oil 
purchased as fuel for kiln use in manufacturing establishments. 


"(15) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of tangible personal 
property to county and city school boards, independent school boards 
and all educational institutions and agencies of the state of Alabama, the 
counties within the state or any incorporated municipalities of the state of 
Alabama. 


"(16) The gross proceeds from the sale of all devices or facilities, 
and all identifiable components thereof or materials for use therein, 
acquired primarily for the control, reduction or elimination of air or 
water pollution and the gross proceeds from the sale of all identifiable 
components of or materials used or intended for use in structures built 
primarily for the control, reduction or elimination of air and water 
pollution. 


"(17) The gross proceeds of sales of tangible personal property or 
the gross receipts of any business which the state is prohibited from 
taxing under the Constitution or laws of the United States or under the 
constitution of this state. 


"(18) When dealers or distributors use parts taken from stocks 
owned by them in making repairs without charge for such parts to the 
owner of the property repaired pursuant to warranty agreements entered 
into by manufacturers, such use shall not constitute taxable sales to the 
manufacturers, distributors or to the dealers, under this division or 
under any county sales tax law. 


"(19) The gross proceeds received from the sale or furnishing of 
food, including potato chips, candy, fruit and similar items, soft drinks, 
tobacco products and stationery and other similar or related articles by 
hospital canteens operated by Alabama state hospitals at Bryce hospital 
and Partlow state school for mental deficients at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Searcy hospital at Mt. Vernon, Alabama, for the benefit of the 
patients therein. 


"(20) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of wrapping paper 
and other wrapping materials when used in preparing poultry or poultry 
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products for delivery, shipment, or sale by the producer, processor, 
packer or seller of such poultry or poultry products, including pallets 
used in shipping poultry and egg products, paper or other materials used 
for lining boxes or other containers in which poultry or poultry products 
are packed together with any other materials placed in such containers 
for the delivery, shipment or sale of poultry or poultry products. 


"(21) The gross proceeds of the sales of all antibiotics, hormones 
and hormone preparations, drugs, medicines or medications, vitamins, 
minerals or other nutrients and all other feed ingredients including 
concentrates, supplements and other feed ingredients when such 
substances are used as ingredients in mixing and preparing feed for fish 
raised to be sold on a commercial basis, livestock and poultry. Such 
exemption herein granted shall be in addition to exemptions now 
provided by law for feed for fish raised to be sold on a commercial 
basis, livestock and poultry, but not including prepared foods for dogs or 
cats. 


"(22) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of seedlings, 
plants, shoots and slips which are to be used for planting vegetable 
gardens or truck farms and other agricultural purposes. Nothing herein 
shall be construed to exempt, or exclude from the computation of the tax 
levied, assessed or payable, the gross proceeds of the sale, or the use of 
plants, seedlings, shoots, slips, nursery stock and floral products, except 
as hereinabove exempted. 


"(23) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of fabricated steel 
tube sections, when produced and fabricated in this state by any person, 
firm or corporation for any vehicular tunnel for highway vehicular 
traffic, when sold by the manufacturer or fabricator thereof, and also the 
gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of steel which enters into and 
becomes a component part of such fabricated steel tube sections of said 
tunnel. 


"(24) The gross proceeds from sales of admissions to any 
theatrical production, symphonic or other orchestral concert, ballet or 
opera production when such concert or production is presented by any 
society, association, guild or workshop group, organized within this 
state, whose members or some of whose members regularly and actively 
participate in such concerts or productions for the purposes of providing 
a creative outlet for the cultural and educational interests of such 
members, and of promoting such interests for the betterment of the 
community by presenting such productions to the general public for an 
admission charge. The employment of a paid director or conductor to 
assist in any such presentation described in this subdivision shall not be 
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construed to prohibit the exemptions herein provided. 


"(25) The gross proceeds of sales of herbicides for agricultural 
uses by whomsoever sold. The term ’herbicides,’ as used in this 
subdivision, means any substance or mixture of substances intended to 
prevent, destroy, repel or retard the growth of weeds or plants. It shall 
include preemergence herbicides, postemergence herbicides, lay-by 
herbicides, pasture herbicides, defoliant herbicides and desiccant 
herbicides. 


"(26) The Alabama chapter of the cystic fibrosis research 
foundation and the Jefferson tuberculosis sanatorium and any of their 
departments or agencies, heretofore or hereafter organized and existing 
in good faith in the state of Alabama for purposes other than for 
pecuniary gain and not for individual profit, shall be exempted from the 
computation of the tax on the gross proceeds of all sales levied, assessed 
or payable. 


"(27) The gross proceeds from the sale or sales of fuel for use or 
consumption aboard commercial fishing vessels are hereby exempt from 
the computation of all sales taxes levied, assessed, or payable under the 
provisions of this division or levied under any county or municipal sales 
tax law. 


"The words ’commercial fishing vessels’ shall mean vessels whose 
masters and owners are regularly and exclusively engaged in fishing as 
their means of livelihood. 


"(28) The gross proceeds of sales of sawdust, wood shavings, 
wood chips and other like materials sold for use as ’chicken litter’ by 
poultry producers and poultry processors. 


"(29) The gross proceeds of the sales of all antibiotics, hormones 
and hormone preparations, drugs, medicines and other medications 
including serums and vaccines, vitamins, minerals or other nutrients for 
use in the production and growing of fish, livestock and poultry by 
whomsoever sold. Such exemption as herein granted shall be in addition 
to the exemption provided by law for feed for fish, livestock and poultry, 
and in the addition to the exemptions provided by law for the 
above-enumerated substances and products when mixed and used as 
ingredients in fish, livestock and poultry feed. 


"(30) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of all medicines 
prescribed by physicians for persons who are 65 years of age or older, 
and when said prescriptions are filled by licensed pharmacists, shall be 
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exempted under this division or under any county or municipal sales tax 
law. The exemption provided in this section shall not apply to any 
medicine purchased in any manner other than as is herein provided. 


"For the purposes of this subdivision, proof of age may be 
accomplished by filing with the dispensing pharmacist any one or more 
of the following documents: 


"a. The name and claim number as shown on a ’Medicare’ card 
issued by the United States social security administration. 


"b. A certificate executed by any adult person having knowledge 
of the fact that the person for whom the medicine was prescribed is not 
less than 65 years of age. 


"c. An affidavit executed by any adult person having knowledge of 
the fact that the person for whom the medicine was prescribed is not less 
than 65 years of age. 


"For the purposes of this subdivision, any person filing a false 
proof of age shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of $100.00. 


"(31) There shall be exempted from the tax levied by this division 
the gross receipts of sales of grass sod of all kinds and character when in 
the original state of production or condition of preparation for sale, when 
such sales are made by the producer or members of his family or for 
him by those employed by him to assist in the production thereof; 
provided, that nothing herein shall be construed to exempt sales of sod 
by a person engaged in the business of selling plants, seedlings, nursery 
stock or floral products. 


"(32) The gross receipts of sales of the following items or 
materials which are necessary in the farm-to-market production of 
tomatoes when such items or materials are used by the producer or 
members of his family or for him by those employed by him to assist in 
the production thereof: twine for tying tomatoes, tomato stakes, field 
boxes (wooden boxes used to take tomatoes from the fields to shed) and 
tomato boxes used in shipments to customers. 


"(33) The gross proceeds from the sale of liquefied petroleum gas 
sold to be used for agricultural purposes. 


"(34) The gross receipts of sales from state nurseries of forest 
tree seedlings. 
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"(35) The gross receipts of sales of forest tree seed by the state. 


"(36) The gross receipts of sales of Lespedeza bicolor and other 
species of perennial plant seed and seedlings sold for wildlife and game 
food production purposes by the state. 


"(37) The gross receipts of any aircraft manufactured, sold and 
delivered in this state if said aircraft are not permanently domiciled in 
Alabama and are removed to another state within three days of delivery. 


"(38) The gross proceeds from the sale or sales of all diesel fuel 
used for off-highway agricultural purposes. 


"(39) The gross proceeds from sales of admissions to any 
sporting event which: 


"a. takes place in the state of Alabama on or after January 1, 
1984, regardless of when such sales occur; and 


"b. is hosted by a not-for-profit corporation organized and 
existing under the laws of the state of Alabama; and 


"“c. determines a national championship of a national 
organization, including but not limited to the Professional Golfers 
Association of America, the Tournament Players Association, the United 
States Golf Association, the United States Tennis Association, and the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association; and 


"d. has not been held in the state of Alabama on more than one 
prior occasion, provided, however, that for such purpose the professional 
golfers association championship, the United States Open Golf 
Championship, the United States Amateur Golf Championship of the 
United States Golf Association, and the United States Open Tennis 
Championship shall each be treated as a separate event. 


"(40) The gross receipts from the sale of any aircraft and 
replacement parts, components, systems, supplies and sundries affixed or 
used on said aircraft and ground support equipment and vehicles used by 
or for the aircraft to or by a certificated or licensed air carrier with a 
hub operation within this state, for use in conducting intrastate, interstate 
or foreign commerce for transporting people or property by air. For the 
purpose of this subdivision, the words *hub operation within this state’ 
shall be construed to have all of the following criteria: 


"a. There originates from the location 15 or more flight depart- 
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ures and five or more different first-stop destinations five days per week 
for six or more months during the calendar year; and 


"b. Passengers and/or property are regularly exchanged at the 
location between flights of the same or a different certificated or licensed 
air carrier. 


"(41) The gross receipts from the sale of hot or cold food and 
beverage products sold to or by a certificated or licensed air carrier with 
a hub operation within this state, for use in conducting intrastate, 
interstate or foreign commerce for transporting people or property by 
air. For the purpose of this subdivision, the words ’hub operation within 
this state’ shall be construed to have all of the following criteria: 


"a. There originates from the location 15 or more flight 
departures and five or more different first-stop destinations five days per 
week for six or more months during the calendar year; and 


"b. Passengers and/or property are regularly exchanged at the 
location between flights of the same or a different certificated or licensed 
air carrier. 


"(42) The gross proceeds of the sale or sales of the following: 


"a. Drill pipe, casing, tubing, and other pipe used for the 
exploration for or production of oil, gas, sulphur, or other minerals in 
offshore federal waters. 


"b. Tangible personal property exclusively used for the 
exploration for or production of oil, gas, sulphur, or other minerals in 
offshore federal waters. 


"c. Fuel and supplies for use or consumption aboard boats, ships, 
aircraft and towing vessels when used exclusively in transporting persons 
or property between a point in Alabama and a point or points in offshore 
federal waters for the exploration for or production of oil, gas, sulphur, 
or other minerals in offshore federal waters. 


"d. Drilling equipment that is used for the exploration for or 
production of oil, gas, sulphur, or other minerals, that is built for 
exclusive use outside this state and that is, on completion, removed 
forthwith from this state. 


"The delivery of items exempted by this subdivision to the 
purchaser or lessee in this state does not disqualify the purchaser or 
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lessee from the exemption if the property is removed from the state by 
any means, including by the use of the purchaser’s or lessee’s own 
facilities. 


"The shipment to a place in this state of equipment exempted by 
this subdivision for further assembly or fabrication does not disqualify 
the purchaser or lessee from the exemption if on completion of the 
further assembly or fabrication the equipment is removed forthwith from 
this state. This subdivision applies to a sale that may occur when the 
equipment exempted is further assembled or fabricated if on completion 
the equipment is removed forthwith from this state. 


"(43) The gross receipts derived from all bingo games and 
operations which are conducted in compliance with validly enacted 
legislation authorizing the conduct of such games and operations, and 
which comply with the distribution requirements of the applicable local 
laws; provided that the exemption from sales taxation granted by this 
subdivision shall apply only to gross receipts taxable under section 
40-23-2(2). It is further provided that this exemption shall not apply to 
any gross receipts from the sale of tangible personal property, such as 
concessions, novelties, food, beverages, etc. The exemption provided for 
in this section shall be limited to those games and operations by 
organizations which have qualified for exemption under the provisions of 
26 U.S.C. §501 (c) (3), (4), (7), (8), (10), or (19), or which are 
defined in 26 U.S.C. §501 (d). 


"(44) The gross receipts derived from the sale or sales of fruit or 
other agricultural products by the person or corporation that planted 
cultivated and harvested such am or agricultural product. 

"(b) Any violation of any provision of this section shall be 
punishable in a court of competent jurisdiction by a fine of not less than 


$500.00 and no more than $2,000.00 and imprisonment of not less than 
six months nor more than one year in the county jail.” 


Section 4. In connection with the purchases of tangible personal 
property described in subdivision (2), (4), and (22) of subsection (a) of 
Section 40-23-4, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and therefore 
exempt from taxation as therein provided, the filing by the purchaser at 
retail of such property with the seller of a certificate in substantially the 
following form shall relieve the seller of any obligation to collect tax 
under Chapter 23 of Title 40 with respect to the sales described therein:

in such manner as will render the aforesaid purchase(s) exempt from 
sales or use taxation under the laws of Alabama. The undersigned is 
aware that liability to pay any such tax ultimately determined to be 
applicable with respect to the items so purchased will be the exclusive 
responsibility of the undersigned.

The seller shall furnish a copy of said certificate, with receipt 
attached, to the purchaser and must retain the original thereof for 
examination by the Department of Revenue for a period of not less than 
one year from the date thereof. 


Section 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed to hold any 
seller of beer, wine, or tobacco products, or any seller of fertilizer, 
insecticide, fungicide, or vegetable seeds and plants liable to the 
Department of Revenue, or to any entity or person claiming in its behalf, 
for failing to collect sales taxes on the items from January 1, 1984, until 
the effective date of this act. 


Section 6. Except as provided in Section 1 of this act, the 
provisions of this act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

certain period former state officials and employees from serving for fees 
as lobbyists or before agencies where they have previously served; to 
provide for removal of names of candidates from ballots; to provide for 
annual registration of lobbyists as well as annual registration fees for 
them; to authorize the commission to assess a civil penalty for failure to 
file a correct, timely statement of economic interests; and to provide 
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further for the statute of limitations for violations.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 177 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
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legislative and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of 
government, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1993. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1992-93 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, 
as the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, 
and are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other 
sections of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown 
by the source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be 
appropriated to the agencies concerned; and that the following definitions 
shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean _ specific governmental services 
required to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to 
meeting the need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or 
beneficiaries. 


(c) "Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which 
have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one 
year, and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of 
interest and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall 
be expended only for such purposes. 


(e) "Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the 
United States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary 
expenses of the executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, 
for other functions of government, for debt service, and for capital outlay 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1993, to be paid out of any 
monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as may 
be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the total 
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amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation is 
herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as 
provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 
through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless 
of the ending date of any pay period which has been or may be 
established by the Legislature for the payment of salaries of state 
employees, the entire payment due shall be made from the fiscal year’s 
appropriation in which the pay date falls.

Senator Lindsey offered the following substitute for the Resolution, 
SR 29, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SR 29 
SR 29. | CREATING A SENATE ETHICS COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, it is unanimously agreed among the membership of 
the Senate that they are desirous of good government and harmonious 
relations between all members of the Senate; and 


WHEREAS, it is realized that though there are differences of 
opinions of the membership, it is the desire that these differences be 
solved in a decorous manner, and in order to further these ends; now 
therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, That pursuant to the provisions of Section 53 of Article 
IV of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, there is hereby created a 
Senate Ethics Committee whose responsibility shall be to monitor 
charges brought against an individual senator during his or her 
participation in a session of the Senate or his or her participation in a 
standing or interim committee. The Ethics Committee shall be 
composed of five members elected by the members of the Senate by 
secret ballot. A senator shall not make application for election to the 
committee. There shall not be nominations made from the floor. 
Members shall serve for a quadrennium. The procedure for the election 
of members to the committee shall be as herein provided. At the 
appointed time of election to be determined by the President of the 
Senate there shall be a call of districts. When his or her district is 
called, each senator electing to vote shall deliver to the Secretary of the 
Senate a list of five names of persons for whom the senator votes. After 
each senator who wishes to do so has submitted a list of five names, the 
secretary shall receive the names for counting. The results of the 
election shall be tabulated by the secretary under the supervision of a 
committee of three senators appointed by the President of the Senate for 
that purpose. The secretary shall certify to the President the names of 
the five senators receiving the most votes. In the event of a tie vote, a 
second election shall be held in the same manner as the initial election 
was held. No senator may vote for more persons than the number of 
persons not elected on the initial ballot. No ballot shall be counted if it 
contains a number of names greater than the number required to be 
elected. Any vacancy on the committee shall be filled as the original 
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members were elected. A chair and vice-chair of the committee shall be 
elected from among the membership of the committee. The members of 
the committee shall be elected at the earliest possible time after the 
passage of this resolution. Members of the committee shall serve 
without compensation. In the event a charge is filed against a member 
of the committee, the President of the Senate shall appoint a temporary 
replacement to the committee before the committee considers the charge 
against the individual senator. 


For purposes of this resolution and any action taken pursuant to 
the resolution, the following ethical violations are prohibited: 


(a) No senator shall threaten, coerce, badger, or promise any- 
thing of value to another senator in exchange for that senator’s vote or 
influence in any legislative committee or on any issue before the body on 
the Senate floor. 


(bo) No senator shall intentionally violate any Senate Rule in the 
conduct of Senate business, whether official or unofficial business. 


(c) No senator shall receive any compensation, nor permit any 
compensation to accrue to his or her beneficial interest from any source, 
the receipt or accrual of which would occur by virtue of influence 
improperly exerted from his or her position as a senator. 


(d) No senator shall engage in any outside business or pro- 
fessional activity or employment for compensation which is inconsistent 
or in conflict with the conscientious performance of official duties. 


(e) No senator shall knowingly use his or her official position to 
introduce or aid the progress or passage of legislation, a principal 
purpose of which is to further only his or her pecuniary interest, only 
the pecuniary interest of his or her immediate family, or only the 
pecuniary interest of a limited class of persons or enterprises, when he 
or she, or his or her immediate family, or enterprises controlled by 
them, are members of the affected class. 


(f) No senator shall use his or her influence or vote in exchange 
for a promise or agreement for construction of any special, state, or 
other governmental project, program, or building, construction project, 
to be built, started, planned, or otherwise implemented within that 
senator’s or any other senator’s district. 


(g) No senator shall, during his or her term of office, sexually 
harass any other person of either sex. For purposes of this resolution, 
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unwelcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors, and other verbal 
or physical conduct of a sexual nature constitute sexual harassment when 
(1) submission to such conduct is made either explicitly or implicitly a 
term or condition of an individual’s employment, (2) submission to or 
rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as the basis for 
employment decisions affecting such individual, or (3) such conduct has 
the purpose or effect of unreasonably interfering with an individual’s 
work performance or creating an intimidating, hostile, or offensive 
working environment. In determining whether alleged conduct con- 
Stitutes sexual harassment, the committee will look at the record as a 
whole and the totality of the circumstances, such as the nature of the 
sexual advances and the context in which the alleged incidents occurred. 
The determination of the legality of a particular action will be made from 
the facts, on a case by case basis. 


(h) No senator shall violate any provision of the State Ethics Law, 
Chapter 25 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


(i) No senator shall refuse or fail to report any ethical violation 
to the Ethics Committee. 


An employee or person dealing with the Legislature in an official 
capacity may file a charge against a senator. Upon receiving any charge 
against a senator, the Ethics Committee shall issue a sworn affidavit 
setting the facts out in such form and language sufficient to adequately 
apprise the senator against whom the charges are made, of the nature of 
the charges. If there is no direct knowledge, the affidavit may be made 
on information and belief. Affidavits based on information and belief 
shall name the witnesses that produced or furnished the facts contained 
in the affidavit. In the event an affidavit is based upon documentary 
evidence, the documents or certified copies thereof shall be filed with the 
chair of the committee. Within 48 hours of the filing, the chair shall 
furnish in person or personally deliver to the senator against whom the 
charges have been brought, a copy of all charges filed against that 
senator. The senator against whom the charges have been filed shall 
have seven calendar days after receipt of the charges to file an answer in 
writing in response to the charges. The senator against whom the 
charges have been filed shall be entitled to demand a hearing before the 
full committee within 14 days from the date of service of the written 
charges filed against the senator. Upon written demand, the chair shall 
establish a date for a hearing which date shall be not less than 10 days 
nor more than 25 days from the date of the demand. 


If a senator against whom charges have been filed does not 
demand a hearing, then the chair shall set a date and time within which 
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the party filing the charges and the senator against whom charges have 
been filed shall furnish all written or documentary evidence. The chair 
and the committee shall issue its written ruling or decision within 10 
days of that date. Since, by the very nature of a hearing on a complaint 
filed under this rule, the character or good name of a woman or man 
will be involved in the hearing, the filing of the complaint shall be 
confidential and the committee shall meet in executive session for 
purposes of hearing and deciding complaints filed under this rule. If the 
senator against whom charges have been filed demands a hearing, it 
shall be a public hearing and shall be held in accordance with the laws 
governing jury trials in Alabama. The senator against whom charges 
have been filed may be represented by an attorney at any time before, 
during, or after the hearing in the same manner as are defendants in 
criminal cases. 


Upon an unanimous vote of the members of the committee, the 
committee may take the following action: 


(a) Issue a resolution of quiet and private reprimand. 
(b) Issue a resolution of public reprimand. 


(c) Issue a resolution to the full Senate recommending expulsion 
after which a trail de novo must be held under rules of evidence and 
procedure established by the entire Senate. 


Any senator against whom an adverse ruling has been issued may, 
within 7 days of the issuance of the ruling, appeal that ruling by filing a 
written notice to the chair of the committee. The chair shall establish 
the date for a hearing of the appeal within 24 hours after receiving the 
notice. The appeal shall be made to the Senate as a whole. 


The Ethics Committee shall have subpoena power and shall take 
oaths and sworn testimony and issue written transcripts of any testimony 
taken.

and, when necessary, act upon complaints of misconduct brought against 
an individual Senator during his or her participation in a session of the 
Senate or his or her participation in a standing or interim committee. 
The committee shall be composed of five members of the Senate elected 
by the Senate at the earliest possible time after the passage of this 
resolution and the members shall serve without compensation. If a 
complaint is brought against a member of the committee, that member 
Shall not participate as a member of the committee in considering the 
complaint. |The Lieutenant Governor shall appoint a temporary 
replacement for that member to participate in the review of the 
complaint. The temporary member shall possess the same powers as 
other members of the committee. 


The committee shall receive complaints of misconduct against an 
individual Senator and recommend such action as it deems necessary to 
fulfill the responsibilities of the committee. 


For the purposes of this resolution, misconduct means any of the 
following: 


(1) Any conduct constituting a legal or moral wrong that 
materially impairs the ability of the member to perform the duties of his 
or her office or substantially impairs public confidence in the Legisla- 
ture. 


ica) (2) Any conduct prohibited by the Constitution of Alabama of 


(3) The intentional filing of a false complaint with the committee 
or the filing of a complaint in reckless disregard of the truth. 


The procedure to be followed by the committee is as follows: 


(1) Only a member of the Senate may file a written complaint 
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with the committee. The complaint shall include all of the following in- 
formation: 


(a) The name of the Senator alleged to have committed the vio- 
lation. 


(ob) The name of the Senator filing the complaint. 
(c) The nature of the alleged violation. 


(d) Facts that support the complaint. 
(e) The date of the alleged violation. 


The complaint shall be in writing, signed by the Senator filing the 
complaint, and specify in detail the conduct in question. No complaint 
alleging a violation shall be filed more than one year after the date the 
alleged violation occurred. The Senator against whom the complaint has 
been brought shall be notified in writing by the committee and provided 
a copy of the complaint. Within 15 days after receipt of the complaint, 
the Senator may file a written answer to the complaint with the 
committee. Failure to file a written answer shall not be deemed to be an 
admission or create an inference or presumption that the complaint is 
true. 


(2) At all times during any proceeding conducted pursuant to this 
resolution, the Senator accused of misconduct shall be given such notice 
and hearing as is requisite to due process of law guaranteed under the 
United States Constitution and the Constitution of Alabama. Prior to 
taking any action, the committee shall notify the Senator accused of 
misconduct and shall grant the Senator an opportunity to respond at a 
hearing on the complaint. Since, by the very nature of a hearing on a 
complaint filed pursuant to this resolution, the character or good name 
of a woman or man will be involved in the hearing, the filing of the 
complaint shall be confidential and the committee shall meet in executive 
session for purposes of hearing and deciding complaints filed. 


(3) After thorough investigation, by a majority vote, the commit- 
tee may determine that no misconduct has occurred. 


(4) The committee, in executive session, may address the accused 
Senator by issuing a warning. 


(5) The committee by a four-fifths vote may recommend to the 
Senate as a whole that further action against the accused Senator be ini- 
tiated. 
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The committee may adopt rules of procedure, not inconsistent with 
this resolution, for the orderly conduct of its affairs, investigations, 
hearings, and meetings.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 


Alabama of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when all requirements of this act are fulfilled: 
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PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


"Section 1. (a) There is established in Mobile County an 
accountability team to assess efforts to improve education and progress in 
achieving the goals of the Mobile County Public School System’s 
Strategic Plan. 


"The Mobile County Education Accountability Team shall consist 
of nine members, three appointed by the Mobile County Commission, 
one from each commission district; two appointed by the delegation 
representing Mobile County in the Alabama House of Representatives; 
two appointed by the delegation representing Mobile County in the 
Alabama Senate; and two appointed by the Board of School 
Commissioners of Mobile County. The membership shall reflect as 
nearly as practicable the local demographics of the population of Mobile 
County. Members shall be appointed for four-year terms. The initial 
appointments shall be made within 60 days after the ratification of this 
amendment. 


"The accountability team shall do all of the following: 


"(1) Monitor all expenditures authorized by this act and report to 
the respective appointing authorities and to the public. 


"(2) Monitor the status of implementation of the Mobile Public 
School Systems Strategic Pian. 


"(3) Oversee the work of any similar committees established at 
individual schools. 


"There shall be an executive director of the accountability team 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the team. The executive director shall 
be a volunteer who shall either serve without pay, be a loaned executive 
paid by business, or be paid by community contributions. 


"In connection with its function, the accountability team shall have 
access to all files, records, audits, minutes, or other documents of the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County. 


"Each school in the Mobile County School System shall have an 
accountability committee. The chair of a school committee shall be a 
parent, but at least one teacher and the principal shall serve on the 
committee along with two or more other parents chosen by the 
Parent-Teacher Association of the school. The principal shall appoint 
the chair and the teacher or teachers and may appoint a member from 
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the community who has expertise in accounting, construction manage- 
ment, or another field that will benefit a particular school. 


"The school committees shall validate efforts in the individual 
school to achieve the goals established by the county accountability team. 
They shall report on the condition of the physical plant and oversee and 
update all facets of any needs assessment study. They shall report 
annually to the county team, to the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County, and to the Parent-Teacher Association and parents of 
their individual school. 


"(o) the provisions of subsection (a) of this amendment relating 
to accountability shall be implemented if, and only if, one or more of the 
proposals in Section 2 of this amendment are approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors voting on the proposals. 


"Section 2. The Mobile County Commission shall levy, in 
addition to any other tax, ad valorem taxes in an amount up to 30 mills 
on each dollar of taxable property in the county for ten years. The 
revenue from the additional taxes shall be deposited in a trust fund in the 
county treasury to be expended for schools within the system to be 
distributed according to average daily attendance. Any person who 
spends funds in violation of this amendment shall be guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor. 


"The increase in the rate of the tax is subject to the approval of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the county who vote on the proposed 
increase at the next general, primary, constitutional, or special election 
for that purpose. Each proposition shall be separate on the ballot and 
the passage or defeat of any proposition or propositions shall not affect 
the passage or defeat of any other proposition or propositions. 


"The electors shall indicate their choice or choices by checking 
any of the following propositions on the ballot:

"If at the election held under and according to this amendment, a 
majority of the qualified electors of Mobile County vote in favor of any 
proposition or propositions, the Mobile County Commission shall levy 
the additional ad valorem tax at the rate and for the purposes approved 
by a majority of the electors for ten years. After ten years, the taxes 
authorized by this act shall terminate unless continued by an affirmative 
vote of the qualified electors of the county.”

SJR 148. CREATING AND ESTABLISHING THE EMERALD 
TRIANGLE COMMISSION. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is created the 
Emerald Triangle Commission. The commission is created to promote 
and assist in the promotion of the economic development of Cleburne, 
Randolph, and Clay Counties, and to protect the public safety in these 
areas. 


Upon its creation, the commission shall consist of seven members. 
The President of the Chambers of Commerce of Cleburne, Randolph, 
and Clay Counties shall appoint one member each, and the Judge of 
Probate of Cleburne, Randolph, and Clay Counties shall appoint one 
member each. Initially, the members appointed from Cleburne County 
Shall serve a two-year term, the members appointed from Clay County 
shall serve a four-year term, and the members appointed from Randolph 
County shall serve a six-year term. Upon the expiration of each initial 
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term, successor members of the commission shall be appointed to serve 
six-year terms. On the death, resignation, incapacity, or inability to 
serve of any member, the appointing authority shall appoint a person to 
fill the unexpired term. The members of the Legislature representing 
Cleburne, Randolph, and Clay Counties shall appoint the seventh 
member of the commission who shall serve as the chair of the 
commission. The chair shall be a voting member of the commission and 
shall serve at the pleasure of the members of the Legislature 
representing Cleburne, Randolph, and Clay Counties. 


The commission shall adopt necessary rules and regulations not 
inconsistent with this act or the laws or Constitution of the State of 
Alabama. A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum and a 
quorum shall be present to conduct business. The chair may appoint 
committees as authorized by rule and regulation. The commission shall 
meet regularly at such time and place as specified in its rules and 
regulations. Meetings of the commission shall be held in all three 
counties on a rotating basis, so that an equal number of meetings is held 
in each county. Special meetings may be called as specified in the rules 
and regulations of the commission. 


Within the limits of the funds available and subject to this act, the 
commission may perform each of the following functions: 


(1) Hire and fix the compensation of permanent and temporary 
employees and staff considered necessary by the commission in per- 
forming its duties. 


(2) Contract with consultants for necessary services. 


(3) Contract with the State of Alabama, the United States 
Government, or any agency, department, or any subdivision thereof for 
property or services provided to or by these entities, and fulfill the 
provisions of these contracts. 


(4) Contract with persons, firms, and corporations generally as to 
all matters over which it has a proper concern and fulfill the provisions 
of these contracts. 


(5) Lease, rent, purchase, or otherwise obtain suitable quarters 
and office space for its employees and staff, and lease, rent, purchase, or 
otherwise obtain furniture, fixtures, vessels, vehicles, firearms, 
uniforms, and other supplies and equipment necessary or desirable for 
carrying out the duties imposed pursuant to this act. 


(6) Lease, rent, purchase, construct, otherwise obtain, maintain, 
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operate, repair, and replace, either on its own or in cooperation with 
other public or private agencies or individuals, items of real and personal 
property designed to promote economic development and protect public 


safety. 


(7) Accept, receive, and disburse in furtherance of its functions 
any funds, grants, services, or property made available by the United 
States Government or its agencies or subdivisions, by the State of 
Alabama or its agencies or subdivisions, or by private and civic sources. 


(8) In carrying out its duties and with the agreement of the 
governing body of the county concerned, utilize personnel and property 
of or assign responsibilities to any officer or employee of any of the 
three counties. 


(9) Provide water service to areas within the three counties that 
are not being served by other providers of water service, including, but 
not limited to, public or private entities. The commission may 
promulgate regulations necessary to provide water service. These 
regulations may not conflict with or supersede provisions of general law, 
special acts, or regulations of state agencies promulgated under the 
authority of general law. A public hearing regarding these regulations 
shall be held prior to adoption. Notice of the hearing shall be published 
in each of the three counties in a newspaper of general circulation at 
least 10 days before the hearing. 


Publication of regulations promulgated as required in this act is for 
informational purposes and is not a prerequisite to their validity if they in 
fact have been duly promulgated, the public has been notified as to the 
substance of the regulations, a copy of the text of all regulations is 
available to any person who may be affected, and no party to any 
proceeding has been prejudiced by any defect that may exist with respect 
to the publication. Rules and regulations promulgated by the 
commission relating to internal governance of the commission need not 
be published. 


The Legislature of Alabama declares that the purpose of the 
creation of the commission is to protect and promote legitimate and vital 
State interests.

"Section 1. A. Pursuant to the authority granted by Section 
40-28-2, Code of Alabama 1975, Madison County’s share of payments 
made by the Tennessee Valley Authority to the state in lieu of ad 
valorem taxes shall be distributed in the following manner: 


"Up to 1% of such payments each year shall be used to establish, 
equip and maintain a legislative delegation office. All decisions 
concerning the Madison County Legislative Office, including but not 
limited to, revenue, income, or purchases shall be made by resolutions 
of the delegation adopted by a concurrent majority of the Madison 
County delegation, Senators and House of Representative members, each 
house voting separately. Such resolution may provide an operation 
procedure for the delegation office. The Madison County Commission 
shall immediately pay such amounts from such funds as the Madison 
County legislative delegation may request. Such requests shall be in the 
form of a resolution passed by the county legislative delegation, signed 
by one Senator and one member of the House of Representatives from 
the county who shall be duly appointed by the legislative delegation. 
The legislative delegation shall expend such monies to employ staff, 
acquire adequate physical office space, equipment, supplies, services and 
all other necessary items. The persons employed and expenditures of the 
funds by the legislative delegation shall be in their discretion. Any funds 
allocated but not spent at the end of the fiscal year, in accordance with 
this subsection, shall revert to the general fund of the county treasury.

"B. The remaining money, disbursed pursuant to the authority 
granted by Section 40-28-2, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be prorated in 
the following manner:

"(a) Sixty-five percent to the city school system to be paid by the 
city governing body directly to the school system.

"(c) Ten percent to the City of Huntsville Hospital Authority, 
provided, however, that if the revenue produced by this percentage 
formula should exceed $525,000 in any fiscal year, said excess revenue 
shall revert to the general fund of the City of Huntsville. The provisions 
of this subsection shall expire on September 30, 2003, and thereafter 
said revenue shall revert to the general fund of the City of Huntsville. 


"2. Twenty-nine and one-half percent of the remaining money 
shall be paid to Madison County.

"3. One-half percent of the remaining money shall be paid to 
the remaining incorporated municipalities within Madison County on a 
per capita basis.

Section 1. This Act shall be known as and may be cited as the

Section 2. (a) The words and phrases used in this Act shall 
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have the meanings ascribed to them in section 28-3-1, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, and any acts amendatory thereof, supplementary 
thereto or substituted therefor. 


(b) The following words or phrases, whenever they appear in this 
Act, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, shall have the 
meaning ascribed to them in this subsection: 


(1) BREWPUB. Any premises upon which beer is manufactured 
or brewed, subject to the barrel production limitation prescribed in this 
Act, for consumption exclusively on the premises. 


(2) PREMISES. Any building, structure or portion thereof 
designated as a historic building and site as defined in section 40-8-1, 
Code of Alabama 1975, in which is located the operations of a brewpub. 


Section 3. (a) In addition to the licenses authorized to be issued 
and renewed by the Board pursuant to the Alcoholic Beverage Licensing 
code codified as Chapter 3A, Title 28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, the Board, upon applicant’s compliance with the provisions of 
this Act and with Chapter 3A, Title 28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, and the regulations made thereunder, is authorized to issue to 
a qualified applicant a brewpub license which shall authorize the licensee 
to manufacture or brew beer in a quantity not to exceed 10,000 barrels 
in any one year and to sell such beer in unpackaged form at retail for 
on-premises consumption only, and to purchase beer in original 
unopened containers from licensed wholesalers and to sell such beer at 
retail for on-premises consumption only, in a room or rooms or place on 
the licensed premises at all times accessible to the use and 
accommodation of the general public, subject to the following conditions: 


(1) The brewpub premises must be located in an historic building 
or site as defined in section 40-8-1, Code of Alabama 1975, in a wet 
county or wet municipality, in which county beer was brewed for public 
consumption prior to the ratification of the Eighteenth Amendment to the 
U. S. Constitution in 1919. 


(2) The proposed location of the premises shall not, at the time of 
the original application, be prohibited by a valid zoning ordinance or 
other ordinance in the valid exercise of police power by the governing 
body of the municipality or county in which the brewpub is located. 


(3) Beer brewed by the brewpub licensee shall not be possessed, 
sold or dispensed except on the premises where brewed, and shall not be 
packaged or contained in other than barrels from which the beer is to be 
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dispensed on the premises for consumption on the premises. 


(4) The brewpub must contain and operate a restaurant with a 
seating capacity of not less than 80. 


(b) The annual license fee levied and prescribed for a license as a 
brewpub issued or renewed by the Board pursuant to the authority of 
this Act is $1,000. 


(c) Except as provided in this subsection, the provisions of Title 
28, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall be applicable. The 
provisions of section 28-3-4 and subsection (b) of section 28-3A-6, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall not be applicable with regard to 
beer brewed by the brewpub and sold and dispensed on the brewpub 
premises. In all other respects, section 28-3-4 and section 28-3A-6(b) 
shall be applicable. 


Section 4. (a) In addition to the licenses provided for by this Act 
and any county or municipal license, there is levied on the brewpub the 
privilege or excise taxes imposed by sections 28-3-184 and 28-3-190, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. Every brewpub licensee shall file 
the tax returns, pay the taxes and perform all obligations imposed on 
wholesalers at the times and places set forth therein. It shall be 
unlawful for any brewpub licensee who is required to pay the taxes so 
imposed in the first instance to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and 
collect from the purchaser the required amount of tax, it being the intent 
and purpose of this provision that each of the taxes levied is in fact a tax 
on the consumer, with the brewpub licensee who pays the tax in the first 
instance acting merely as an agent of the State for the collection and 
payment of the tax levied by section 28-3-184 and as an agent of the 
county or municipality for the collection and payment of the tax levied by 
section 28-3-190. 


(b) The brewpub shall be required to keep and maintain all of the 
records otherwise required to be kept and maintained by manufacturer, 
wholesaler and retailer licensees. 


Section 5. A violation of any provision of this Act shall 
constitute an unlawful act. A finding by the Board that the brewpub 
licensee is guilty of violating any provision of this Act shall effect an 
automatic revocation of the license. 


Section 6. The Legislature finds that it is in the best interest of 
the public welfare of the State of Alabama to preserve and redevelop the 
original "downtown” municipal areas of this State and to further promote 
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the preservation and redevelopment of historic buildings and sites. The 
Legislature finds that an effective way of facilitating the urban 
redevelopment program and the preservation of historic buildings and 
sites is by creating a single exception to the existing alcoholic beverage 
laws to authorize and permit the establishment of brewpubs located in 
historic buildings and sites in urban redevelopment areas of those 
municipalities located within counties where the brewing of beer for con- 
sumption by the public had historically been located. The policy and 
intent of the Legislature in the enactment of this Act is to promote the 
public welfare by further regulating and controlling alcoholic beverage 
transactions in Alabama under the control and supervision of the 
Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to accomplish this legislative 
purpose set forth herein. 


Section 7. It is expressly provided that each section, subsection, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act shall be construed as inseparable 
and nonseverable from all others, and in the event that any section, 
subsection, clause, provision or portion of this Act shall be held invalid 
or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, the entire Act 
and each section, subsection, clause, provision or portion thereof shall 
be inoperative and have no effect. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and shall 
not be construed to repeal or supersede any laws or parts of laws not 
directly inconsistent herewith. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when all requirements of this act are fulfilled: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

"Section 1. (a) There is established in Mobile County an 
accountability team to assess efforts to improve education and progress in 
achieving the goals of the Mobile County Public School System’s 
Strategic Plan. 


"The Mobile County Education Accountability Team shall consist

of nine members, three appointed by the Mobile County Commission, 
one from each commission district; two appointed by the delegation 
representing Mobile County in the Alabama House of Representatives, 
one of whom shall reside outside the City of Mobile; two appointed by 
the delegation representing Mobile County in the Alabama Senate, one of 
whom shall reside outside the City of Mobile; and two appointed by the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County. The membership 
shall reflect as nearly as practicable the local demographics of the 
population of Mobile County. Members shall be appointed for four-year 
terms. The initial appointments shall be made within 60 days after the 
ratification of this amendment. 


"The accountability team shall do all of the following: 


"(1) Monitor all expenditures authorized by this act and report to 
the respective appointing authorities and to the public. 


"(2) Monitor the status of implementation of the Mobile Public 
School Systems Strategic Plan. 


"(3) Oversee the work of any similar committees established at 
individual schools. 


"There shall be an executive director of the accountability team 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the team. The executive director shall 
be a volunteer who shall either serve without pay, be a loaned executive 
paid by business, or be paid by community contributions. 


"In connection with its function, the accountability team shall have 
access to all non-confidential files, records, audits, minutes, or other 
documents of the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County. 


"Each school in the Mobile County School System shall have an 
accountability committee. The chair of a school committee shall be a 
parent, but at least one teacher and the principal shall serve on the 
committee along with two or more other parents chosen by the 
Parent-Teacher Association or Parent-Teacher Organization of the 
school. The principal shall appoint the chair and the teacher or teachers 
and may appoint a member from the community who has expertise in 
accounting, construction management, or another field that will benefit a 
particular school. 


"The school committees shall validate efforts in the individual 
school to achieve the goals established by the county accountability team. 
They shall report on the condition of the physical plant and oversee and 
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update all facets of any needs assessment study. They shall report 
annually to the county team, to the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County, and to the Parent-Teacher Association or Parent-Teacher 
Organization and parents of their individual school. 


"(b) the provisions of subsection (a) of this amendment relating 
to accountability shall be implemented if, and only if, one or more of the 
proposals in Section 2 of this amendment are approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors voting on the proposals. 


"Section 2. The Mobile County Commission shall levy, in 
addition to any other tax, ad valorem taxes in an amount up to 29 mills 
on each dollar of taxable property in the county for ten years. The 
revenue from the additional taxes levied pursuant to propositions 1, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, and 9 shall be deposited in a trust fund in the county treasury to 
be expended for schools within the system to be distributed according to 
average daily attendance. The revenue from the additional taxes levied 
pursuant to propositions 2 and 3 shall be deposited in a trust fund in the 
county treasury to be expended for schools within the system with not 
less than one-half to be expended for schools outside the city limits o 
Mobile. Any person who spends funds in violation of this amendment

"If at the election held under and according to this amendment, a 
majority of the qualified electors of Mobile County vote in favor of any 
proposition or propositions, the Mobile County Commission shall levy 
the additional ad valorem tax at the rate and for the purposes approved 
by a majority of the electors for ten years.

SR 29. CREATING A SENATE ETHICS AND CONDUCT 
COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, it is unanimously agreed among the membership of 
the Senate that this body is desirous of good government and harmonious 
relations between all members; and 


WHEREAS, it is realized that though there are differences of 
opinions of the membership, it is the desire that these differences be 
solved in a decorous manner, and in order to further these ends; now 
therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, That pursuant to the provisions of Section 53 of Article 
IV of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, there is created a Senate 
Ethics and Conduct Committee whose responsibility shall be to consider 
and, when necessary, act upon complaints of misconduct brought against 
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an individual Senator during his or her participation in a session of the 
Senate or his or her participation in a standing or interim committee. 
The committee shall be composed of five members of the Senate elected 
by the Senate by secret ballot at the earliest possible time after the 
passage of this resolution and the members shall serve without 
compensation. Members shall serve for a quadrennium. The procedure 
for the election of members to the committee shall be as herein provided. 
At the appointed time of election to be determined by the President of the 
Senate there shall be a call of districts. When his or her district is 
called, each Senator desiring to vote shall deliver to the Secretary of the 
Senate a list of five names of persons for whom the Senator votes. After 
each Senator who wishes to do so has submitted a list of five names, the 
Secretary shall receive the names for counting. The results of the 
election shall be tabulated by the Secretary under the supervision of a 
committee of three Senators appointed by the President of the Senate for 
that purpose. The Secretary shall certify to the President the names of 
the five Senators receiving the most votes. In the event of a tie vote, a 
second election shall be held in the same manner as the initial election 
was held. Senators shall vote for only the number of names that equals 
the number of positions on the committee to be filled. No ballot shall be 
counted if it contains a number of names greater than the number 
required to be elected. Any vacancy on the committee shall be filled in 
the same manner as the original members were elected. A chair and 
vice-chair of the committee shall be elected from among the membership 
of the committee. If a complaint is brought against a member of the 
committee, that member shall not participate as a member of the 
committee in considering the complaint. The Lieutenant Governor shall 
appoint a temporary replacement for that member to participate in the 
review of the complaint. The temporary member shall possess the same 
powers as other members of the committee. 


The committee shall receive complaints of misconduct against an 
individual Senator and recommend such action as it deems necessary to 
fulfill the responsibilities of the committee. 


For the purposes of this resolution, misconduct means any of the 
following: 


(1) Any conduct constituting a legal wrong that materially impairs 
the ability of the member to perform the duties of his or her office or 
substantially impairs public confidence in the Legislature. 


(2) Any conduct by a Senator which intentionally violates any 
Senate Rule in the conduct of Senate business, whether official or 
unofficial business. 
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(3) Any conduct by a Senator which, during his or her term of 
office, sexually harasses any other person of either sex. For purposes of 
this resolution, unwelcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors, 
and other verbal or physical conduct of a sexual nature constitute sexual 
harassment when a. submission to such conduct is made either explicitly 
or implicitly a term or condition of an individual’s employment, b. 
submission to or rejection of such conduct by an individual is used as 
the basis for employment decisions affecting such individual, or c. such 
conduct has the purpose or effect of unreasonably interfering with an 
individual’s work performance or creating an intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive working environment. In determining whether alleged conduct 
constitutes sexual harassment, the committee will look at the record as a 
whole and the totality of the circumstances, such as the nature of the 
sexual advances and the context in which the alleged incidents occurred. 
The determination of the legality of a particular action will be made from 
the facts, on a case by case basis. 


(4) Any conduct by a Senator which violates any provision of the 
State Ethics Law, Chapter 25 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


(5) Any conduct prohibited by the Constitution of Alabama of 
1. 
(6) The intentional filing of a false complaint with the committee 
or the filing of a complaint in reckless disregard of the truth. 
The procedure to be followed by the committee is as follows: 
(1) Only a member of the Senate may file a written complaint 
with the committee. The complaint shall include all of the following 


information: 


(a) The name of the Senator alleged to have committed the viola- 
tion. 


(b) The name of the Senator filing the complaint. 
(c) The nature of the alleged violation. 

(d) Facts that support the complaint. 

(e) The date of the alleged violation. 


The complaint shall be in writing, signed by the Senator filing the 
complaint, and specify in detail the conduct in question. No complaint 
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alleging a violation shall be filed more than one year after the date the 
alleged violation occurred. The Senator against whom the complaint has 
been brought shall be notified in writing by the committee and provided 
a copy of the complaint. Within 15 days after receipt of the complaint, 
the Senator may file a written answer to the complaint with the 
committee. Failure to file a written answer shall not be deemed to be an 
admission or create an inference or presumption that the complaint is 
true. 


(2) At all times during any proceeding conducted pursuant to this 
resolution, the Senator accused of misconduct shall be given such notice 
and hearing as is requisite to due process of law guaranteed under the 
United States Constitution and the Constitution of Alabama. Prior to 
taking any action, the committee shall notify the Senator accused of 
misconduct and shall grant the Senator an opportunity to respond at a 
hearing on the complaint. Since, by the very nature of a hearing on a 
complaint filed pursuant to this resolution, the character or good name 
of a woman or man will be involved in the hearing, the filing of the 
complaint shall be confidential and the committee shall meet in executive 
session for purposes of hearing and deciding complaints filed. 


(3) After thorough investigation, by a majority vote, the commit- 
tee may determine that no misconduct has occurred. 


(4) The committee, in executive session, may address the accused 
Senator by issuing a warning. 


(5) The committee by a four-fifths vote may recommend to the 
Senate as a whole that further action against the accused Senator be 
initiated. 


The committee may adopt rules of procedure, not inconsistent with 
this resolution, for the orderly conduct of its affairs, investigations, 
hearings, and meetings.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1993, and for debt service, to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 
3 to 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 
2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for 
all programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other 
than those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the 
purpose of this Act, "ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and "Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all 
gifts, grants, contributions, or entitlements, including grants by the 
Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties.

SECTION 5. There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Spe- 
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cial Educational Trust Fund 100% of insurance premium tax receipts on 
non-profit corporations to the Special Mental Health Trust Fund. 


SECTION 6. No other funds provided herein for the public 
schools, including funds for Other Current Expenses, transportation and 
salaries of the Minimum Program and Financial Assistance Program 
and/or for support personnel salaries, shall be used for the payment of 
any salaries of personnel not under the direct control, employment, and 
supervision of local boards of education.
